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Introduction 



This third volume of Bible history is devoted to the 
Great Transition in the history of the People of Israel. 
Hitherto this people of the invisible Jehovah have stood 
oat from the other nations of the world as a nation with 
an invisible king. Henceforward they will be foond 
assimilated in the form of their government to other 
peoples ; in theory God is still their ruler, but the visible 
representatives of Jehovah are no longer men raised iqp 
byaspiritoal call, bat ' kings ' succeeding by natural de- 
scent. The intervening period then presents the Chosen 
Nation in its efforts towards Secular Government. I have 
called this volome ^ The Judges' : in the title of this office 
we have the history in embryo. It is the most gena:al of 
biblical terms for a ruler, and may be applied to govern- 
ment of different types. As the judges are raised up from 
time to time by the Divine authority, the name reflects 
the office of the prophets. On the other hand, the func- 
tion for which the judges are required is the more or less 
complete union of the nation for purposes of national 
defence; and this was the baas of the popular demand 
for kings : ^ We will have a long over us ; that we also 
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had brought them up to the roof, and hid them with the 
stalks of flax, which she had laid in order upon the roof. 
And the men pursued after them the way to Jordan unto 
the fords : and as soon as they which pursued after them 
were gone out, they shut the gate. And before they were 
laid down, she came up unto them upon the roof; and she 
said unto the men, I know that the Lord hath given you 
the land, and that your terror is fallen upon us, and that 
all the inhabitants of the land melt away before you. For 
we have heard how the Lord dried up the water of the 
Red Sea before you, when ye came out of Egypt ; and 
what ye did unto the two kings of the Amorites, that were 
beyond Jordan, unto Sihon and to Og, whom ye utterly 
destroyed. And as soon as we had heard it, our hearts 
did melt, neither did there remain any more spirit in any 
man, because of you : for the Lord your God, he is God 
in heaven above, and on earth beneath. Now therefore^ 
I pray you, swear unto me by the Lord, since I have dealt 
kindly with you, that ye also will deal kindly with my 
father^s house, and give me a true token: and that ye 
will save alive my father, and my mother, and my breth* 
ren, and my sisters, and all that they have, and will 
deliver our lives from death. And the men said unto 
her, Our life for yours, if ye utter not this our business ; 
and it shall be, when the Lord giveth us the land, that we 
will deal kindly and truly with thee. Then she let them 
down by a cord through the window : for her house

upon the town waU, and she dwelt opon the wall. And 
she said onto them. Get you to the mountain, lest the pur- 
suers light upon you; and hide yourselves there three 
daysy until the pursuers be returned : and afterward may 
ye go your way. And the men said unto her. We will be 
gufltless of this thine oath which thou hast made us to 
swear. Behold, when we come into the land, thou shalt 
bind this line of scarlet thread in the window which thou 
didst let us down by : and thou shalt gather unto thee into 
the house thy faJthery and thy mother, and thy brethren, 
and all thy hiheT*s household. And it shall be, that who- 
soever shall go out of the doors of thy house into the 
street, his blood shall be upon his head, and we will be 
guiltless : and whosoever shall be with thee in the house, 
his blood shall be on our head, if any hand be upon him. 
Bat if thou utter this our business, then we will be guflt- 
less of thine oath which thou hast made us to swear. And 
she said. According unto your words, so be it. And she 
sent them away, and they departed : and she bound the 
scarlet line in the window. And they went, and came 
onto the mountain, and abode there three days, untfl the 
pmsoers were returned: and the pursuers sought them 
throughout all the way, but found them not. Then the 
two men returned, and descended from the mountain, and 
passed over, and came to Joshua the son of Nun; and 
they told him all that had befdlen them. And they said 
unto Joshua, Truly the Lord hath delivered into our hands 
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all the land ; and moreover all the inhabitants of the land 
do melt away before us.

The Passage of the Jordan 

And Joshua rose up early in the morning, and they 
removed from Shittim, and came to Jordan, he and all 
the children of Israel ; and they lodged there before they 
passed over. And it came to pass after three days, thsU 
the officers went through the midst of the camp ; and they 
commanded the people, saying. When ye see the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord your God, and the priests the 
Levites bearing it, then ye shall remove from your place, 
and go after it. Yet there shall be a space between you 
and it, about two thousand cubits by measure : come not 
near unto it, that ye may know the way by which ye must 
go; for ye have not passed this way heretofore. And 
Joshua said unto the people. Sanctify yourselves : for to- 
morrow the Lord will do wonders among you. And 
Joshua spake unto the priests, saying. Take up the ark of 
the covenant, and pass over before the people. And they 
took up the ark of the covenant, and went before the 
people. And the Lord said unto Joshua, This day will I 
begin to magnify thee in the sight of all Israeli that they 
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may know that, as I was with Moses, so I will be with 
thee. And thoa shah command the priests that bear the 
aric of the covenant, saying. When ye are come to the 
brink of the waters of Jcndan, ye shall stand still in 
Jordan. 

And Joshua said nnto the chfldien of Israel, Come 
hither, and hear die words of the Lord yoor God. And 
Joshua said. Hereby ye shall know that the living God is 
among you, and that he will without fail drive out from 
befOTe you the Canaanite, and the Hittite, and the Hivite, 
and the Perizzite, and the Girgashite, and the Amorite, 
and the Jebusite. Behold, the ark of die covenant of the 
Lord of all the earth passeth over before you into Jordan. 
Now therefore take you twelve men out of die tribes of 
Israd, for every tribe a man. And it shall come to pass, 
iriien the soles of the feet of die priests that bear the ark 
of the Lord, die Lord of all the earth, shall rest in the 
waters of Jordan, that the waters of Jordan shaU be cut 
iM, even die waters that come down frt>m above ; and they 
shaU stand in one heap. And it came to pass, when the 
peojrfe removed from their tents, to pass over Jordan, 
the priests that bare the ark of the covenant being before' 
the people ; and when they that bare the ark were come 
unto Jordan, and the feet of the priests that bare die ark 
were dipped in the brink of the water, (for Jordan over- 
floweth all its banks all the time of harvest,) that the 
waters which came down from above stood, and rose up 
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in one heap, a great way off, at Adam, the dty that is 
beside Zarethan: and those that went down toward the 
sea of the Arabah, even the Salt Sea, were wholly cut off: 
and the people passed over right against Jericho. And 
the priests that bare the ark of the covenant of the Lord 
stood firm on dry ground in the midst of Jordan, and all 
Israel passed over on dry ground, imtil all the nation were 
passed clean over Jordan. 

And it came to pass, when all the nation were clean 
passed over Jordan, that the Lord spake unto Joshua, say* 
ing, Take you twelve men out of the people, out of every 
tribe a man, and command ye them, saying. Take you 
hence out of the midst of Jordan, out of the place where 
the priests^ feet stood firm, twelve stones, and carry them 
over with you, and lay them down in the lodging place, 
where ye shall lodge this night. Then Joshua called the 
twelve men, whom he had prepared of the children of 
Israel, out of every tribe a man : and Joshua said unto 
them. Pass over before the ark of the Lord your God into 
the midst of Jordan, and take you up every man of you a 
stone upon his shoulder, according unto the number of 
the tribes of the children of Israel : that this may be a 
sign among you, that when your children ask in time to 
come, saying, What mean ye by these stones? then ye 
shall say unto them, Because the waters of Jordan were 
cut off before the ark of the covenant of the Lord ; when 
it passed over Jordan, the waters of Jordan were cut off: 
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and these stones shall be for a memodal onto the chfldren 
of Israel for ever. And the diildren of Israel did so as 
Joshua commanded, and took up twelve stones out oi the 
midst oi Jordan, as die Lord sgaikc nnto Joshua, according 
to the number of the tribes of the children <^ Israid ; and 
thej carried them over with them nnto the place where 
they lodged, and laid them down there. And Joshua set 
up twelve stones in the midst oi Jordan, in the place where 
die ieet oi the priests which bare the aik oi the covenant 
stood : and they are thoe, unto this day. For the priests 
whidi bare the ark stood in the midst of Jordan, until 
every thing was finished that the Lord commanded Joshua 
to speak nnto the pe<^e, according to all that Moses com- 
manded Joshua : and the people hasted and passed over. 
And it came to pass, when all the people were dean passed 
over, that the ark of the Lord passed over, and the priests, 
in the i»esence of the people. And the children of Reu- 
ben, and the children oi Gad, and the half tribe of Alanas- 
seh, passed over armed before the children of Israd, as 
Moses sgaikc unto them: about forty thousand ready 
armed for war passed over before the Lord unto battle, to 
the plains of Jericho. On that day the Lord magnified 
Joshua in the ^ht of all Israel ; and they feared him, as 
they feared Moses, all the days of his life. 

And the Lord spake nnto Joshua, saying, Command the 
priests that bear the ark of the testimony, that they come 
up out of Jordan. Joshua therefore commanded the 
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priests, saying, Come ye up out of Jordan. And it 
to pass, when the priests that bare the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord were come up out of the midst of Jordai), and 
the soles of the priests^ feet were lifted up unto the dry 
ground, that the waters of Jordan returned unto their 
place, and went over all its banks, as aforetime. And tiie 
people came up out of Jordan on the tenth day of the first 
month, and encamped in Gilgal, on the east border of Jer- 
icho. And those twelve stones, which they took out of 
Jordan, did Joshua set up in Gilgal. And he spake unto 
the children of Israel, saying. When your children shall 
ask their fathers in time to come, saying. What mean these 
stones ? then ye shall let your children know, saying, Israd 
came over this Jordan on dry land. For the Lord your 
God dried up the waters of Jordan from before you, until 
ye were passed over, as the Lord your God did to the Red 
Sea, which he dried up from before us, until we were 
passed over : that all the peoples of the earth may know 
the hand of the Lord, that it is mighty ; that they may 
fear the Lord your God for ever. 



4. And it came to pass, when all the kings of the Amor- 
ites, which were beyond Jordan westward, and all the 
kings of the Canaanites, which were by the sea, heard how 
that the Lord had dried up the waters of Jordan from be- 
fore the children of Israel; until we were passed over, that 
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didr heart melted, neither was diere spirit in them any 
more, because of the children of Israel. 

At that time the Lord said nnto Joshua, Make thee 
knives of flint, and circumcise again the diildren of Israel 
the second time. And Joshua made him knives of flint, 
and circumcised the children of Israel at ^the hill of the 
foreskins.' And this is the cause why Joshua did drcum- 
dse: all the people that came forth out of Egypt, that 
were males, even all the men of war, died in the wilder- 
ness by the way, after diey came forth out of Egypt. For 
all the people that came out were circumcised : but all the 
people that were bom in the wilderness by the way as they 
came forth out of Egypt, they had not circumcised. For 
the children of Israel walked forty years in the wilderness, 
till all the nation, even the men of war which came forth 
out of Egypt, were Consumed, because they hearkened not 
unto the voice of the Lord : unto whom the Lord sware 
that he would not let them see the land which the Lord 
sware unto their Others that he would give us, a land 
flowing with milk and honey. And their children, 
wiiom he raised up in their stead, them did Joshua dr- 
cumdse: for they were undrcumdsed, because they had 
not circumcised them by the way. And it came to 
pass, when they had done circumcising all the nation, 
that they abode in their places in the camp, till they 
were whole. And the Lord said unto Joshua, This 
day have I ^rolled away' the reproach of Egypt from 
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off you. Wherefore the name of that place was called 
* Gilgal,' unto this day. 

And the children of Israel encamped in Gilgal; and 
they kept the passover on the fourteenth day of the month 
at even in the plains of Jericho. And they did eat of the 
old com of the land on the morrow after the passover, 
unleavened cakes and parched corn, in the selfsame day. 
And the manna ceased on the morrow, after they had 
eaten of the old corn of the land ; neither had the children 
of Israel manna any more ; but they did eat of the fruit of 
the land of Canaan that year. 



The Siege of Jericho 

And it came to pass, when Joshua was by Jericho, that 
he lifted up his eyes and looked, and, behold, there stood 
a man over against him with his sword drawn in his hand : 
and Joshua went unto him, and said unto him. Art thou 
for us, or for our adversaries ? And he said. Nay ; but as 
captain of the host of the Lord am I now come. And 
Joshua fell on his face to the earth, and did worship, 
and said unto him, What saith my lord unto his servant ? 
And the captain of the Lord^s host said unto Joshua, Put 
off thy shoe from off thy foot ; for the place whereon thou 
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standest is holy. And Joshua did so. (Now Jeridio 
stzahljshut op because of the diQdrai of Israd : none went 
out, and none came in.) And the Lord said onto Joshua, 
See, I have given into thine hand Jericho, and the king 
tiiereol, and the mighty men of valoor. And ye shaD com- 
pass the city, aU the men of war, going about the dty once. 
Thus shalt thou do six days. And seven priests shaD bear 
seven tnmipets of lams^ horns before the ark : and the 
seventh day ye shaD compass the dty seven times, and the 
priests shaD blow with the trumpets. And it shaD be, that 
when they make a kmg blast with the ram*s horn, and 
when ye hear the sound of the trumpet, all the peofde 
shall shout with a great shoot ; and the wall of the dty 
shall faiH down flat, and the peofde shaD go up every man 
straight before him. And Joshua the son of Nun called 
the priests, and said unto them. Take up the ark of the 
covenant, and let seven (mests bear seven trumpets ol 
lams* horns before the ark of the Lord. And they said 
unto the peofde. Pass on, and compass the dty, and let 
the armed men pass on beficne the ark of the Lord. And 
it was so, that when Joshua had spoken unto the people, 
the seven priests bearing the seven trumpets of rams* 
horns before the Lord passed on, and blew with the trum- 
pets : and the ark of the covenant of the Lord followed 
them. And the armed men went before the priests that 
blew the trumpets, and the rearward went after the ark, 
the priests blowing with the trumpets as they went. And

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Joshua commanded the people, tas^in^ Ye shall not shoot, 
nor let your voice be heard, neither shall any word proceed 
out of your mouth, until the day I bid you shout ; then 
shall ye shout. So he caused the ark of the Lord to com- 
pass the city, going about it once : and they came into the 
camp, and lodged in the camp. 

And Joshua rose early in the morning, and the priests 
took up the ark of the Lord. And the seven priests 
bearing the seven trumpets of rams* horns before the ark 
of the Lord went on continually, and blew with the trum- 
pets : and the armed men went before them ; and the rear- 
ward came after the ark of the Lord, the priests blowing 
with the trumpets as they went. And the second day 
they compassed the dty once, and returned into the camp : 
so they did six days. And it came to pass on the seventh 
day, that they rose early at the dawning of the day, and 
compassed the dty after the same manner seven times : 
only on that day they compassed the dty seven times* 
And it came to pass at the seventh time, when the priests 
blew with the trumpets, Joshua said unto the people. 
Shout ; for the Lord hath given you the dty. And the 
city shall be devoted, even it and all that is therein, to the 
Lord : only Rahab the harlot shall live, she and all that 
are with her in the house, because she hid the messengers 
that we sent. And ye, in any wbe keep yourselves from 
the devoted thing, lest when ye have devoted it, ye take of 
the devoted thing; so should ye make the camp of Israel 
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accmsedy and tioable it. Bat all the sSver, and gold, and 
^essds of brass and iron, are holy onto the Lord : the j 
diall come into the treasury of the Lord. So the people 
shouted, anH the priests blew with the trmnpets: and it 
came to pass, when the pe<q>le heard the soimd of the 
tranqiet, that the people shouted with a great shoot, and 
the wan fell down flat, so that the pe<q>le went op into the 
dty, every man straight before him, and they took the dty. 
And they otteriy destroyed all that was in the dty, both 
man and woman, both yoong and old, and ox, and sheep, 
and ass, with the edge o£ the sword. And Joshoa said 
onto the two men that had spied oot the land. Go into the 
hariot^s house, and bring oot thence the woman, and all 
tiiat she hath, as ye sware onto her. And the yoong men 
the ^ies went in, and broogfat oot Rahab, and her father, 
and her mothv , and her brethren, and aU that she had, all 
her kindred also tibey broog^t oot; and they s^ them 
without the camp o£ Israel. And they burnt the dty with 
fire, and all that was therein : only the silv^ , and the gold, 
and the vessds of brass and of iron, they pot into the 
treasory of the house of the Lord. But Rahab the har- 
lot, and her £ithtf s household, and aU that she had, did 
Joshua save alive; and she dwelt in the midst of Israel, 
imto this day; because she hid the messengers, whidi 
Joshua sent to ^y out Jericho. And Joshua charged 
them with an oath at that time, sajring. Cursed be the man 
before the Lord, that riseth up and build^h this dty 
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Jericho: with the loss of his firstborn shall he lay the 
foundation thereof, and with the loss of his youngest 
son shall he set up the gates of it. So the Lord was with 
Joshua ; and his fame was in all the land.

Siege of Ai and Sin of Adtan 

But the children of Israel committed a trespass in the 
devoted thing : for Achan, the son of Carmi, the son of 
Zabdi, the son of Zerah, of the tribe of Judah, took of the 
devoted thing: and the anger of the Lord was kindled 
against the children of Israel. 

And Joshua sent men from Jericho to Ai, which is be- 
side Beth-aven, on the east side of Beth-el, and spake unto 
them, saying. Go up and spy out the land. And the men 
went up and spied out Ai. And they returned to Joshua, 
and said unto him. Let not all the people go up ; but let 
about two or three thousand men go up and smite Ai ; 
make not all the people to toil thither ; for they are but 
few. So there went up thither of the people about three 
thousand men : and they fled before the men of Ai. And 
the men of Ai smote of them about thirty and six men : 
and they chased them from before the gate even unto She- 
barim, and smote them at the going down : and the hearts 
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of the people mehed, and became as water. And Joshua 
lent his dothes, and fell to the earth upon his fsux before 
the aik of the Lord until the evening, he and the elders 
of Israel; and they pot dust upon thdr heads. And 
Joshua said^ Alas^ O Lord GoD^ wherefore hast thou at 
all brought this people over Jordan* to deliver us into the 
hand of the Amorites, to cause us to perish? would that 
we had been content and dwelt beyond Jordan! Oh 
hord, what shall I say, after that Israel hath turned their 
backs before their enemies! For the Canaanites and all 
the inhabitants of the land shall hear of it, and shall com- 
pass us round, and cut off our name from the earth : and 
what wilt thou do for thy great name? And the Lord 
said unto Joshua, Get thee up; wherefore art thou thus 
£illen upon thy £ice? Israel hath sinned ; yea, they have 
even transgressed my covenant which I commanded them : 
yea, they have even taken of the devoted thing ; and have 
also stolen, and dissembled also, and they have even put 
it among their own stuff. Therefore the children of Israel 
cannot stand before their enemies, they turn their backs 
before their enemies, because they are become accursed : 
I win not be with you any more, except ye destroy the de- 
voted thing from among you. Up, sanctify the people, 
and say. Sanctify yourselves against tomorrow: for thus 
saith the Lord, the God of Israel, There is a devoted 
thing in the midst of thee, O Israel : thou canst not stand 
before thine enemies, until ye take away the devoted thing 
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from among you. In the morning therefore ye shall be 
brought near by your tribes: and it shall be, that the 
tribe which the Lord taketh shall come near by families ; 
and the family which the Lord shall take shall come near 
by households ; and the household which the Lord shall 
take shall come near man by man. And it shall be, that 
he that is taken with the devoted thing shall be burnt with 
fire, he and all that he hath : because he hath transgressed 
the covenant of the Lord, and because he hath wrought 
folly in Israel. 

So Joshua rose up early in the morning, and brought 
Israel near by their tribes ; and the tribe of Judah was 
taken : and he brought near the family of Judah ; and he 
took the family of the Zerahites : and he brought near the 
family of the Zerahites man by man ; and Zabdi was taken : 
and he brought near his household man by man; and 
Achan, the son of Carmi, the son of Zabdi, the son of 
Zerah, of the tribe of Judah, was taken. And Joshua said 
unto Achan, My son, give, I pray thee, glory to the Lord, 
the God of Israel, and make confession unto him ; and tell 
me now what thou hast done ; hide it not from me. And 
Achan answered Joshua, and said. Of a truth I have sinned 
against the Lord, the God of Israel, and thus and thus 
have I done : when I saw among the spoil a goodly Baby- 
lonish mantle, and two hundred shekels of silver, and a 
wedge of gold of fifty shekels weight, then I coveted them, 
and took them ; and, behold, they are hid in the earth in 
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the midst of my tent, and the sQver under it. So Joshua 
sent messengers^ and they ran unto the tent ; and, behold, 
it was hid in his tent, and the silver under it. And they 
took them from the midst of the tent, and brought them 
onto Joshua, and unto all the children of Israel ; and they 
laid them down before the Lord. And Joshua, and aU 
Israel with him, took Achan the son of Zerah, and the 
sibrer, and the mantle, and the wedge of gold, and his sons, 
and his daughters, and his oxen, and his asses, and his 
sheq>, and his tent, and aU that he had : and they brought 
them up unto the valley of Achor. And Joshua said. Why 
hast thou ' troubled ^ us? the Lord shall < trouble^ thee thb 
day. And aU Israel stoned him with stones; and they 
bomed them with fire, and stoned them with stones. And 
they raised over him a great heap of stones, unto this day ; 
and the Lord turned frx>m the fierceness of his anger. 
Wherefore the name of that place was called. The valley 
<^ ^ Adior,^ unto this day. 

And the Lord said unto Joshua, Fear not, neither be 
thou dismayed : take aU the pe<^le of war with thee, and 
arise, go up to Ai : see, I have given into thy hand the 
king of Ai, and his people, and his dty, and his land : and 
thou shalt do to Ai and her king as thou didst unto Jeri- 
cho and her king : only the spoU thereof^ and the cattle 
therecrf^ shall ye take for a prey unto yourselves : set thee 
an ambush for the dty behind it. So Joshua arose, and 
aU the pe<^e of war, to go up to Ai : and Joshua chose 
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oat thirty thousand meo, the mighty men of Taloar, and sent 
them forth by night. And he commanded them, sa3rin^ 
Behold, ye shall lie in ambush against the city, behind the 
dty : go not very far from the dty, but be ye all ready : 
and I, and all the people that are with me, will approach 
unto the dty : and it shall come to pass, when they come 
out against us, as at the first, that we will flee before them : 
and they will come out after us, till we have drawn them 
away from the dty ; for they will say, They flee befcure us, 
as at the first ; so we will flee before them : and ye shall 
rise up from the ambush, and take possession of the dty : 
for the- Lord your God will deliver it into your hand. 
And it shall be, when ye have seized upon the dty, that ye 
shall set the dty on fire ; according to the word of the 
Lord shall ye do: see, I have commanded you. And 
Joshua sent them forth: and they went to the ambush- 
ment, and abode between Beth-el and Ai, on the west side 
of Ai : but Joshua lodged that night among the people. 

And Joshua rose up early in the morning, and mustered 
the people, and went up, he and the elders of Israel, before 
the people to Ai. And all the people, even the men of war 
that were with him, went up, and drew nigh, and came be- 
lure the city, and pitched on the north side of Ai : now 
there was a valley between him and Ai. And he took 
about five thousand men, and set them in ambush between 
Beth-el and Ai, on the west side of the dty. So they set 
the people, even alV the host that was on the north of 
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the dty, and their tiers in wait that were on the west 
of the dty ; and Joshoa went that night into the midst of 
the vale. And it came to pass, when the king of Ai saw it, 
that they hasted and rose up eaily, and the men of the 
city went oat against Israel to battle, he and all his people, 
at the time appointed, before the Arabah ; but he wist not 
that there was an ambush against him behind the dty. 
And Joshua and all Israel made as if they were beaten 
before them, and fled by the way of the wilderness. And 
an the people that woe in the dty were called togetha* 
to pursue after them : and they pursued after Joshua, and 
were drawn awav from the dtv. And there was not a man 
left in Ai or Beth-el, that went not out after Israel : and 
they left the dty open, and pursued after Israel. And the 
IjORD said unto Joshua, Stretch out the javelin that is in 
thy hand toward Ai ; for I ¥nll give it into thine hand. 
And Joshua stretched out the javelin that was in his hand 
toward the dty. And the ambush arose quickly out of 
thdr place, and they ran as soon as he had stretched out 
his hand, and entered into the dty, and took it ; and they 
hasted and set the dty on fire. And when the men of 
Ai looked behind them, they saw, and, behold, the smoke 
of the dty ascended up to heaven, and they had no power 
to flee this way or that way : and the people that fled to 
the wilderness turned back upon the pursuers. And when 
Joshua and all Israel saw that the ambush had taken the 
ci^, and that the smoke of the dty ascended, then they 
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turned again, and slew the men of Ai. And the other 
came forth out of the city against them ; so they were in 
the midst of Israel, some on this side, and some on that 
side : and they smote them, so that they let none of them 
remain or escape. And the king of Ai they took alive, 
and brought him to Joshua. And it came to pass, when 
Israel had made an end of slaying all the inhabitants of Ai 
in the field, in the wilderness wherein they pursued them, 
and they were all fallen by the edge of the sword, until 
they were consumed, that all Israel returned unto Ai, and 
smote it with the edge of the sword. And all that fell that 
day, both of men and women, were twelve thousand, even 
all the men of Ai. For Joshua drew not back his hand, 
wherewith he stretched out the javelin, until he had utterly 
destroyed all the inhabitants of Ai. Only the cattle and 
the spoil of that city Israel took for a prey unto themselves, 
according unto the word of the Lord which he com- 
manded Joshua. So Joshua burnt Ai, and made it an 
heap for ever, even a desolation, unto this day. And the 
king of Ai he hanged on a tree until the eventide : and at 
the going down of the sun Joshua commanded, and they 
took his carcase down from the tree, and cast it at the 
entering of the gate of the city, and raised thereon a great 
heap of stones, unto this day. 

7. Then Joshua built an altar unto the Lord, the God 
of Israel, in mount £bal, as Moses the servant of the Lord 
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oonmianded the chfldren of Israel, as it is written in the 
bo<^ of the law of Moses, an altar of unhewn stones, upon 
which no man had lift up any iron: and they offered 
thereon burnt offerings unto the Lord, and sacrificed 
peace offerings. And he wrote there upon the stones a 
copy of the law of Moses, which he wrote, in the presence 
of the chfldren of Israel. And aU Israel, and their elda:5 
and officers, and their judges, stood on this side the aik 
and on that side before the priests the Levites, which bare 
the ark of the covenant of the Lord, as well the stranger 
as the homebom ; half of them in front of mount Gerizim, 
and half of them in front of mount Ebal ; as Moses the 
servant of the Lord had commanded, that they should 
bless the people of Israel first of all. And afterward he 
read all the words of the law, the blessing and the curse^ 
acocmling to aU that is written in the book of the law. 
There was not a word of aU that Moses commanded, 
which Joshua read not before aU the assembly of Israd, 
and the women, and the little ones, and the strangers that 
were conversant among them.

And it came to pass, when aU the kings which were be- 
yond Jordan, in the hill country, and in the loidand, and 
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oa an the shore of the great sea in front of IxbaDoo^ the 
Hhtite^ and the Amorite^ the Canaanite* the Perinite^ the 
Hivite^ and the Jebosite^ heard thereof; that they gathered 
themseh-es together, to fight with Joshua and with Israel^ 
with one accord. 

Bat when the inhabitants of Gtbeon heard what Joshua 
had done onto Jericho and to Au they also did work wilOy^ 
and went and made as if they had been ambassadors^ and 
took <^ sacks apon their asses^ and wine-skins^ old and 
rent and boond op ; and old shoes and douted upon their 
feet, and old garments upon them ; and all the bread of 
tiieir provision was dry and was become mouldy. And 
they went to Joshua onto the camp at Gilgal, and said unto 
him, and to the men of Israel, We are come from a frur 
country- : now therefore make ye a covenant with us. And 
the men of Israel said unto the Hivites, Peradventnre ye 
dwell among us ; and how shall we make a coxxnant with 
^-ou? And they said unto Joshua, We are thy servants. 
And Joshua said unto them. Who are ye? and from 
whence come ye ? And they said unto him. From a very 
far country thy ser\*ants are come because of the name of 
the Lord thy God : for we have heard the fime of him» 
and all that he did in Egypt, and all that he did to the two 
kings of the Amorites, that were beyond Jordan, to Sihon 
king of Heshbon, and to Og king of Bashan, which was at 
Ashtaroth. And our elders and all the inhabitants of our 
country spake to us, saying. Take provision in your hand 
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for the joomey, and go to meet them, and say onto them. 
We are joor servants : and now make ye a covenant with 
us. This our bread we tocdc hot for oar provision out of 
oor houses on the day we came forth to go onto yoa ; bat 
now, behold, it is dry, and is become mooldy : and these 
wine-skins* which we filled, were new ; and, behold, they 
be rent: and these oar garments and oar shoes are be- 
come old by reason of the very long joamey. And the 
men took of their provision, and asked not counsel at the 
mooth of the Lord. And Joshua made peace with them, 
and made a covenant with them, to let them five : and the 
princes of the congr^ation sware unto them. And it 
came to pass at the end of three days after they had made 
a covenant with them, that they heard that they were thdr 
neighbours, and that th^ dwelt among them. And the 
children of Israel journeyed, and came unto their cities on 
the third day. Now their cities were Gibeon, and CheiJii- 
rah, and Beeroth, and Kiriath-jearim. And the chfldren 
of Israel smote them not, because the princes of the con- 
gr^ration had sworn unto them by the Lord, the God of 
Israel. And all the congregation murmured against the 
princes. But all the princes said unto all the congrega- 
tion. We have sworn unto them by the Lord, the God of 
Israel : now therefore we may not touch them. This we 
win do to them, and let them live ; lest wrath be upon us, 
becanse of the oath which we sware unto them. And 
the princes said unto them. Let them live : so they became 
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hewers of wood and drawers of water unto all the coa 
gation; as the princes had spoken unto them, a 
Joshua called for them, and he spake unto them, say 
Wherefore have ye beguiled us, saying, We are i 
far from you ; when ye dwell among us ? Now there 
ye are cursed, and there shall never fail to be of 
bondmen, both hewers of wood and drawers of water 
the house of my God. And they answered Joshua, 
said. Because it was certainly told thy servants, how i 
the Lord thy God commanded his servant Moses to | 
you all the land, and to destroy all the inhabitants 
the land from before you ; therefore we were sore af 
for our lives because of you, and have done t1 th: 
And now, behold, we are in thine hand: as it s< 
good and right unto thee to do unto us, do. And 
did he unto them, and delivered them out of the han< 
the children of Israel, that they slew them not. i 
Joshua made them that day hewers of wood and dra^ 
of water for the congregation, and for the altar of 
Lord, unto this day, in the place which he should cha

League of the Five Kings 

Now it came to pass, when Adoni-zedek king of Ji 
salem heard how Joshua had taken Ai, and had utt 
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destroyed it ; as he had done to Jericho and her long, so he 
had done to Ai and her king ; and how the inhabitants of 
Gibeon had made peace with Israel, and were among 
them; that diey feared greatly, becaose Gibeon was a 
great dty, as one of the royal dties, and because it was 
greater than AL and all die men thereof were mighty. 
Wherefore Adoni-zedek king of Jerusalem sent unto Ho- 
ham king of HelHX>n, and unto Piram king of Jarmuth, 
and unto Japhia king of Tarhish, and unto Debir king of 
£gk>n, saying. Come up unto me, and help me, and let us 
smite Gibeon : for it hath made peace with Joshua and 
with the children of IsraeL Therefore the five Idngs of 
the Amorites, the king of Jerusalem, the king of Hebron, 
the long of Jarmuth, the king of T.arhisli, the king of £g- 
Ion, gathered diemsehres together, and went up, they and 
an dieir hosts, and encamped against Gibeon, and made 
war against it. And the men of Gibeon sent unto Joshua 
to the camp to Gilgal, saying, Sladc not thy hand from thy 
servants ; come up to us quidkly, and save us, and help us : 
ftx" all the kings of the Amorites that dwell in the hill 
country are gathered togetho* against us. So Joshua went 
up friom Gilgal, he, and all the people of war with him, and 
all the mighty men of valour. And the Lord said unto 
Joshua, Fear them not: for I have delivered them into 
thine hands ; there shall not a man of diem stand before 
thee. Joshua therefore came upon them suddenly ; for he 
went up from Gilgal all the night. And the Lord dis- 
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comfited them before Israel, and he slew them with a great 
slaughter at Gibeon, and chased them by the way of the 
ascent of Beth-horon, and smote them to Azekah, and 
unto Makkedah. And it came to pass, as they fled from 
before Israel, while they were in the going down of Beth- 
horon, that the Lord cast down great stones from heaven 
upon them unto Azekah, and they died : they were more 
which died with the hailstones than they whom the chil- 
dren of Israel slew with the sword. 

Then spake Joshua to the Lord in the day when the 
Lord delivered up the Amorites before the children ci 
Israel ; and he said in the sight of Israel^ 

Sun, stand thou still upon Gibeon ; 

And thou, Moon, in the valley of Aijalon. 
And the sun stood still, 
And the moon stayed. 

Until the nation had avenged themselves of their 
enemies.^ 

And Joshua returned, and all Israel with him, unto the 
camp to Gilgal. 

And these five kings fled, and hid themselves in the cave 
at Makkedah. And it was told Joshua, saying. The five

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kings are fband, hidden in the cave at Makkedah. And 
Joshua said. Roll great stones onto the month of the 
cave, and set men by it for to keep diem : bnt stay not ye ; 
parsoe after your enemies, and smite the hindmost of 
diem ; sofl^ them not to enter into their dties : for die 
Lord yom* God hath delivered them into yoor hand. 
And it came to pass, when Joshua and die children of 
Israel had made an end of slaying them with a very great 
slaughter, till they were consumed, and the remnant which 
remained of diem had entered into the fenced ddes, that 
all the people retomed to the camp to Joshua at Makkedah 
in peace : none moved his tongue against any of the chil- 
dren of IsraeL Then said Joshua, Open the mouth of the 
cave, and bring forth those five kings unto me out of the 
cave. And they did so, and brought forth those five kings 
unto him out of die cave, the king of Jerusalem, the long 
of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, die king of Lachish, the 
king of Eglon. And it came to pass, when they brought 
forth those kings unto Joshua, that Joshua called for all 
the men of Israel, and said unto die chiefe of the men of 
war which went with him. Come near, put your feet upon 
the necks of these kings. And they came near, and put 
then* feet upon die necks of diem. And Joshua said unto 
them. Fear not, nor be dismayed ; be strong and of good 
courage : for thus shall the Lord do to all your enemies 
against whom ye fight. And afterward Joshua smote 
them, and put diem to death, and hanged them on five

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trees: and they were hanging upon the trees until the 
evening. And it came to pass at the time of the going 
down of the sun, that Joshua commanded, and they took 
them down off the trees, and cast them into the cave 
wherein they had hidden themselves, and laid great stones 
on the mouth of the cave, unto this very day. 



ID. And Joshua took Makkedah on that day, and smote 
it with the edge of the sword, and the king thereof; he 
utterly destroyed them and all the souls that were therein, 
he left none remaining : and he did to the king of Makke- 
dah as he had done unto the king of Jericho. 

And Joshua passed from Makkedah, and all Israel with 
him, unto Libnah, and fought against Libnah : and the 
Lord delivered it also, and the king thereof, into the hand 
of Israel ; and he smote it with the edge of the sword, and 
all the souls that were therein ; he left none remaining in 
it ; and he did unto the king thereof as he had done unto 
the king of Jericho. 

And Joshua passed from Libnah, and all Israel with 
him, unto Lachish, and encamped against it, and fought 
against it : and the Lord delivered Lachish into the hand 
of Israel, and he took it on the second day, and smote it 
with the edge of the sword, and all the souls that were 
therein, according to all that he had done to Libnah. 

Then Horam king of Gezer came up to help Lachish ; 
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and Joshua smote him and his people, until he had left 
him none remaining. 

And Joshua passed from Lachish, and all Israel with 
him, unto Eglon; and they encamped against it, and 
fought against it ; and they took it on that day, and smote 
it with the edge of the sword, and all the souls that were 
dierein he utteriy destroyed that day, armrrfmg to all that 
he had done to Lachish. 

And Joshua went up from £glon, and all Israel with 
him, onto Hebron ; and diey fought against it, and diey 
took it, and smote it with the edge of the sword, and the 
Idng thereof and all the cities thereof and all the souls 
that were therein ; he left none remaining, according to all 
that he had done to Eglon ; but he utterly destroyed it, and 
all the souls that were therein. 

And Joshua returned, and all Israel with him, to Debir ; 
and fought against it : and he took it, and the king thereof 
and all the cities thereof; and they smote them with the 
edge of the sword, and utterly destroyed all the souls that 
were therein ; he left none remaining : as he had done to 
Hebron, so he did to Debir, and to the long thereof ; as he 
had done also to Libnah, and to the king thereof. 

So Joshua smote all die land, the hill country, and the 
Sooth, and the lowland, and the slopes, and all their kings ; 
he left none remaining : but he utteriy destroyed all that 
breathed, as the Lord, the God of Israel, commanded. 
And Joshua smote them from Kadesh-bamea even unto 
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Gaza, and all the country of Goshen, even unto Gibeon. 
And all these kings and their land did Joshua take at one 
time, because the Lord, the God of Israel, fought for 
Israel. And Joshua returned, and all Israel with him, 
unto the camp to Gilgal. 

zz. And it came to pass, when Jabin king of Hazor 
heard thereof, that he sent to Jobab king of Madon, and 
to the king of Shimron, and to the king of Achshaph, and 
to the kings that were on the north, in the hill country, 
and in the Arabah south of Chinneroth, and in the low- 
land, and in the heights of Dor on the west, to the Canaan- 
ite on the east and on the west, and the Amorite, and 
the Hittite, and the Perizzite, and the Jebusite in the hill 
country, and the Hivite under Hermon in the land of 
Mizpah. And they went out, they and all their hosts with 
them, much people, even as the sand that is upon the sea 
shore in multitude, with horses and chariots very many. 
And all these kings met together; and they came and 
pitched together at the waters of Merom, to fight with 
Israel. And the Lord said unto Joshua, Be not afraid 
because of them : for tomorrow at this time will I deliver 
them up all slain before Israel : thou shalt hough their 
horses, and bum their chariots with fire. So Joshua 
came, and all the people of war with him, against them by 
the waters of Merom suddenly, and fell upon them. And 
the Lord delivered them into the hand of Israel, and 
they smote them, and chased them unto great Zidon, and 
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unto Misrq^tii-iiiaiiii, and onto die vaUey of Mizpeh east- 
ward ; and they smote diem, mitil they left them none re- 
maining. And Joshua did onto them as the Lord bade 
him : he houghed their horses, and burnt their chariots 
with fire. 

And Joshua turned bade at that time, and took Hazor, 
and smote the king thereof with the sword : for Hazor 
beforedme was die head of all diose kingdoms. And they 
smote all the souls that were therein with the edge of the 
sword, utterly destroying diem : diere was none left that 
breathed: and he burnt Hazor with fire. And all the 
cities of those kings, and all the kings of them, did Joshua 
take, and he smote diem with die edge of die sword, and 
utterly destroyed them ; as Moses the servant of the Lord 
commanded. But as for die cities that stood on their 
mounds, Israel burned none of them, save Hazor only; 
that did Joshua bum. And all die spoil of these dties, 
and the catde, die diildren of Israel took for a prey unto 
diemselves ; but every man diey smote with the edge oi 
the sword, untfl diey had destroyed diem, nddier left they 
any that breathed. As die Lord commanded Moses his 
servant, so did Moses command Joshua: and so did 
Joshua : he left nothing undone of all that the Lord com- 
manded Moses. 

12. So Joshua took all that land, die hill country, and 
all the South, and all the land of Goshen, and the lowland, 
and the Arabah, and the hill countiy of Israel, and the 
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lowland of the same ; from mount Halak, that goeth up to 
Seir, even unto Baal-gad in the valley of Lebanon under 
mount Hermon : and all their kings he took, and smote 
them, and put them to death. Joshua made war a long 
time with all those kings. There was not a city that made 
peace with the children of Israel, save the Hivites the in- 
habitants of Gibeon : they took all in battle. For it was 
of the Lord to harden their hearts, to come against Israel 
in battle, that he might utterly destroy them, that they 
might have no favour, but that he might destroy them^ as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 

And Joshua came at that time, and cut off the Anakim 
from the hill country, from Hebron, from Debir, from 
Anab, and from all the hill country of Judah, and from all 
the hill country of Israel : Joshua utterly destroyed them 
with their cities. There was none of the Anakim left in 
the land of the children of Israel : only in Gaza, in Oath, 
and in Ashdod, did some remain. So Joshua took the 
whole land, according to all that the Lord spake unto 
Moses ; and Joshua gave it for an inheritance unto Israel 
according to their divisions by their tribes. And the land 
had rest from war.

Now fliese are the kings of the land, whom ttie childien of 
Israel smote, and possessed their land beyond Jordan toward 
tiie sonrising, from the valley of Amon mito mount Hermon, 
and all the Arabah eastward : Sibon king of the Amorites, 
who dwelt in Heshbon, and ruled frt>m Aroer, which is on the 
edge of the valley of Amon, and the city that is in the middle 
of the valley, and half Gilead, even unto the river Jabbok, the 
border of the children of Ammon ; and the Arabah unto the 
sea of Chinneroth, eastward, and unto the sea of the Arabah, 
even the Salt Sea, eastward, the way to Beth-jeshimoth ; and 
on tiie south, under the slopes of Pisgah : and the border of 
Og king of Bashan, of the remnant of the Rephaim, who dwelt 
at Ashtaroth and at Edrei, and ruled in mount Hermon, 
and in Salecah, and in all Bashan, unto the border of the 
Geshurxtes and the Maacathites, and half Gilead, the border 
of Sihon king of Heshbon. Moses the servant of the LORO 
and the children of Israel smote them : and Moses tfie servant 
of the Lord gave it for a possession unto the Reubenites, and 
tiie Gadites,and the half tribe of Manasseh. 

And these are the kings of the land whom Joshua and the 
children of Israel smote beyond Jordan westw ard, from Baal- 
gad in the valley of Jjeitanon even unto mount Halak, that 
goeth up to Seir ; and Joshua gave it unto the tribes of Israel 
for a possession according to their divisions ; in the hiU coun- 
tzy, and in the lowland, and in the Arabah, and in the slopes, 
and in the wilderness, and in the South; the Hittite, the 
Amorite, and the Canaanite, the Perizzite. the Hivite, and the 
Jebnsite : the king of Jericho, one ; the king of Ai, which is 
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beside Beth-el, one ; the king of Jerusalem, one ; the king of 
Hebron, one ; the Idng of Jarmuth, one ; the king of Lachish, 
one ; the king of Eglon, one ; the king of Gezer. one ; the 
king of Debir, one; the king of Geder, one; the king of 
Hormah, one ; the Icing of Arad, one ; the king of Libnah, 
one ; the king of Adullam, one ; the king of Makkedah, one ; 
the king of Beth-el, one; the king of Tappuah, one; the 
king of Hepher, one ; the king of Aphek. one ; the king of 
Lassharon, one ; the king of Madon, one ; the king of Hazor, 
one ; the king of Shimron-meron, one ; the king of Achshaph, 
one ; the king of Taanach, one ; the king of Megiddo, one ; 
the king of Kedesh, one ; the king of Jokneam in Carroel, 
one ; the king of Dor in the height of Dor. one ; the king 
of Goiim in Gilgal. one ; the king of Tirzab, one : aU the 
kings thirty and one.

Allotment of the Tribes 

Now Joshua was old and well stricken in years ; and the 
Lord said unto him, Thou art old and well stricken in yean, 
and there remaineth yet very much land to be possessed. 
This is the land that yet remaineth: all the regions of the 
Philistines, and all the Geshurites; from the Shihor, which 
is before Egypt, even unto the border of Elkron northward, 
which is counted to the Canaanites : the five lords of the 
Philistines; the Gazites, and the Ashdodites, the Ashkelon- 
ites, the Gittites, and the Ekronites ; also the Awim, on the 
south : all the land of the Canaanites, and Mearah that be- 
longeth to the 2Udonians, unto Aphek, to the border of the 
Amorites : and the land of the Gebalites, and all Lehenoo, 
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towaid flte sanrismg, from Baal-gad under mount Hennon 
unto tfie enterii^ in of Hamath : all the inhalxtants of tbc 
hiD ooantty from LriiajKm onto Misrephotb-maim, even all 
tiie Zidmians ; diem will I drive oat fr<Mn bcfiofe the diildicn 
of Israel : onlj alloc tfaon it onto Israel for an inheritance, as 
I have commanded diee. Now dierefoie divide diis land for 
an inheritance onto tbc nine tribes, and the half tribe of Manas- 
s^ Witfi him the Reobenites and the Gadites received their 
inheritance, whidi Moses gave them, be^ptmd Jordan eastward, 
even as Moses tiie servant of tbc Lord gave diem; from 
Arocr. that is on the edge of die vaUey of AmoQ, and the citj 
diatisin the middle of thevaDcy, andaOdieplainof Medeba 
mitoDibon; andaOdiecitiesof Shonkingof the Amorites. 
wfaidi reigned in Heshbcm, mito the border of the children of 
Ammon ; and Gilead, and the border of the Geshnrites and 
Ma a ralh ltes, and all mount Hennon. and all Rashan unto 
SaWah ; all the Im^ndom of Og in Bashan, wfaidi reigned in 
Ashtarodi and in Edrei (the same was left of die remnant of 
die Rephaim) ; for diese did Moses smite, and drave diem 
out. Nevcithdess die children of Israel drave not out die 
Geshnrites, nor the Maarathites: but Geshur and Maacadi 
dwdt in the midst of Israel, unto diis day. Only unto the 
tribe of Levi he gave none inheritance ; the ofierii^s of die 
Lord, the God of Israel, made by fire are his inheritance, 
ashe^iakeanto him. 

And Moses gave unto die tribe of the diildren of Reuben 
according to their fiunilies. And their border was from 
Arocr. that is on the edge of die vaDcy of Amon, and the 
city that is in die middle of the valley, and all the plain by 
Meddn; Heshbon. and all her cities that are in the plain ; 
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Dibon, and Bamoth-baal, and Beth-baal-meon ; and Jahaz, 
and Kedemoth, and Mephaath; and Kiriathaim, and Sib- 
mah, and Zereth-shahar in the mount of the valley ; and 
Beth-peor, and the slopes of Pisgah, and Beth-jeshimoth ; 
and all the cities of the plain, and all the kingdom of Sihon 
king of the Amorites, which reigned in Heshbon, whom 
Moses smote with the chiefs of Midian, Evi, and Rekem, and 
Zur, and Hur, and Reba, the princes of Sihon, that dwelt in 
the land. Balaam also the son of Beor, the soothsayer, did 
the children of Israel slay with the sword among the rest ol 
their slain. And the border of the children of Reuben was 
Jordan, and the border thereof. This was the inheritance of 
the children of Reuben according to their fiuniliea^ the cities 
and the villages thereoi 

And Moses gave tmto the tribe of Gad, unto (he children 
of Gad, according to their fEunilies. And their border was 
Jazer, and all the cities of Gilead, and half the land of the 
children of Ammon, unto Aroer that is before Rabbah ; and 
from Heshbon unto Ramath-mizpeh, and Betonim ; and from 
Mahanaim unto the border of Debir ; and in the valley, Betb- 
haram, and Beth-nimrah, and Succoth, and Zaphon, the rest 
of the kingdom of Sihon king of Heshbon, Jordan and die 
border thereof, unto the uttermost part of the sea of Chin- 
nereth beyond Jordan eastward. This is the inheritance of 
the children of Gad according to their families, the cities 
and the villages thereoi 

And Moses gave inheritance unto the half tribe of Manas* 
seh : and it was for the half tribe of the children of Manasseh 
according to their families. And their border was from Mi^ 
hanaim, all Bashan, all the kingdom of Og king of Rashan. 
and all the towns of Jair. which are in Bashan, threescore 
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cities: and half GOead, and Ashtarotfi, and Edrei, the cities 
of the kingdom of Og in Bashan, were for the children of 
Madiir the soa of Manasseh, even fior the half of the children 
of Machir according to their Sanulies. 

These are the inheritances which Moses di stifljute d in the 
plains of Moab, beyond the Jordan at Jeridio, eastward. But 
imto die tribe of Levi Moses gave none inheritance: the 
Lord, the God of Israel, is their inheritance, as he spake 
onto them. 

And these are ttie inheritances which the children of Israel 
took in the land of Canaan, which Eleazar the iciest, and 
Joshua the son of Nun, and the heads of the iatlMis' houses 
of die tribes of the children of Israel, distributed unto them, 
fay the lot of their inheritance, as die Lord commanded by 
the hand of Moses, for die nine tribes, and for the half tribe. 
For Moses had given the inheritance of the two tribes and the 
half tribe beyond Jordan : but unto the Levites he gave none 
inheritance among them. For the children of Joseph were 
two tribes, Manasseh and Fphraim : and they gave no por- 
tion unto die Levites in the land, save cities to dwell in, with 
the suburbs therec^ for dieir cattle and for dieir substance. 
As die Lord commanded Moses, so the diildren of Israel 
did, and they divided the land. 

Then the difldren of Jndah drew nigh unto Joshua in 
Gilgal : and Cakb the son of Je^^umidi the Kenizzite said 
unto him. Thou knowest the thing that the LORD spake unto 
Moses die man of God ooncrming me and concerning thee in 
Kadesh-faamea. Forty years <^ was I when Moses the ser- 
vant of the Lord sent me from Kadesh-bamea to spy out 
the land; and I brought him word again as it was in mine 
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heart Nevertheless my brethren that went up with me made 
the heart of the people melt : but I wholly followed the Lord 
my God. And Moses sware on that day, sa3ring, Surely the 
land whereon thy foot hath trodden shall be an inheritance 
to thee and to thy children for ever, because thou hast wholly 
followed the Lord my God. And now, behold, the Lord 
hath kept me alive, as he spake, these forty and five years, 
from the time that the Lord spake this word imto Moses, 
while Israel walked in the wilderness : and now, lo, I am this 
day fourscore and five years old. As yet I am as strong 
this day as I was in the day that Moses sent me: as my 
strength was then, even so is my strength now, for war, and 
to go out and to come in. Now therefore give me tiiis moun- 
tain, whereof the Lord spake in that day; for thou heardest 
in that day how the Anakim were there, and cities great and 
fenced : it may be that the Lord will be with me, and I shall 
drive them out, as the Lord spake. And Joshua blessed 
him ; and he gave Hebron unto Caleb the son of Jephunneh 
for an inheritance. Therefore Hebron became the inheri- 
tance of Caleb the son of Jephunneh the Kenizzite, imto this 
day ; because that he wholly followed the Lord, the God of 
Israel. Now the name of Hebron beforetime was Kiriath- 
arba ; which Arba was the greatest man among the Anakim. 
And the land had rest from war. 

And the lot for the tribe of the children of Judah according 
to their families was unto the border of Edom, even to the 
wilderness of Zin southward, at the uttermost part of the 
south. And their south border was from the uttermost part 
of the Salt Sea, from the bay that looked southward : and 
it went out southward of the ascent of Akrabbim, and passed 
along to Zin, and went up by the south of Kadesh-barnem, and 
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passed along by Hezron, and went up to Addar, and tamed 
about to Karka : and it passed along to Azmon, and went out 
at the brook of E^ypt; and the goings out of the border were 
at tiie sea: this shall be your south border. And the east 
bordor was the Salt Sea, even unto the end of Jordan. And 
the border of ihe north quarter was firom the bay of Ae sea 
at ttie end of Jordan : and the border went up to BeUi-hoglah, 
and passed along by the north of Beth>arabah; and the 
border went up to the stone of Bohan ihe son of Reuben : 
and die border went up to Debir from die valley of Achor, 
and so northward, looking toward Gilgal, diat is over against 
die ascent of Adummim, which is on the south side of the 
river: and the border passed along to the waters of En-she^ 
mesh, and the goings out thereof were at En-rogel : and the 
border went up by the valley of die son of Hinnom unto 
die side of the Jebusite southward (the same is Jerusalem) : 
and the border went up to the top of the mountain that lieth 
bdbre the valley of Hinnom westward, which is at die utter- 
most part of the vale of Rephaim nordiward: and the border 
was drawn from the top of the mountain unto the fountain of 
the waters of Nephtoah, and went out to the cities of mount 
Ephron ; and the border was drawn to Baalah (the same is 
Kiriath-jearim) : and the border turned about from Baalah 
westward unto mount Seir, and.passed along unto the side of 
mount Jearim on the north (the same is Chesalon), and went 
down to Bedi-shemesh, and passed along l^ Timnah : and 
the border went out unto the side of Ekron nordiward : and 
the border was drawn to Shikkeron, and passed aloi^ to 
mount Baalah, and went out at Jabneel ; and the goings out 
of the border were at the sea. And the west border was to 
the great sea, and the border diereot This is the border 
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of the children of Judah round about according to their 
families. 

And unto Caleb the son of Jephunneh he gave a portion 
among the children of Judah, according to the commandment 
of the Lord to Joshua, even Kiriath-arba, which Arba was 
the father of Anak (the same is Hebron). And Caleb drove 
out thence the three sons of Anak, Sheshai, and Ahiman, and 
Talroai, the children of Anak. And he went up thence against 
the inhabitants of Debir : now the name of Debir beforetime 
was Kiriath-sepher. And Caleb said. He that smiteth Kiriath- 
sepher, and taketh it, to him will I give Achsah my daughter 
to wife. And Othniel the son of Kenaz, the brother of Caleb, 
took it : and he gave him Achsah his daughter to wife. And it 
came to pass, when she came unto him, that she moved him 
to ask of her father a field : and she lighted down firom off 
her ass ; and Caleb said unto her, What wouldest thou ? And 
she said, Give me a blessing ; for that thou hast set me in the 
land of the South, give me also springs of water. And he 
gave her the upper springs and the nether springs. 

This is the inheritance of the tribe of the children of Judah 
according to their families. 

And the uttermost cities of the tribe of the children of Judah 
toward the border of Edom in the South were Kabzeel, and 
Eder, and Jagur ; and Kinah, and Dimonah, and Adadab ; 
and Kedesh, and Hazor, and Ithnan; Ziph, and Telem, and 
Dealoth ; and Hazorhadattah, and Kerioth-hezron (the tame 
is Hazor) ; Amam, and Shema, and Moladah ; and Hazar- 
gaddah, and Heshmon, and Beth-pelet; and Hazar-shual, 
and Beer-sheba, and Biziothiah ; Baalah, and lim, and Ezem ; 
and Eltolad, and Chesil. and Hormah ; and Ziklag, and Mad- 
mannah, and Sansannah; and Lebaoth, and Shilhim, and 
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Ain, and Rimmon : all the dties are twenty and nine, with 
tiieir villages. 

In the lowland, Eshtaol, and Zoiah, and Ashnah ; and Za- 
noah, and Eo-gannim, Tappnah. and Enam; Jannath, and 
Adollam, Socoh, and Azekah ; and Shaaraim, and Adithaim, 
and Gedeiah, and Gederothaim ; fourteen cities with their 
Tillages. 

Zenan, and Hadashah, and Migdalgad; and Dilan, and 
Mizpeh, and Joktheel; T Achish. and Bozkath, and Eglon; 
and Cabbon, and Fahmam, and Chithlish; and Gederoth, 
Betb-dagon, and Naamah, and Makkedah ; sixteen cities with 
dieir villages. 

Libnah. and Either, and Ashan ; and Iphtah. and Ashnah, 
and Nezib; and Keilah, and Achzib, and Mareshah; nine 
cities with their villages. 

Ekron. with her towns and ho* villages : firom Ekron even 
unto the sea, all that were by the side of Ashdod, with tiieir 
villages. 

Ashdod, her towns and her villages ; Gaza, ho* towns and 
her villages ; unto the brook of Egypt, and the great sea, and 
the border thereof. 

And in the hill country, Shamir, and Jattir, and Socoh ; and 
Dannah. and Kiriath-sannah (the same is Debir) ; and Anab, 
and Eshtemoh, and Anim; and Goshen, and Holon, and 
Giloh; eleven cities with their villages. 

Arab, and Dnmah, and Eshan; and Janim, and Beth- 
ti^ipuah, and Aphekah ; and Humtah, and Kiriath-arfaa (the 
same is H^iron), and Zior; nine cities with their villages. 

Maon, Carmel, and Ziph. and Jutah; and Jezreel, and 
Jokdeam. and Zanoah; Kain, Gibeah, and Timnah; ten 
cities with their villages. 
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Halhul, Beth-zur, and Gedor; and Maarath, and Beth- 
anoth, and Eltekon; six cities with their villages. 

Kiriath-baal (the same is Kiriath-jearim), and Rabbah; 
two cities with their villages. 

In the wilderness, Beth-arabah, Middin, and Secacah ; and 
Nibshan, and the City of Salt, and En-gedl ; six cities with 
their villages. 

And as for the Jebusites, the inhabitants of Jerusalem, the 
children of Judah could not drive them out : but the Jebu- 
sites dwelt with the children of Judah at Jerusalem, unto this 
day. 

And the lot for the children of Joseph went out from the 
Jordan at Jericho, at the waters of Jericho on the east, even 
the wilderness, going up from Jericho through the hill country 
to Beth-el ; and it went out from Beth-el to Luz, and passed 
along unto the border of the Archites to Ataroth ; and it went 
down westward to the border of the Japhletites, unto the 
border of Beth-horon the nether, even unto Gezer : and the 
goings out thereof were at the sea. And the children of 
Joseph, Manasseh and Ephraim, took their inheritance. And 
the border of the children of Ephraim according to their 
families was thus : even the border of their inheritance east- 
ward was Ataroth-addar, unto Beth-horon the upper; and the 
border went out westward at Michmethath on the north ; and 
the border turned about eastward unto Taanath-shiloh, and 
passed along it on the east of Janoah; and it went down frx>m 
Janoah to Ataroth, and to Naarah, and reached unto Jericho, 
and went out at Jordan. From Tappuah the border went 
along westward to the brook of Kanah ; and the goings out 
thereof were at the sea. This is the inheritance of the tribe 
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of flie children of Efiusdm according to their famlBrs; to- 
gether widi the cities wfaicfa were sepaialed for the cfaHdien of 
Kphiaim in the midst €ii the inheritance of the difldren of 
Manasseh, afl the cities with dieir Tillages. And they drare 
not out the Canaanites that dwdt in Gexer: but the Canaan- 
ites dwelt in the midst of ^riuaim, unto tills day, and be- 
came serrants to do taskwork. 

And tiiis was the kit lor die tribe of Manasseh ; for he was 
die fiistbc»n ai Joseph. As for Marhir the firstborn of Ma- 
nasseh, the IsUher of GOtead, becaose he was a man of war, 
therefore he had Gikad and Rashan, And the kit was for 
the rest of the children of Manasseh according to their 
funHies; for the children of Abiexer, and for tibe childiea 
of Hddc, and for the children of Asriel, and for the idiil- 
dren of Shediem, and for the diildren of Hepber. and for 
the children of ^lemida: these were the male cdukfaen of 
l^ana«#4i fhc SOU of Josqih acc uidlu g to their famiHes. But 
Zelophehad, the son of Hepber, die son of GHead. the son of 
Madir, tibe son of Manasseh, had no sons, but danghtpxs : 
and these are the names of his daughters. Mahlah, and 
Noah, Hoglah, MUcah, and Tirxah. And thej came near be- 
fore Eleazar the priest, and before Joshoa tibe son ai Nun, 
and befofe tibe princes, sajii^ The Lord commanded Moses 
togireasan inheritance amcmg oar breduen: therefore ac- 
cording to the commandment of the LORD he gate diem an 
inheritance amoDg the breduen of dieir fiithec And there 
feD ten parts to Manasseh, beside the land ai Gahead and 
Rashan, wfaicfa b beyond Jordan ; becanse tfae daogfaters of 
Manassefa faad an inheritance amoi^ his sons: and tfae land 
of C^lead befoi^ed onto the rest of ihc sons of Manassefa. 
And tfae border of Manassefa was from Asfaer to Micfame- 
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thath, which is before Shechem ; and the border went along 
to the right hand, unto the inhabitants of £n-tappuah. The 
land of Tappuah belonged to Manasseh : but Tappuah on the 
border of Manasseh belonged to the children of Ephrainu 
And the border went down unto the brook of Kanah, south- 
ward of the brook : these cities belonged to Ephraim among 
the cities of Manasseh : and the border of Manasseh was 
on the north side of the brook, and the goings out thereof 
were at the sea : southward it was Ephraim's, and northward 
it was Manasseh's, and the sea was his border; and they 
reached to Asher on the north, and to Issachar on the east. 
And Manasseh had in Issachar and in Asher Beth-shean and 
her towns, and Ibleam and her towns, and the inhabitants of 
Dor and her towns, and the inhabitants of En-dor and her 
towns, and the inhabitants of Taanach and her towns, and 
the inhabitants of Megiddo and her towns, even the three 
heights. Yet the children of Manasseh could not drive out 
the inhabitants of those cities ; but the Canaanites would dwell 
in that land. And it came to pass, when the children of Israel 
were waxen strong, that they put the Canaanites to taskwork, 
and did not utterly drive them out 

And the children of Joseph spake unto Joshua, saying. 
Why hast thou given me but one lot and one part for an in- 
heritance, seeing I am a great people, forasmuch as hitherto 
the Lord hath blessed me? And Joshua said unto them. 
If thou be a great people, get thee up to the forest, and cut 
down for thyself there in the land of the Perizzttes and of 
the Rephaim ; since the hill country of Ephraim is too nar- 
row for thee. And the children of Joseph said, The hill 
country is not enough for us : and all the Canaanites that 
dwell in the land of the valley have chariots of iron, both they 
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cne Itat oid}|f r Inlttiie bill comiftBy sflia^ be tfimse; fivldbin^li 
it 05 a finest^ oSboib adoAt cail it dawiB^ aoid doe ^qbb^ (onft

For 
the LcTites have no portion among |tKi; for the priesthood 
of die Lou> is their inheritance: and Gnd and Reuben and 
the half tribe of Manasisrh have received dieir inheritance 
b^rood Jordan eastward, which Moses dte serrant of the 
Lord gave diem. And die men arose, and went: and 
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Joshua charged them that went to describe the land, sajring, 
Go and walk through the land, and describe it, and come 
again to me, and I will cast lots for you here before the 
Lord in Shiloh. And the men went and passed through the 
land, and described it by cities into seven portions in a book, 
and they came to Joshua unto the camp at Shiloh. And 
Joshua cast lots for them in Shiloh before the Lord: and 
there Joshua divided the land unto the children of Israel 
according to their divisions. 

And the lot of the tribe of the children of Benjamin came 
up according to their families : and the border of their lot 
went out between the children of Judah and the children of 
Joseph. And their border on the north quarter was from 
Jordan ; and the border went up to the side of Jericho on 
the north, and went up through the hill country westward ; 
and the goings out thereof were at the wilderness of 
Beth-aven. And the border passed along from thence to 
Luz, to the side of Luz (the same is Beth-el), southward; 
and the border went down to Ataroth-addar, by the moun- 
tain that lieth on the south of Beth-horon the nether. And 
the border was drawn and turned about on the west quarter 
southward, from the mountain that lieth before Betfa-horon 
southward ; and the goings out thereof were at Kiriath4)aal 
(the same is Kiriath-jearim), a city of the children of Judah : 
this was the west quarter. And the south quarter was from 
the uttermost part of Kiriath-jearim, and the border went out 
westward, and went out to the fountain of the waters of 
Nephtoah : and the border went down to the uttermost part 
of the mountain that lieth before the valley of the son of Hin- 
nom, which is in the vale of Rephaim northward; and H 
went down to the valley of Hinnom, to the side of the Jebii- 
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she southward, and went dawn to fin-rogel; and it was 
drawn on the north, and went out at En-shemesh, and went 
oat to Gehloth, which is over against die ascent of Adom- 
mim; and it went down to die stone of Bcrfian the son of 
Reoben; and it passed along to the side over against die 
Arabah noidiward, and went down onto die Arabah : and 
die border passed along to die side of Beth-hoglah north- 
ward : and the goii^ out of die border were at die nordi 
bay of die Salt Sea, at die south end of Jordan : this was the 
soodi border. And Jordan was the border of it on the east 
quarter. This was the inheritance of the children of Benja- 
min, by the borders thereof round aboat, according to dieir 
fainili<Mt, Now the cities of the tribe of die diildren ai Ben- 
jamin according to dieir funilies were Jericho, and Beth- 
hoglah, and Emek-4ceziz ; and Beth-arabah, and Zemaraim, 
and Betb-el; and Arrim, and Parah, and Ophrah; and 
Chephar-ammoni, and Ophni. and Geba ; twehre cities with 
dieir Tillages : (Hbeon, and Ramah, and Beerodi ; and Mix- 
peh, and Chephirah, and Moxah; and Rekem, and Irpeel, 
and Taralah ; and Zelah, Eleph, and die Jebnsite (die same 
is Jerusalem), Gibeadi, and Kiriath; fourteen cities with 
di^ Tillages. This is die inheritance of the diildren of Ben- 
jamin according to dieir familii'S. 

And the second lot came out for Simeon, eren for the tribe 
ot the children of Simeon according to their £sunilies : and 
dieir inheritance was in die midst of die inheritance of die 
children of Judah. And they had for dieir inheritance Beer- 
sbeba, or Shdia, and Moladah; and Hazar-shual, and 
Balah, and Ezem ; and Eltolad, and Bethul, and Hormah ; 
and Ziklag. and Betb-marcaboth, and Hazar-susah; and 
Betb-ld»oth, and Shamhen; diirteen cities with their Til- 
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lages : Ain, Rimmon, and Ether, and Ashan; fotir dfles with 
their Tillages: and all the villages that were ronnd about 
these cities to Baalath-beer, Ramah of the South. This is 
the inheritance of the tribe of the children of Simeon accord- 
ing to their fomilies. Out of the part of the children of Judah 
was the inheritance of the children of Simeon: for the por- 
tion of the children of Judah was too much for them : there- 
fore the children of Simeon had inheritance in the midst of 
their inheritance. 

And the third lot came up for the children of Zebalun ao- 
cording to their fitmilies : and the border of their inheritance 
was unto Sarid : and their border went up westward, even to 
Maralah, and reached to Dabbesheth ; and it reached to the 
broolc that is before Jokneam ; and it turned from Sarid east- 
ward toward the sunrising unto the border of Chisloth-tabor; 
and it went out to Daberath, and went up to Japhia ; and 
from thence it passed along eastward to Gath-hepher, to Eth- 
kazin; and it went out at Rimmon which stretcheth unto 
Neah ; and the border turned about it on the north to Han- 
nathon : and the goings out thereof were at the valley of Iph- 
tah-el ; and Kattath, and Nahalal, and Shimron, and Idalah, 
and Beth-lehem: twelve cities with their villages. This is 
the inheritance of the children of Zebulun according to their 
fiimilies, these cities with their villages. 

The fourth lot came out for Issachar, even for the children 
of Issachar according to their fomilies. And their border 
was unto Jezreel, and Chesulloth, and Shunem ; and HaphA- 
raim, and Shion, and Anaharath ; and Rabbith, and Kishion, 
and Ebes; and Remeth, and En-gannim, and En-haddah, 
and Beth-passes; and the border reached to Tabor, and 
Siiahazumah, and Beth-shemesh ; and the goings out ol 
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Aeir butilu wert at Jovdui : &iilCJCJi oticswitli tfieir Tilbiges. 
This is Ae inlierilaiice of the tiibe of the duUrea of Issftdiar 
a c c oidu ^ to their families, the cities with tiieir Tillages. 

And tiie fi^ lot came oat lor the tribe of the chiidreo of 
Asher accoidiBg to dieir families. And dieir bonier was 
Helkath, and Hali, and Beten, and Acfashaph ; and Allam- 
mdech, and Amad, and Mishal ; and it readied to Carmel 
-westward, and to Shihor-fflmath ; and it tamed toward the 
soniising to Betb-dagon, and reached to Zcbolvn, and to the 
▼alley of Iphtah-d nofthwaid to Beth-emdc and Neiel; and 
it went oat to Cabal on the left hand, and Ebcon, and Rehob, 
and HammoB, and Kanah, cren unto great Zidon ; and the 
bolder tamed to Ramah, and to the fenced dty of Tyre : 
and the border tamed to Hosah ; and the goings oat thereof 
were at the sea by the region of Achzib : Ummah also, and 
Aphek, and Rehob : twenty and two cities with tiieir ▼iUages. 
This is the inheritance of the tribe of the chiklrea of Asher 
according to dieir families, these dties with their villages. 

The sizdi lot came oat lor the diildren of Naphtali, eren 
for the children of Naphtali acoordiqg to their families. And 
their border was from Heleph, from die oak in Zaanannim, 
and Adaminekeb, and Jabneel, unto Lakkom; and the 
goings oat diereof were at Jordan : and the border turned 
•westward to Axnodi-tabor, and went oat from dienoe to 
Hokkok; and it reached to Zebolon on the sooth, and 
reached to Asher on the west, and to Jodah at Jordan toward 
die snnri^ing. And the fenced cities were Ziddim, Zer, and 
Hammatfa, Rakkath, and Chinnereth; and Adamah, and 
Ramah, and Hazor; and Kedesh, and Edrd, and En-haxor; 
and Iron, and Migdal-el, Horem, and Betb-anath. and Bedi- 
ihrmfsh; njnrtim cities with their villages. This is the tn- 
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heritance of the tribe of the children of NaphtaU according to 
their fomilies, the cities with their villages. 

The seventh lot came out for the tribe of the children of 
Dan according to their &milies. And the border of their 
inheritance was Zorah, and Eshtaol, and Ir-shemesh; and 
Shaalabbin, and Aijalon, and Ithlah; and Elon, and Tim- 
nah, and Ekron ; and Eltekeh, and Gibbethon, and Baalath ; 
and Jehud, and Bene-berak, and GaUi-rimmon; and Me- 
jarkon, and Rakkon, with the border over against Joppa. 
And the border of the children of Dan went out beyond 
them : for the children of Dan went up and fought against 
Leshem, and took it« and smote it with the edge of the 
sword, and possessed it, and dwelt therein, and called 
Leshem, Dan, after the name of Dan their fiuher. This is 
the inheritance of the tribe of the children of Dan according 
to their families, these cities with their villages. 

So they made an end of distributing the land for inheii* 
tance by the borders thereof; and the children of Israel 
gave an inheritance to Joshua the son of Nun in the midst 
of them : according to the commandment of the Lo&D they 
gave him the city which he asked, even Tlmnah-serah in 
the hill country of Ephraim: and he built the dty, and 
dwelt therein. 

These are the inheritances, which Eleazar the priest, and 
Joshua the son of Nun, and the heads of the fitthers' honsei 
of the tribes of the children of Israel, distributed for inheri- 
tance by lot in Shiloh before the Lord, at the door of the 
tent of meeting. So they made an end of dividing the land. 

And the Lord spake unto Joshua, saying, Speak to the 
children of Israel, saying. Assign you the cities ol refdge^

wfaocof I spake unto joa by die hand of Moses : tfiat die 
numslayer diat kOkdi any person iiinrittii%;lf and mawaies 
may flee dudier: and diey shall be unto joa for a lefbge 
frcMn die avenger oi blood. And he shall flee tmto one of 
diose odes, and shaD stand at die entenng of the gate ai die 
ci^, and declare his cause in the ears of the elders of diat 
ci^; and tfaej shall take him into the city unto dion, and 
ghre him a place, diat he may dwdl amoi^ them. And it 
die ava^er of blood pursue after him, dien they shaD not 
ddirer up die manslayer into his hand; because he smote 
his neighbour unawares, and hated him not befiMetime. 
And he shall dvrdl in dial city, until he stand befoie the 
coi^iegation for juc^emcnt, until the deadi of the hi^ priest 
dial shall be in those days : dien shall the manslayer return, 
and come unto his own city, and unto his own house, unto 
the city from whence he fled. And they set apart Kedesh 
in Galilee in the hill country of NaphtaB, and Siirchem in 
die hiO country of Epluaim, and Kirialh-arfaa (the same is 
Hebfon) in the hiO country of Judah. And bejond the Jor- 
dan at Jeridio eastward, diey assigned Beaer in the wilder- 
ness in the plain out of the tribe oi Reuben, and Ramodi 
in Gilead out of die tribe of Gad, and Golan in Rashan out 
of the tribe of Manasseh. These were die appointed cities 
for an die diildren ctf Israel, and for the stranger that so- 
jo um e d i am<Mig diem, that whosoever kiUeth any person 
lui w illii^ ly m^t flee diidier, and not die by the hand of 
the avenger of blood, nntfl he stood before the oongrcgatioiit 

Then came near the heads of fiobers* houses of the Levites 
unto Eleaxar the priest, and unto Joshua die son of Nun, and 
unto the heads of fothecir houses of the tribes of the children 
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of' IscmI; and they ipftkeunlo tham at Sbiloh in tha land of 
Canaan, aaying, The Lord commanded by the hand of Moses 
to give us cities to dweli in, with the subuifos thereof lor our 
cattle. And the children of Israel gave tmto the Lentes out 
of their inheritance, according to the commandment of the 
Lord, these cities with their subttrt)s. 

And the lot came out for the fisunilies of the- Kohathites : 
and the children of Aaron the priest, whicfa.were of the Le- 
▼ites,. had* by lot. out- of the tribe of Judah, and out of the 
tribe of the Simeonites, and out of the tribe of Benjamin, 
thirteen dties. 

And the rest of the children of Kohath had by lot/ out of 
the fismilies of the tribe of Ephraim, and out of the tribe of 
Dan, and out of the half tribe of Manasseh, ten dtiei^ 

And the children of Gershon had by lot out of the fionilies 
of the tribe of Issachar, and out of the tribe oft Asber, and 
out of the tribe of Naphtali, and out of the half tiibe of 
Manasseh in Bashan, thirteen dties. 

The children of Merari according to their families had out 
of the tribe of Reuben, and out of the tribe of Qad^ and out 
of the tribe of Zebulun, twelve dties. 

And the children of Israel gave by lot unto the Levitea 
these cities with their suburbs, as the LORD commanded by 
the hand of Moses. And they gave out of the tribe of the 
children of Judah, and out of the tribe of the children of 
Simeon, these cities which are here mentioned by name: 
and they were for the children of Aaron, of the iamilies of 
the Kohathites, who were of the children of Levi : for theirs 
was the first lot. And they gave them Kiriath-artm, which 
Arba was the fiither of Anak, (the same is Hebron,) in the 
hill eountry of Judah, with tiie suburlM thereof round about 
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it. BatHie fieldf of tfie ciljr, and die vflhees ttiereo^ gave 
they to Caleb the soa of JqJ uumeh for his poswasiao. 

And imio the diiklicn of Aaron the piiest they gave He- 
bron with her snboibs, the citj of lefoge for the manslajer, 
and fihnah with her suboitis; and Jaitir with her suburbs, 
and Kshfrmoa with her snbmiis; and Hokm with her sub- 
mbSh and D^tir widi her snboibs; and Ain with her sub- 
whs^ and Jtdtah with her sobnrfas^ and Bedi-shemesh with 
her snbuxfas; nine cities out of those two tribes. And ont 
of the tribe of Benjamin, Gibeon with her snboibs, Geha, 
with her sobmbs; Anatfaoth widi her sabmbs, and Abnon 
with her sabait»; four cities. AH the cities of the idiildren 
of Aaron, the priests, were thirteen cities with their sobnrbs. 

And the fa«n«Ki— of the cfaildien of Kohath, tibe Levites, 
even the rest of tiie children of Kohadi, they had tlie cities 
of their lot out of the tiibe of Kphraim. And th^ gave 
tibcm Shrchfm with her sabnitjs in the hiU coontxy of 
y4rfHaini, die ci^ of lefoge for the manslajer, and Genr 
with her soboibs: and Kibxaim with her soboibs^ and Bedk- 
boroa widi her suburbs ; four cities. And o«t of die tribe of 
Dan, Eheke with her sububs, Gibbedion with her suburbs: 
Aijalon widi her suburbs, Galb-rimmon with her suburbs; 
four cities. And out of die half tribe of Manassdb. Taanach 
with her suburbs^ and Gadi-rimmon with her suburbs ; two 
cities. All the cities of the £unilies of the rest of the chil- 
dren erf" Kohath were ten with their suburbs. 

And unto die children of Gcishon, of the £unilies of die 
Levites, out of the half tribe oi Manasseh they gave Golan 
in Rashan with her suburbs, the dtj of refoge for the man- 
slayer ; and Be-esh-terah with her suburbs ; two cities. And 
oat of die tribe qf Issacfaar, Kishion with her suburbs, Dabe- 
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rath with her suburbs ; Jarmuth with her suburbs, En-gannim 
with her suburbs ; four cities. And out of the tribe of Asher, 
Mishal with her suburbs, Abdon with her suburbs ; Helkath 
with her suburbs, and Rehob with her suburbs ; four cities. 
And out of the tribe of Naphtali, Kedesh in Galilee with her 
suburbs, the dty of refuge for the manslayer, and Hammoth- 
dor with her suburbs, and Kartan with her suburbs; three 
cities. All the cities of the Gershonites according to their 
&milies were thirteen cities with their suburbs. 

And unto the feunilies of the children of Merari, the rest 
of the Levites, out of the tribe of Zebulun, Jokneam with her 
suburbs, and Kartah with her suburbs, Dimnah with her sub- 
urbs, Nahalal with her suburbs ; four cities. 

And out of the tribe of Reuben, Bezer with her subnrfot, 
and Jahaz with her suburbs, Kedemoth with her suburbs, 
and Mephaath with her suburbs; four cities. And out of 
the tribe of Gad, Ramoth in Gilead with her suburbs, the 
city of refuge for the manslayer, and Mahanaim with her 
suburbs; Heshbon with her suburbs, Jaser with her sub- 
urbs; four cities in all. All these were the cities of the 
children of Merari according to their fiunilies, even the rest 
of the families of the Levites; and their lot was twelve 
cities. 

All the cities of the Levites in the midst of the possession 
of the children of Israel were forty and eight cities with 
their suburbs. These cities were every one with their sub- 
urbs round about them : thus it was with all these cities. 

So the Lord gave tmto Israel all the land which he sware 
to give unto their Others ; and they possessed it, and dwelt 
therein. And the Lord gave them rest round about, acoord- 
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jB|r to an tttat he sware milo their falhen: and there stood 
not a man of all tiieir mrmirs before them; Ae LOKD de- 
livered an tiieir enemies into tiieir hand. There €uled not 
ai^lit of any good ftuog wfaidi Ae LoKD had spoken unto 
the house of Israd; aU came to pass. 

Then Joshua called the RwAemtes, and the fia^ft-^:^ and 
the half tribe of Manassdi, and said mito tiiem. Ye have 
kept an diat Moses the servant of the LoKD commanded 
TOO, and have he ai kened imto mj voice in an diat I com- 
manded joa: ye have not left yoor bietlue n these many 
d^rs unto this day. but have kiqit the charge of the com- 
mandment of Ae Lord yoor God. And now tfie Lord 
your God halfa given rest mito yoor biethren, as be quke 
onto diem : tfierefoie now tnm ye, and get you imlo yoor 
tents, onto the land of your possession, wiiich Moses the 
servant of the LORD gave yon beyond Jordan. Only take 
diluent heed to do the commandment and the law, which 
Moses die servant of the LORD ccMnmanded yoo, to love the 
Lord yoor God. and to walk in an his ways, and to keep 
his command mmts. and to cleave onto him, and to serve 
him widi an yoor heart and with aU yoor sooL So Joshua 
blessed diem, and sent diem away: and diey went onto 



Now to die one half tribe of Manassrh Moses had given 
inberitanoe in Rashan : but nnto die odier half gave Joshua 
amoi^ dieir brethren beyond Jordan westward. Moreover 
when Josfana sent diem away onto dieir tents, he blessed 
diem, and sp^lff nnto diem, sayii^ Retom widi mn^ wealth 
onto yoor tents, and widi very mad:i catde, widi silver, and 
widi gold, and widi brass, and with iron, and with very mad:i 
raiment: divide die spofl of yoor enemies widi your brethren. 
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And tb« qbildrai of Roubtn-Aiwllbe children at Gad and 
tbf half tribf of Manaiseh ratamed, and dapartad horn the 
ohildren of Uraal out of Shiloh, which is in the land of 
Canaan, to go unto the land of Gilead» to the land of their 
pofiession, whereof they were posiesfed, according to the 
oommandment of the Lord by the hand of Motes. And 
when they came unto the region about Jordan, tiiat is in the 
land of Canaan, the children of Reuben and the children of 
Gad and the half tribe of; Manasseh built there an altar by 
Jordan, a great altar to see to. And the children of Israel 
heard say, Behold, the children of Reuben and the children 
of Gad and the half tribe of Manasseh have built an altar in 
the forefront of the land of Canaan, in the region about Jor- 
dan, on the side that pertaineth to the children of IsraeU And 
when the children of Israel heard of it, the whole congrega- 
tion of the children of Israel gathered themselYet together at 
Shiloh, to go up against them to war. 

And the children of Israel sent unto the children of 
Reuben, and to the children of Gad, and to the half tribe 
of Manasseh, into the land of Gilead, Phinehat the son 
of Eleasar the priest ; and with him ten princes, one prince 
of a Esthers' house for each of the tribes of Israel; and 
they were every one of them head of their fathers* bousea 
among the thousands of IsraeL And they came unto the 
children of Reuben, and to the children of Gad, and to the 
half tribe of Manasseh, unto the land of Gilead, and they 
spake with them, saying. Thus saith the whole congregation 
of the Lord, What trespass is this that ye have committed 
against the God of Israel, to turn away this day from follow- 
ing the Lord, in that ye have builded you an altar, to rebel 
this day against the Lord? Is the iniquity of Feor too 
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fiifle for JBS, from nhicli wc bate 
vnlo tins dmf, allfaoqgii Ibae csme a pbgoe iqioo die 
ooqgicgatioB of llie LOED, tbat ye most torn away diis 
dqr from foUofiriiig die LoED? and it wlQ be, seeii^ je 
lebel today agsunst tbe LORD; tbai tomonov be will be 
wiodi wicb ibe wbole congiegation of Isnd. Howbeit. if 
ibe land of your possessioa be imrkan, diea pass ye over 
nnto tbe land of tbe possessioa of tbe I/>RD, wbexein die 
LOKD's tslmn a ci e dweiktb, and take possessioa amoi^ 
as: bat lebel not agsinst die Loed, nor rebel i^ainst 
ns» in bnikling yoa an abar besides tbe ahar of tbe Loed 
our God. Did not Adam die son of Zerab rommif a tres- 
pass in die devoted diing. and wntb iell upon all tbe oon- 
gxegatioa of Israel? and tbat man pmsbfd not alooe in 
bis mKinity. 

Tbentbe duldien of Reuben and tbe duldrea of Gad and 
the balf tiibe of Mamwwh answered^ and spake unto die 
beads of tbe tboosands of Isnwl^ The LoED, tbe God of 
godi; tbe Lord, tbe God of gods, be knowetb, and Israel 
besbaU knov; if it be in rebellion, or if in t i esp a ss against 
the Loed, (save dioa ns not tbis day,) diat «e bave boilt us 
an ahar to tmn aaray from following tbe LOBD; or if to ofifer 
tbeiooa boznt ofifenng or meal ofifering, or if to ofifer sacxi- 
fioes of peace ofiferii^ dierecm, let die LOBD him<*4f require 
it ; and if we bave not ratber oat of carefiifaiess done tbis, 
and of purpose, saying. In time to come your cbildrea migbt 
speak onto oar cbildren, saying; Wbat bare ye to do widi 
tbe Lord, die God of Israri? iar die Lord batb made 
Jordan a border bfcitxn ns and yoa, ye diildren of Reuben 
and cbiklren of Gad; ye bare no portion in tbe Lord : so 
ibaE yoK cbiklren make oar cbiklren cease from fearing tbe

Lord. Therefore we said, Let us now prepare to build us 
an altar, not for burnt offering, nor for sacrifice : but it shall 
be a witness between us and you, and between our genera- 
tions after us, that we may do the service of the LORD before 
him with our burnt offerings, and with our sacrifices, and with 
our peace oflferings ; that your children may not say to our 
children in time to come. Ye have no portion in the LORD. 
Therefore said we, It shall be, when they so say to us or to 
our generations in time to come, that we shall say. Behold the 
pattern of the altar of the Lord, which our fiuhers made, not 
for burnt offering, nor for sacrifice ; but it is a witness betwee n 
us and you. God forbid that we should rebel against the 
Lord, and turn away this day from following the LORD, to 
build an altar for burnt offering, for meal offering, or for 
sacrifice, besides the altar of the Lord our God that if before 
his tabernacle. 

And when Phinehas the priest, and the princes of the con- 
gregation, even the heads of the thousands of Israel which 
were with him, heard the words that the children of Reuben 
and the children of Gad and the children of Manasseh spake, 
it pleased them well. And Phinehas the son of Eleasar the 
priest said unto the children of Reuben, and to the children 
of Gad, and to the children of Manasseh, This day we knam 
that the Lord is in the midst of us, because ye have not 
committed this trespass against the Lord : now have ye de- 
livered the children of Israel out of the hand of the LORD. 
And Phinehas the son of Eleasar the priest, and the prfaioet, 
returned from the children of Reuben, and from the children 
of Gad, out of the land of Gilead, unto the land of Canaan, 
to the children of Israel, and brought them word again. And 
the thing pleased the children of Israel; and the ohildren ol 
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Ismd blessed God. and spake no more d going np against 
Ibem to var, to destroy tfie land w h ere in llie cfaildrai ai 
Reoben and the cfaildien of Gad dwelt. And Ifae cfaHdren 
of Reuben and die children of Gad called the altar 'Ed': 
For said ttej, it is a ' witness ' between ns diat the LOKD is

Joshua's Farewell 

And it came to pass after many dajrs, when the Lord 
had given rest onto Israel from all their enemies round 
about, and Joshua was old and well stridden in years; 
that Joshua called for all Israel, for their elders and for 
thdr heads, and for their judges and for their officers, and 
said unto them : 

I am old and well stridken in years : and ye have seen 
aD that the Lord your God hath done unto all these na- 
tioos because of you ; for the Lord your God, he it is 
that hath fought for you. Behold, I have allotted unto 
you these nations that remain, to be an inheritance for 
your tribes, from Jordan, with all the nations that I have 
cut ofi^ even unto the great sea toward the going down of 
tiie sun. And the Lord your God, he shall thrust them 
out from before you, and drive them from out of your 
sight ; and ye shaU possess their land, as the Lord your 
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God spake unto you. Therefore be ye very coniageous 
to keep and to do all that is written in the book of the 
law of Moses, that ye turn not aside therefrom to the right 
hand or to the left ; that ye come not among these na- 
tions, these that remain among you ; neither make men- 
tion of the name of their gods, nor cause to swear by 
them, neither serve them, nor bow down yourselves unto 
them: but cleave unto the Lord yoiu* God, as ye have 
done unto this day. For the Lord hath driven out from 
before you great nations and strong: but as for you, no 
man hath stood before you unto this day. One man of 
you shall chase a thousand: for the Lord yoiu''God, he 
it is that fighteth for you, as he spake unto you. Take 
good heed therefore unto yourselves, that ye lore the 
Lord your God. Else if ye do in any wise go back, and 
cleave unto the remnant of these nations, even these that 
remain among you, and make marriages with them, and 
go in unto them, and they to you : know for a certainty 
that the Lord your God will no more drive these nations 
from out of your sight ; but they shall be a snare and a 
trap unto you, and a scourge in your sides, and thorns in 
your eyes, until ye perish from off this good land which 
the Lord your God hath given you. And, behold, this 
day I am going the way of all the earth : and ye know in 
all your hearts and in all your souls, that not one thing 
hath failed of all the good things which the Lord your 
God spake concerning you; all are come to pass unto 
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J01I9 not one thing hath foiled thereof. And it sbaD come 
to pass, that as all the good things are come upon yon of 
which the Lord your God spake onto yon, so shall the 
Lord bring iqx>n yon all the evil things, until he have 
destroyed yon from off this good land whidi the Lord 
your God hath given yon. When ye transgress the cove- 
nant of tiie Lord yoor God, which he commanded yon, 
and go and serve other gods, and bow down yourselves 
to diem; th^i shall the anger of the Lord be IrinHVd 
against you, and ye shall perish quickly frxnn off the good 
land wludi he hath given unto you. 

And Joshua gathered all the tribes of Israid to Shechem, 
and called far the elders of Israel, and for their heads, 
and for their judges, and for their officets ; and they pte- 
sented themselves before God. And Joshua said unto all 
tiiepeo{de: 

Thus saitfa the Lord, the God of Israel, Your ficOhers 
dwdt oi old time beyond the Rivo*, even Terah, the £cUlier 
oi Abraham, and the father of Nahor : and they served 
otibergods. And I took your fother Abraham from be- 
yond the Rivo^y and led him throughout all the land of 
Canaan, and multiplied his seed, and gave him Isaac 
And I gave unto Isaac Jacob and Esau : and I gave unto 
Esau mount Seir, to possess it ; and Jacob and his chil- 
dren weat down into Egypt. And I sent Moses and 
Aaron, and I leagued Egypt, according to that which I 
did in the midst there<^: and afterward I brought you 
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And I brought your fathers out of Egypt : and ye 
mit/k the Ma ; and the Egyptians pursued after your 
IS wkh chariots and with horsemen 'unto the Red Sea. 
^flMSft they cried out unto the Lord, he put darkness 
(Ml ^POQ and the Egjrptians, and brought the sea upon 
, nAd covered them ; and your eyes saw what I did 
p*{<; and }*e dwelt in the wilderness many days. 
I >4>Ml(:ht you into the land of the Amorites, which 
; >«e>>c«d Jordan ; and they fought with you : and I 
fkHvi into your hand, and ye possessed their land ; 
; 4e«tro\*ed them from before you. Then Balak the 
^' itippor, king of Moab, arose and fought against 
[^ and he sent and called Balaam the son of Beor 
mit J'ou; but I would not hearken unto Balaam; 
i^>R he blessed you still: so I delivered you out of 

d. And ye went over Jordan, and came unto Jeri- 
and the men of Jericho fought against you, the Amor- 
id the Perizzite, and the Canaanite, and the Hittite, 
he Girgashite, the Hivite, and the Jebusite; and I 
(red them into your hand. And I sent the hornet 
t you, which drave them out from before you, even 
I'o kings of the Amorites ; not with thy sword, nor 
hy bow. And I gave you a land whereon thou hadst 
iboured, and cities which ye built not, and ye dwell 
n ; of vineyards and olivcyards which ye planted not 
eat. Now therefore fear the Lord, and scr\*c him 
cerity and in truth : and put away the gods which 
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jour fathers served beyond the River, and in Egjrpt ; and 
serve ye the Lord. And if it seem evil unto yon to serve 
the Lord, choose you this day whom ye will serve; 
whether the gods which your £cUhers served that were 
beyond the River, or the gods of the Amorites, in whose 
land ye dwell : but as for me and my house, we will serve 
the Lord. 

And the people answered and said, God forbid that we 
should forsake the Lord, to serve other gods; for the 
Lord our God, he it is that brought us and our fathers 
up out of the land of Egypt, from the house of bondage, 
and that did those great signs in our sight, and preserved 
us in all the way wherein we went, and among all the 
peoples through the midst of whom we passed : and the 
Lord drave out from before us all the pe<^les, even 
the Amorites which dwelt in the land : therefore we also 
will serve the Lord ; for he is our God. 

And Joshua said unto the people, Ye cannot serve the 
Lord ; for be is an holy God ; he is a jealous God ; he 
will not forgive your transgression nor your sins. If ye 
forsake the Lord, and serve strange gods, then he will 
turn and do you evil, and consume you, after that he hath 
done you good. And the people said unto Joshua, Nay ; 
but we wUl serve the Lord. And Joshua said unto the 
people. Ye are witnesses against yourselves that ye have 
chosen you the Lord, to serve him. And they said. We 
are witnesses. Now therefore put away, said he, the 
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strange gods which are among you, and incline your 
heart unto the Lord, the God of Israel. And the people 
said unto Joshtia, The Lord our God will we serve, and 
unto his voice will we hearken. So Joshua made a cove- 
nant with the people that day, and set them a statute and 
an ordinance in Shechem. 

And Joshua wrote these words in the book of the law 
of God ; and he took a great stone, and set it up there 
under the oak that was by the sanctuary of the Lord. 
And Joshua said unto all the people, Behold, this stone 
shall be a witness against us; for it hath heard all the 
words of the Lord which he spake unto us : it shall be 
therefore a witness against you, lest ye deny your God. 
So Joshua sent the people away, every man unto his 
inheritance. 

And it came to pass after these things, that Joshua the 
son of Nun, the servant of the Lord, died, being an hun- 
dred and ten years old. And they buried him in the bor- 
der of his inheritance in Timnath-serah, which is in the 
hill country of Ephraim, on the north of the mountain 
of Gaash. And Israel served the Lord all the da3rs of 
Joshua, and all the days of the elders that outlived 
Joshua, and had known all the work of the Lord, that 
he had wrought for Israel. And the bones of Joseph, 
which the children of Israel brought up out of Egypt, 
buried they in Shechem, in the parcel of ground which 
Jacob bought of the sons of Hamor the £&ther of Shechem 
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for an hundred pieces of money: and they became the 
inheritance of the children of Joseph. And Eleazar the 
son of Aaron died ; and thej buried him in the hOl of 
Phinehas his son, which was given him in the hill coon- 
tzy of Ephraim. 



I. Amd it came to pass after the death of Joshua, that 
the chfldren of Israel asked of the Lord, sayings Who 
shall go op for as first against the Canaanites, to fight 
agamst them? And the Lord said, Jodah shaU go op: 
beholdy I have delivered the land into his hand. And 
Jodah said onto Simeon his brothor. Come op with me 
into my lot, that we may fight against the Canaanites; 
and I likewise will go with thee into thy lot. So Simeon 
went with him. And Jodah went op ; and the Lord de- 
livered the Canaanites and the Perizzites into their hand : 
and they smote of them in Bezek ten thousand men. 
And they foond Adoni-bezek in Bezek : and they fooght 
against him, and they smote the Canaanites and the Per- 
izzites. Bot Adoni-bezek fled; and they porsoed after 
him, and canght him, and cot off his thombs and his 
great toes. And Adoni-bezek said. Threescore and ten 
kings, having their thombs and their great toes cot ofi^ 
gathered their meat onder my table : as I have done, so 
God hath reqoited me. And they brooght him to Jero- 
salem, and he died there. 

And the children of Jodah fought against Jerosalem, 
and took it, and smote it with the edge of the sword, and 
set the dty on fire. And afterward the children oi Jodah 
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went down to fight against the Canaanites that dwelt in 
the hill country, and in the South, and in the lowland. 
And Judah went against the Canaanites that dwelt in 
Hebron : (now the name of Hebron beforetime was Kiri- 
ath-arba :) and they smote Sheshai, and Ahiman, and Tal- 
mai. And from thence he went against the inhabitants 
of Debir. (Now the name of Debir beforetime was Kiri* 
ath-sepher.) And Caleb said, He that smiteth Kbiath'* 
sepher, and taketh it, to him will I give Adisah my 
daughter to wife. And Othniel the son of Kenaz, Caleb^s 
younger brother, took it: and he gave him Achsah his 
daughter to wife. And it came to pass, when she came 
unto him, that she moved him to ask of her fstther a field : 
and she lighted down from off her ass ; and Caleb said 
unto her, What wouldest thou? And she said unto him. 
Give me a blessing ; for that thou hast set me in the land 
of the South, give me also springs of water. And Caleb 
gave her the upper springs and the nether springs. 

And the children of the Kenite, Moses* brother in law, 
went up out of the city of palm trees with the children of 
Judah into the wilderness of Judah, which is in the south 
of Arad ; and they went and dwelt with the people. And 
Judah went with Simeon his brother, and they smote the 
Canaanites that inhabited Zephath, and utterly destroyed 
it. And the name of the city was called Hormah. Also 
Judah took Gaza with the border thereof, and Ashke* 
Ion with the border thereof^ and Ekron with the border 
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diereoC And the Lord was widi Jadah; and he diave 
oat the inhabitants of the hill ooontry; for he oould not 
drive oat the inhabitants of the valley, because they had 
chariots of iron. And they gave Hebron onto Caleb, as 
Moses had spoken: and he diave oat thence the three 
sons of Anak. And the chiklien d Benjamin did not 
drive out the Jebosites that inhabited Jenisalem : but the 
Jebosites dwelt with the duldien of Benjamin in Jerusa- 
lem, onto this day. 

And the house of Joseph, they also went op against 
Beth-el : and the Lord was with them. And the house 
of Joseph sent to spy out Beth-eL (Now the name of 
the dty beforetime was Loz.) And the watchers saw a 
man come forth out of the dty, and they said unto him. 
Shew OS, we pray thee, the entrance into the dty, and we 
will deal kindly with thee. And he shewed them the en- 
trance into the dty, and they smote the dty with the edge 
of the sword ; but they let the man go and all his £unily. 
And the man went into the land of the Hittites, and boilt 
a dty, and called the name thereof Loz: which is the 
name thereof onto this day. 

And Manasseh did not drive out the inhabitants of 
Beth-shean and her towns, nor of Taanach and her towns, 
nor the inhabitants <^ Dor and her towns, nor the inhab- 
itants of Ibleam and her towns, nor the inhabitants of 
M^;iddo and her towns : bat the Canaanites would dwell 
in that land. And it came to pass, when Israd was waaen 
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strong, that they put the Canaanites to taskworic, and did 
not utterly drive them out. 

And Ephraim drave not out the Canaanites that dwelt 
in Gezer; but the Canaanites dwelt in Gezer among 
them. 

Zebulun drave not out the inhabitants of Kitron, nor the 
inhabitants of Nahalol ; but the Canaanites dwelt among 
them, and became tributary. 

Asher drave not out the inhabitants of Acco, nor the 
inhabitants of Zidon, nor of Ahlab, nor of Achzib, nor of 
Helbah, nor of Aphik, nor of Rehob : but the Asherites 
dwelt among the Canaanites, the inhabitants of the land : 
for they did not drive them out. 

Naphtali drave not out the inhabitants of Beth-shemesh, 
nor the inhabitants of Beth-anath; but he dwelt among 
the Canaanites, the inhabitants of the land : nevertheless 
the inhabitants of Beth-shemesh and of Beth-anath be- 
came tributary unto them. 

And the Amorites forced the children of Dan into the 
hill country : for they would not suffer them to come down 
to the valley: but the Amorites would dwell in mount 
Heres, in Aijalon, and in Shaalbiro : yet the hand of the 
house of Joseph prevailed, so that they became tributary. 
And the border of the Amorites was from the ascent of 
Akrabbiro, from the rock, and upward. 

And the angel of the Lord came up from Gilgal to 
Bochim . And he said, I made you to go up out of Egyptf 
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2nd have brought yoa unto the land which I sware unto 
your £cithers ; and I said, I will never break my covenant 
with yoa : and ye shall make no covenant with the inhabi- 
tants of this land ; ye shall break down their altars : bot 
ye have not hearkened onto my voice : why have ye done 
this? Wherefore I also said, I will not drive them oat 
from before yoa ; but they shall be as thorns in yoar sides, 
and their gods shall be a snare onto yoa. And it came to 
pass, when the angel of the Lord spake these words unto 
all the children of Israel, that the people lifted op thdr 
voice, and wept. And they called the name of that place 
Bochim : and they sacrificed there onto the Lord. 

a. Now when Joshua had sent the people a¥ray, the 
children of Israel went every man unto his inheritance to 
possess the land. And the people served the Lord all 
the days of Joshua, and all the days of the elders that oat- 
lived Joshua, who had seen all the great work of the Lord, 
that he had wrought for IsraeL And Joshua the son of 
Nun, the servant of the Lord, died, being an hundred and 
ten years old. And they buried him in the border of his 
inheritance in Timnath-heres, in the hill country of £ph- 
raim, on the north of the mountain of Gaash. And also 
all that generation were gathered unto their ficithers : and 
there arose another generation after them, which knew not 
the Lord, nor yet the work which he had wrought for 
Israel. 
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And the children of Israel did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lord, and served the Baalim : and they for- 
sook the Lord, the God of their fathers, which brought 
them out of the land of Egypt, and followed other gods, of 
the gods of the peoples that were round about them, and 
bowed themselves down unto them: and they provoked 
the Lord to anger. And they forsook the Lord, and 
served Baal and the Ashtaroth. And the anger of the 
Lord was kindled against Israel, and he delivered them 
into the hands of spoilers that spoiled them, and he 
sold them into the hands of their enemies round about, so 
that they could not any longer stand before their enemies. 
Whithersoever they went out, the hand of the Lord was 
against them for evil, as the Lord had spoken, and as the 
Lord had sworn unto them : and they were sore distressed. 
And the Lord raised up judges, which saved them oat of 
the hand of those that spoiled them. And yet they 
hearkened not unto their judges, for they went a whoring 
after other gods, and bowed themselves down unto them : 
they turned aside quickly out of the way wherein their 
fathers walked, obeying the commandments of the Lord ; 
but they did not so. And when the Lord raised them up 
judges, then the Lord was with the judge, and saved them 
out of the hand of their enemies all the days of the judge : 
for it repented the Lord because of their groaning by rea- 
son of them that oppressed them and vexed them. But it 
came to pass, when the judge was dead, that they turned 
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back, and deah more coinipdy than their £aheis, in fiol- 
kywing other gods to serve them, and to bow down unto 
them ; they ceased not from their doings, nor from their 
stobbom ¥ra7. And the anger of the Lord was kindled 
against Israel; and he said. Because this nation have 
transgressed my covenant which I commanded their 
£itheis, and have not hearkened onto my voice; I also 
win not henceforth drive out any from before them of the 
nations which Joshua left when he died : that by them I 
may prove Israel, whether they will keep the way of the 
Lord to walk therein, as their Others did keep it, or not. 
So the Lord left those nations, without driving them out 
hastfly; neither ddivered he than into the hand of 
Joshna. 

Now these are the nations which the Lo&D left, to prove 
Israel by tibem, even as many as had not known all the 
vrars of Canaan ; only that the generations of the diildren 
of Israel mi^t know, to teach them war, at the least soch 
as beforetime knew nothing thereof; namely, the &^ie 
k^rds of the Philistines, and all the Canaanites, and the 
Zidonians, and the Hivites that dwelt in mount Lebanon, 
from moont Baal-hermon onto the entering in of Hamath. 
And they were for to prove Israel by them, to know whether 
they would hearken onto the commandments of the Lord, 
which he commanded their Withers by the hand of Moses. 
And the children of Israel dwelt among the r'anaanit^ - 
the Hittite, and the Amorite^ and the Fmnite, and the 
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Hivite, and the Jebusite : and they took their daughters 
to be their wives, and gave their own daughters to their 
sons, and served their gods. 

3. And the children of Israel did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, and forgat the Lord their God, and 
served the Baalim and the Asheroth. Therefore the anger 
of the Lord was kindled against Israel, and he sold them 
into the hand of Cushan-rishathaim king of Mesopotamia : 
and the children of Israel served Cushan-rishathaim eight 
years. And when the children of Israel cried unto the 
Lord, the Lord raised up a saviour to the children of 
Israel, who saved them, even Othniel the son of Kenaz, 
Caleb^s younger brother. And the spirit of the Lord came 
upon him, and he judged Israel ; and he went out to war, 
and the Lord delivered Cushan-rishathaim king of Meso- 
potamia into his hand: and his hand prevailed against 
Cushan-rishathaim. And the land had rest forty years. 
And Othniel the son of Kenaz died.

Ehud's Assassination of Eglon 

And the children of Israel again did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord : and the Lord strengthened Eglon 
the king of Moab against Israel, because they had done

the king of Moab eighteen years. Bat when the children 
of Israel cried unto the Lord, the Lord raised them np a 
savi o ui y Ehnd the son €i Gera, the Bei^amite, a man left- 
handed : and the duldrai of Israel sent a present by him 
nnto Eg^n the king of Moab. And Ehnd made him a 
sword whidi had two edges, of a cobit length ; and he 
girded it under his raiment upon his right thigh. And he 
ofieied the present unto E^on king of Moab. Now E^on 
was a very £at man. And when he had made an end of 
ofiering the present, he sent away the peof^ that bare the 
present. But he himsdf tamed badk from the quarries 
diat were by Gilgal, and said« I have a secret errand unto 
diee, O king. And he said. Keep silence. And all that 
stood by him went out from him. And Ehud came unto 
him ; and he was sitting by himself alone in his summer 
parlour. And Ehud said, I have a message from God unto 
thee. And he arose out of his seat. And Ehud put forth 
his left hand, and todc the sword from his ri|^ thigh, and 
thrust it into his belly : and the haft also went in after the 
blade ; and the fat closed i^jon the blade, for he drew not 
the sword out of his belly ; and it came out behind. Then 
Ehod went forth into the porch, and shot the doors of the 
padour upon him, and lodged them. Now when he was 
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gone out, his servants came ; and they saw, auid» behold, 
the doors of the parlour were locked; and they said. 
Surely he covereth his feet in his siunmer chamber. And 
they tarried till they were ashamed: and, behold, he 
opened not the doors of the parlour ; therefore they took 
the key, and opened them: and, behold, their lord was 
fallen down dead on the earth. And Ehud escaped while 
they tarried, and passed beyond the quarries, and escaped 
unto Seirah. And it came to pass, when he was come, 
that he blew a trumpet in the hill country of Ephraim, and 
the children of Israel went down with him from the hill 
country, and he before them. And he said unto them.

And I will draw onto thee to 
the river Kishon Sisoa, the captain of Jabin^s army, with 
his chariots and his mnldtude ; and I will delirer him into 
thine hand. And Barak said nnto her. If thoa wilt go 
with me, then I will go : but if thoa wilt not go with me, I 
will not go.

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UvviwUhciuuding Uie jotuney that thou takest shall not be 
tui th;uc ^k>aour ; for the Lord shall sell Sisera into the 
^wiuvl v>X a woman. And Deborah arose^ and went with 
U«;:ak tv.^ Kcde&h. And Barak called Zebulun and Naph- 
uli together to Kedesh ; and there went up ten thousand 
lucii at his feet : and Deborah went up with him. 

Xow Heber the Kenite had severed himself from the 
Kcnitesy even from the children of Hobab the brother in 
law of Moses, and had pitched his tent as fu" as the oak in 
Zaanannim, which is by Kedesh. And they told Sisera 
that Barak the son of Abinoam was gone up to mount 
Tabor. And Sisera gathered together all his chariots, 
even nine hundred chariots of iron, and all the people that 
were with him, from Harosheth of the Gentiles, unto the 
river Kishon. And Deborah said unto Barak, Up; for 
this is the day in which the Lord hath delivered Sisera 
into thine hand : is not the Lord gone out before thee? 
So Barak went down from mount Tabor, and ten thousand 
men after him. And the Lord discomfited Sisera, and all 
his chariots, and all his host, with the edge of the sword 
before Barak ; and Sisera lighted down from his chariot, 
and fled away on his feet But Barak pursued after the 
chariots, and after the host, unto Harosheth of the Gen- 
tiles : and all the host of Sisera fell by the edge of the 
hword ; there was not a man left. 

Fiowbeit Sisera fled away on his feet to the tent of Jael 
liic wife of Heber the Kenite : for there was peace between 
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JalHn the king of Hazor and the hoose of Heber the Ken- 
he. And Jaid went oat to meet Sbenu and said onto him, 
Tom in, mj lord, torn in to me ; fear not. And he turned 
in unto her into the tent* and she corered him widi a rag. 
And he said unto her, Ghre me, I pvay thee, a fitde water 
to drink ; lor I am thirslhr. And she <^iened a botde of 
milk, and gaine him drink, and coTCfed him. And he said 
unto her. Stsnd in the door of die tent, and it shall be, 
when anj man doth come and inquire of thee, and saj. Is 
there any man here? that thoa shak saj. No. Then Jad 
Hebers wife took a tent-pin, and took an hammer in her 
hand, and wait softlv unto hinu and smote the |nn into his 
temples, and it pierced through into the groond ; for he 
was in a deep sleep ; so he swooned and died. And, be- 
hold^ as Barak pursued Sisera. Jael came out to meet him, 
and said unto him. Come, and I will shew thee the man 
whom thoa seekest. And he came unto her ; and, behoki, 
Sisera lav dead, and the tent-pin was in his tem{Jes. So 
God subdued on that day Jabin the king of Canaan before 
the children of Israd. And the hand oi the children of 
Israel prevailed mare and mcure against Jabin the king of 
Canaan, until they had destroyed Jabin king of Canaan. 

Then sang Deborah and Barak the son of Abinoam on 
that day, saying :

And the land had rest forty years. And the children of 
Israel did that which was evfl in the sight of the Lord :

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Abiezrite : and his son Gideon was beating oat wheat in 
the winepress, to hide it from the Midianites. And the 
angel of the Lord appeared onto him, and said unto him. 
The Lord is with thee, thou mighty man of valour. And 
Gideon said unto him. Oh, my lord, if the Lord be with 
us, why then is all this befallen us? and where be all his 
wondrous works which our fathers told us of, sa3dng. Did 
not the Lord bring us up from Egypt ? but now the Lord 
hath cast us ofi^ and delivered us into the hand of Midian. 
And the Lord looked upon him, and said. Go in this thy 
might, and save Israel from the hand of Midian : have not 
I sent thee? And he said unto him. Oh Lord, wherewith 
shall I save Israel? behold, my family is the poorest in 
Manasseh, and I am the least in my father's house. And 
the Lord said unto him. Surely I will be with thee, and 
thou shalt smite the Midianites as one man.

Will ye plead fior Baal? or 
win ye saTc him? he that will plead far him, let him be pot 
to death whilst it is yet m(»iiing : if he be a god, let him 
l^ead for himself^ becanse one hath broken down his ahar. 
TherefcHe on that day he called him ' Jenibbaal,^ saying, 
*Let Baal plead* against him, because he hath brcdcen 
down his altar. 

Then all the ^fidianites and the Amalekites and the 
children of the east assembled themselves together ; and 
they passed OTer, and pitched in the TaDey of Jezred. 
Bat the ^irit of the Lord came upon Gideon ; and he 
Uew a trumpet ; and Abiezer was gathered together after 
him. And he sent messengers throughout all Manassdli ; 
and they also were gathered together after him : ami he 
sent messengers nnto Asher, and unto Zebafam, and nnto 
N^htali ; and they came up to meet them. And Gideon 
said unto God, If thou wiit save Israel by mine hand, as 
thou hast spoken, behold, I will put a fleece of wool on 
the threshing-Soor ; if there be dew on the fleece only, and 
it be dry upon all the ground, then shall I know that thoa 
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will >4*^\v t^^'l t>y n^ii^e hand^ as thou hast spoken. And 
1 1 >\vw« ^^ t\4 he rose up early on the morrow^ and pressed 
: \w tUi'v^v (\^cther, and wringed the dew out of the fleece, 
i Ss^wUul ot water. And Gideon said unto God, Let not 
ihnw Mx^'cr be kindled against me, and I will speak but 
iluix vuu"* : let me prove, 1 pray thee, but this once with the 
iiv>i\v ; let it now be dry only upon the fleece, and upon all 
ihv? ^ivmnd let there be dew. And God did so that night : 
KM w was dry upon the fleece only, and there was dew on 
4^1 the ground. 

Then Jerubbaal, who is Gideon, and all the people that 
were with him, rose up early, and pitched beside the 
spring of Harod : and the camp of Midian was on the north 
side of them, by the hill of Moreh, in the valley. 

And the Lord said unto Gideon, The people that are 
with thee are too many for me to give the Midianites into 
their h.iiul, lest Israel vaunt themselves against me, saying. 
Mine i>wu hand hath saved me. Now therefore go to, 
|kioil.um in the ears of the people, saying. Whosoever is 
tv.it iul and trembling, let him return and depart from 
moiiut (;ilv\ul. And there returned of the people twenty 
iiiul iwo thousand; and there remained ten thousand. 

A nil the Ia>ki> said unto Gideon, The people are yet 
ifii iii.inv ; 1)1 iu); them down unto the water, and I will try 
Uinit till thro there: and it shall be, that of whom I say 
iiitUi thri\ This shall go with thee, the same shall go with 
(h»»v • tiud of whomsoever I say unto thee, This shall not go

with thee, the same shall not go. So he brought down 
the people unto the water: and the Lord said unto 
Gideon, Every one that lappeth of the water with his 
tongue, as a dog lappeth, him shalt thou set by himself; 
likewise every one that boweth down upon his knees to 
drink. And the number of them that lapped, putting their 
hand to their mouth, was three hundred men: but all 
the rest of the people bowed down upon their knees to 
drink water. And the Lord said unto Gideon, By the 
three hundred men that lapp>ed will I save you, and de- 
liver the Midianites into thine hand : and let all the people 
go every man unto his place. So the people took \'ictuals 
in their hand, and their trumpets: and he sent all the 
men of Israel every man unto his tent, but retained the 
three hundred men : and the camp of Midian was beneath 
him in the valley. 

And it came to pass the same night, that the Lord said 
unto him, Arise, get thee down into the camp ; for I have 
delivered it into thine hand. But if thou fear to go down, 
go thou with Purah thy servant down to the camp : and 
thou shalt hear what they say ; and afterward shall thine 
hands be strengthened to go down into the camp. Then 
went he down with Purah his servant unto the outermost 
part of the armed men that were in the camp. And the 
Midianites and the Amalekites and all the children of the 
east lay along in the valley like locusts for multitude ; and 
their camels were without number, as the sand which is 
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upon the sea shore for multitude. And when Gideon was 
come, behold, there was a man that told a dream unto his 
fellow, and said, Behold, I dreamed a dream, and, lo, a 
cake of barley bread tumbled into the camp of Midian, 
and came unto the tent, and smote it that it fell, and turned 
it upside down, that the tent lay along. And his fellow 
answered and said, This is nothing else save the sword of 
Gideon the son of Joash, a man of Israel : into his hand 
God hath delivered Midian, and all the host. 

And it was so, when Gideon heard the telling of the 
dream, and the interpretation thereof, that he worshipped ; 
and he returned into the camp of Israel, and said, Arise ; 
for the Lord hath delivered into your hand the host of 
Midian. And he divided the three hundred men into 
three companies, and he put into the hands of all of them 
trumpets, and empty pitchers, with torches within the 
pitchers. And he said unto them. Look on me, and do 
likewise : and, behold, when I come to the outermost part 
of the camp, it shall be that, as I do, so shall ye do. 
When I blow the trumpet, I and all that are with me, then 
blow ye the trumpets also on every side of all the camp, 
and say, For the Lord and for Gideon. 

So Gideon, and the hundred men that were with him, 
came unto the outermost part of the camp in the beginning 
of the middle watch, when they had but newly set the 
watch : and they blew the trumpets, and brake in pieces 
the pitchers that were in their hands. And the three com- 
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pomies bkw the trumpets, and brake the pitchers, and held 
tfie torches in their left hands, and the trumpets in their 
d^t hands to blow withal : and they cried. The sword of 
the Lord and of Gideon. And they stood every man in 
his place round about the camp : and all the host ran ; and 
tiiey shouted, and put them to flight And they blew the 
tiiree hundred trumpets, and the Lord set every man^ 
sword against his fellow, and against aU the host : and the 
host fled 3s far 3s Beth-shittah toward Zererah, 3s hr 2S 
the border of Abel-meholah, by Tabbath. And the men 
of Israel were gathered together out of Naphtali, and 
<mt of Asher, and out of all Manasseh, and pursued after 
Bfidian. And Gideon sent messengers throughout aU the 
hiD country of Ephraim, sajring. Come down against Mid- 
lan, and take before them the waters, as fiar as Beth-barah, 
even Jordan. So aU the men of Ephraim were gathered 
together, and took the waters as fiar as Beth-barah, even 
Jordan. And they took the two princes of Midian, Oreb 
and Zeeb ; and they slew Oreb at the rode of Oreb, and 
Zed> they slew at the winepress of Zeeb, and pursued 
Ifidian: and they brought the heads of Oreb and Zeeb 
to Gideon beyond Jordan. 

And the men of Ephraim said unto him. Why hast thou 
served us thus, that thou calledst us not, when thou went- 
est to fight with Midian? And they did chide with him 
sharply. And he said unto them. What have I now done 
m comparison of you? Is not the gleaning of the grapes 
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of Ephraim better than the vintage of Abiezer? God hath 
delivered into your hand the princes of Midian, Oieb and 
Zeeb: and what was I able to do in comparison of you? 
Then their anger was abated toward him, when he had 
said that. And Gideon came to Jordan, and passed over, 
he, and the three hundred men that were with him, fiiint, 
yet pursuing. And he said unto the men of Succoth, Give, 
I pray you, loaves of bread unto the people that follow me ; 
for they be £unt, and I am pursuing after Zebah and Zal- 
munna, the kings of Midian. And the princes of Succoth 
said, Are the hands of Zebah and Zalmunna now in thine 
hand, that we should give bread unto thine army? And 
Gideon said, Therefore when the Lord hath delivered Zt" 
bah and Zalmunna into mine hand, then I will tear your 
flesh with the thorns of the wilderness and with briers. 
And he went up thence to Penuel, and spake unto them in 
like manner : and the men of Penuel answered him as the 
men of Succoth had answered. And he spake also unto 
the men of Penuel, saying. When I come again in peace, 1 
will break down this tower. 

Now Zebah and Zalmunna were in Karkor, and their 
hosts with them, about fifteen thousand men, all that were 
left of all the host of the chUdren of the east : for there 
fell an hundred and twenty thousand men that drew 
sword. And Gideon went up by the way of them that 
dwelt in tents on the east of Nobah and Jogbehah, and 
smote the host ; for the host was secure. And Zebah and 
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Zalmonna fled ; and he pursued after them ; and he took 
the two kings of Midian, Zebah and Zalmnnna, and dis- 
comfited all the host. And Gideon the son of Joash re- 
turned from the battle from the ascent of Heres. And he 
caught a young man of the men of Succoth, and inquired 
of him : and he described for him the princes of Succoth, 
and the elders thereof, seventy and seven men. And he 
came unto the men of Succoth, and said, Behold Zebah 
and Zalmunna, concerning whom ye did taunt me, saying. 
Are the hands of Zebah and Zalmuona now in thine hand, 
that we should give bread unto thy men that are weary? 
And he took the elders of the dty, and thorns of the 
wilderness and briers, and with them he taught the men of 
Succoth. And he brake down the tower of Penuel, and 
slew the men of the dty. Then said he unto Zebah and 
Zalmunna, What manner of men were they whom ye slew 
at Tabor? And they answered, As thou art, so were they ; 
each one resembled the children of a king. And he said. 
They were my brethren, the sons of my mother : as the 
Lord liveth, if ye had saved them alive, I would not slay 
you. And he said unto Jether his firstborn, Up, and slay 
them. But the youth drew not his sword : for he feared, 
because he was yet a youth. Then Zebah and Zalmunna 
said. Rise thou, and hH upon us : for as the man is, so is 
his strength. And Gideon arose, and slew Zebah and Zal- 
munna, and took the crescents that were on their camels* 
necks. 
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Then the men of Israel said unto Gideon, Rule thou 
over usy both thou, and thy son, and thy son^s son also : 
for thou hast saved us out of the hand of Midian. And 
Gideon said unto them, I will not rule over you, neither 
shall my son rule over you : the Lord shall rule over you. 
And Gideon said unto them, I would desire a request of 
you, that ye would give me every man the earrings of his 
spoil. (For they had golden earrings, because they were 
Ishmaelites.) And they answered. We will willingly give 
them. And they spread a garment, and did cast therein 
every man the earrings of his spoil. And the weight of 
the golden earrings that he requested was a thousand and 
seven hundred shekels of gold ; beside the crescents, and 
the pendants, and the purple raiment that was on the kings 
of Midian, and beside the chains that were about their 
camels^ necks. And Gideon made an ephod thereof, and 
put it in his city, even in Ophrah : and all Israel went 
a whoring after it there: and it became a snare unto 
Gideon, and to his house. So Midian was subdued be- 
fore the children of Israel, and they lifted up their heads 
no more. And the land had rest forty years in the days 
of Gideon. 
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Crowning of Abimelech by the Men of Shechem 

And Jembbaal the son of Joash went and dwelt in his 
own house. « And Gideon had threescore and ten sons of 
his body begotten : for he had many wives. And his con- 
cubine that was in Shechem, she also bare him a son, and 
he called his name Abimelech. And Gideon the son of 
Joash died in a good old age, and was buried in the 
sepuldire of Joash his father, in Ophrah of the Abiezrites. 

And it came to pass, as soon as Gideon was dead, that 
the diOdren of Israel turned again, and went a whoring 
after the Baalim, and made Baal-berith their god. And 
the children of Israel remembered not the Lord their 
God, who had delivered them out of the hand of aU their 
enemies on every side : neither shewed they IcinHne ss to 
the house of Jembbaal, who is Gideon, according to all 
the goodness which he had shewed unto Israel. 

And Abimelech the son of Jembbaal went to Shechem 
onto his mother^s brethren, and spake with them, and with 
aO the £unily of the house of his mother^s father, sajdng, 
Speak, I pray you, in the ears of aU the men of Shechem, 
Whether is better for you, that all the sons of Jembbaal, 
which are threescore and ten persons, rale over you, or 
that one rule over you? remember also that I am your 
bone and yoor flesh. And his mother's brethren spake 
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of him in the ears of all the men of Shechem all these 
words : and their hearts inclined to follow Abimelech ; for 
they saidy He is our brother. And they gave him three- 
score and ten pieces of silver out of the house of Baal- 
berith, wherewith Abimelech hired vain and light fellows^ 
which followed him. And he went unto his lathcr^s house 
at Ophrah, and slew his brethren the sons of Jerubbaal^ 
being threescore and ten persons, upon one stone: but 
Jotham the youngest son of Jerubbaal was left; for he 
hid himself. 

And all the men of Shechem assembled themselves 
together, and all the house of Millo, and went and made 
Abimelech king, by the oak of the pilUr that was in 
Shechem. And when they told it to Jotham, he went and 
stood in the top of mount Gerizim, and lifted up his voice, 
and cried, and said unto them. Hearken unto me, ye men 
of Shechem, that God may hearken unto you. The trees 
went forth on a time to anoint a king over them ; and they 
said unto the olive tree. Reign thou over us. But the olive 
tree said unto them. Should I leave my fatness, wherewith 
by me they honour God and man, and go to wave to and 
fro over the trees? And the trees said to the iig tree. 
Come thou, and reign over us. But the fig tree said unto 
them. Should I leave my sweetness, and my good fruit, and 
go to wave to and fro over the trees? And the trees said 
unto the vine, Come thou, and reign over us. And the 
vine said unto them, Should 1 leave my wine, which cheer-

MaOo; and let £re oome oat 6vNn the men of S)iecbe«^ 
and from the house of MiOo^ and devoor Ahuneled^. And 
Jotliam lan avaj, and fled, and went to Beer, and dvielt 
tfaercy for fear of Abimdech his brother. 

And Abimdecfa was prince over Israel three yeArs;. And 
God sent an evfl spirit between Abiznelech and the men 
of Shechcm ; and the men of Shechem dealt tndacher^Misly 
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with Abimelech : that the violence done to the threescore 
and ten sons of Jerubbaal might come, and that their blood 
might be laid upon Abimelech their brother, which slew 
them, and upon the men of Shechem, which strengthened 
his hands to slay his brethren. And the men of Shechem 
set Hers in wait for him on the tops of the mountains, and 
they robbed all that came along that way by them : and it 
was told Abimelech. 

And Gaal the son of Ebed came with his brethren, and 
went over to Shechem : and the men of Shechem put their 
trust in him. And they went out into the field, and gath- 
ered their vineyards, and trode the grapes, and held festi- 
val, and went into the house of their god, and did eat and 
drink, and cursed Abimelech. And Gaal the son of Ebed 
said. Who is Abimelech, and who is Shechem, that we 
should serve him? is not he the son of Jerubbaal? and 
Zebul his officer? serve ye the men of Hamor the £cither 
of Shechem : but why should we serve him ? And would 
to God this people were under my hand! then would I 
remove Abimelech. And he said to Abimelech, Increase 
thine army, and come out. And when Zebul the ruler of 
the city heard the words of Gaal the son of Ebed, his 
anger was kindled. And he sent messengers unto Abime- 
lech craftily, saying, Behold, Gaal the son of Ebed and his 
brethren are come to Shechem; and, behold, they con- 
strain the city to take part against thee. Now therefore, 
up by night, thou and the people that is with thee, and lie 
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in wait in the field : and it shall be, that in the mornings 
as soon as the sun is iq>, thoa shalt rise eari j, and set upon 
the dty : and, behold, when he and the people that is with 
him come out against thee, then mayest thoa do to them 
as thoa shalt find occasion. 

And Abimelech rose up, and all the people that were 
with him, by night, and they laid wait against Shediem in 
four companies. And Gaal the son of £bed went oat, and 
stood in the entering of the gate of the dty : and Abime- 
lech rose up, and the people that were with him, from the 
ambashment. And when Gaal saw the people, he said to 
Zebol, Behold, there come people down from the tops of 
the mountains. And Zebol said onto him, Thoo seest the 
shadow of the mountains as if they were men. And Gaal 
spake again and said. See, there come people down by the 
middle of the land, and one company cometh by the way 
of the oak of Meonenim. Then said Zebul onto him. 
Where is now thy mouth, that thou saidst, Who is Abime- 
ledi, that we should serve him? is not this the people that 
thou hast despised? go out now, I pray, and fight with 
theuL And Gaal went out before the men of Shechem, 
and fought with Abimeledi. And Abimeledi chased him, 
and he fled before him, and there fell many wounded, even 
unto the entering of the gate. And Abimelech dwelt at 
Arumah : and Zebul drave out Gaal and his brethren, that 
they should not dwell In Shechem. And it came to pass 
on the morrow, that the people went out into the field ; 
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and they told Abimelech. And he took the people, and 
divided them into three coropaniesy and laid wait in the 
field ; and he looked, and, behold, the people came forth 
out of the city ; and he rose up against them, and smote 
them. And Abimelech, and the companies that were with 
him, rushed forward, and stood in the entering of the gate 
of the city : and the two companies rushed upon all that 
were in the field, and smote them. And Abimelech fought 
against the city all that day ; and he took the city, and 
slew the people that was therein : and he beat down the 
city, and sowed it with salt. 

And when all the men of the tower of Shechem heard 
thereof they entered into the hold of the house of £1- 
berith. And it was told Abimelech that all the men of the 
tower of Shechem were gathered together. And Abime- 
lech gat him up to mount Zalmon, he and all the people 
that were with him ; and Abimelech took an axe in his 
hand, and cut down a bough from the trees, and took it 
up, and laid it on his shoulder : and he said unto the 
people that were with him, What ye have seen me do, 
make haste, and do as I have done. And all the people 
likewise cut down every man his bough, and followed 
Abimelech, and put them to the hold, and set the hold on 
fire upon them; so that all the men of the tower of 
Shechem died also, about a thousand men and women. 

Then went Abimelech to Thebez, and encamped against 
Thebez, and took it. But there was a strong tower within 
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tiie city, and thither fled all the men and women, and all 
they of the dty, and shut themselves in, and gat them up 
to the nmf of the tower. And Abimelech came unto die 
tower, and fought against it, and went hard unto the door 
of the tower to bum it with fire. And a certain woman 
cast an ui^)er millstone upon Abimeledi^s head, and brake 
his skuIL Then he called hastily unto the young man his 
armouibearer, and said unto him. Draw thy sword, and kill 
me, that men say not of me, A woman slew him. And his 
young man thrust him through, and he died. And when 
the men of Israel saw that Abimeledi was dead, they de- 
parted every man unto his {dace. Thus God requited the 
wickedness of Abimelech, which he did unto his fsither, in 
slaying his seventy brethren : and all the wickedness of die 
men of Shediem did God requite upon their heads : and 
iqxm them came the curse of Jotham the son of JerubbaaL 

9. And after Abimelech there arose to save Israel Tola 
the son of Puah, the son of Dodo, a man of Issachar ; and 
he dweh in Shamir in the hill country of Ephraim. And 
he judged Israel twenty and three years, and died, and 
was buried in Shamir. 

10. And after him arose Jair, the Gileadite; and he judged 
Israd twenty and two years. And he had thirty sons that 
rode on thirty ass colts, and they had thirty dties, whidi 
are called Hawoth-jair unto this day, which are in the land 
of Gilead. And Jair died, and was buried in Kamon. 
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Jephthah and the Ammonites 

And the children of Israel again did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, and served the Baalim, and the 
Ashtaroth, and the gods of Syria, and the gods of Zidon, 
and the gods of Moab, and the gods of the children of 
Ammon, and the gods of the Philistines ; and they forsook 
the Lord, and served him not. And the anger of the 
Lord was kindled against Israel, and he sold them into 
the hand of the Philistines, and into the hand of the 
children of Ammon. And they vexed and oppressed the 
children of Israel that year: eighteen years oppressed they 
all the children of Israel that were beyond Jordan in the 
land of the Amorites, which is in Gilead. And the 
children of Ammon passed over Jordan to fight also 
against Judah, and against Benjamin, and against the 
house of Ephraim; so that Israel was sore distressed. 
And the children of Israel cried unto the Lord, saying, 
We have sinned against thee, even because we have for- 
saken our God, and have served the Baalim. And the 
Lord said unto the children of Israel, Did not I save you 
from the Eg3rptians, and from the Amorites, from the 
children of Ammon, and from the Philistines? The Zido- 
nians also, and the Amalekites, and the Maonites, did 
oppress you ; and ye cried unto me, and I saved you out 
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of their hand. Yet ye have forsaken me, and served other 
gods: wherefore I will save yon no more. Go and cry 
unto the gods which ye have chosen ; let them save yoa 
in the time of your distress. And the children of Israel 
said unto the Lord, We have sinned : do thoa unto ns 
whatsoever seemeth good onto thee ; only deliver us, we 
pray thee, this day. And they put away the strange gods 
from among them, and served the Lord: and his soul 
was grieved for the misery of IsraeL 

Then the children of Ammon were gathered together, 
and encamped in Gilead. And the children of Israel as- 
sembled themselves together, and encamped in Mizpah. 
And the people, the princes of Gilead, said one to another. 
What man is he that will b^^ to fight against the chil- 
dren of Ammon? he shall be head over all the inhabitants 
of Gilead. 

Now Jephthah the Gileadite was a mighty man of valour, 
and he was the son of an harlot : and Gilead b^at Jeph- 
thah. And GUead^s wife bare him sons ; and when his 
wife^s sons grew up, they drave out Jephthah, and said 
onto him. Thou shalt not inherit in oar father's house ; for 
thou art the son of another woman. Then Jephthah fied 
from his brethren, and dwelt in the land of Tob : and 
there were gathered vain fellows to Jephthah, and they 
went out with him. 

And it came to pass after a while, that the children of 
Ammon made war against Israel. And it was so, that 
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when the children of Ammon made war against Israel, the 
elders of Gilead went to fetch Jephthah out of the land of 
Tob : and they said unto Jephthah, Come and be our chief, 
that we may fight with the children of Ammon. And 
Jephthah said unto the elders of Gilead, Did not ye hate 
me, and drive me out of my father^s house ? and why are 
ye come unto me now when ye are in distress ? And the 
elders of Gilead said unto Jephthah, Therefore are we 
turned again to thee now, that thou mayest go with us, 
and fight with the children of Ammon, and thou shalt be 
our head over all the inhabitants of Gilead. And Jephthah 
said unto the elders of Gilead, If ye bring me home again 
to fight with the children of Ammon, and the Lord 
deliver them before me, shall I be your head? And the 
elders of Gilead said unto Jephthah, The Lord shall be 
witness between us ; surely according to thy word so will 
we do. Then Jephthah went with the elders of Gilead, 
and the people made him head and chief over them : and 
Jephthah spake all his words before the Lord in Mizpah. 
And Jephthah sent messengers unto the king of the 
children of Ammon, saying, What hast thou to do with 
me, that thou art come unto me to fight against my land ? 
And the king of the children of Ammon answered unto 
the messengers of Jephthah, Because Israel took away my 
land, when he came up out of Egypt, from Arnon even 
unto Jabbok, and unto Jordan : now therefore restore those 
lands again peaceably. And Jephthah sent messengers 
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again unto the long of the dbUdren of Ammon : and he 
said unto him. Thus saith Jephthah : Israel took not away 
the land of Moab, nor the land of the diOdren of Ammon: 
but when they came up from Egypt, and Israel walked 
through the wilderness unto the Red Sea, and came to 
Kadesh; then Israel sent messengers unto the king of 
Edom, saying; Let me, I pray thee, pass through thy land: 
but the king of Edom hearkened not. And in like man- 
ner he sent unto the king of Moab : but he would not : 
and Israel abode in Kadesh. Then he walked through 
the wildemess, and compassed the land of Edom, and ^e 
land of Moab, and came by the east side of the land of 
Moab, and they pitdied on the other side of Amon ; but 
tiiey came not within the border of Moab, for Amon was 
the border of Moab. And Israel sent messengers unto 
Sihon king of the Amorites, the king of Heshbon ; and 
Israel said unto him. Let us pass, we pray thee, through 
thy land unto my place. But Sihon trusted not Israel to 
pass through his border: but Sihon gathered all his people 
ti^ther, and pitched in Jahaz, and fought against IsraeL 
And the Lord, the God of Israel, delivered Sihon and all 
his people into the hand of Israel, and they smote them : 
so Israel possessed all the land of the Amorites, the in- 
habitants of that country. And they possessed all the 
border of the Amorites, from Amon even unto Jabbok, 
and from the wildemess even unto Jordan. So now the 
Lord, the God of Israel, hath dispossessed the Amorites 
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from before his people Israel, and shouldest thou possess 
them ? Wilt not thou possess that which Chemosh thy god 
giveth thee to possess ? So whomsoever the Lord our God 
hath dispossessed from before us, them will we possess. 
And now art thou anything better than Balak the son of 
Zippor, king of Moab ? did he ever strive against Israel, 
or did he ever fight against them ? While Israel dwelt in 
Heshbon and her towns, and in Aroer and her towns, and 
in all the cities that are along by the side of Amon, three 
hundred years ; wherefore did ye not recover them within 
that time? I therefore have not sinned against thee, but 
thou doest me wrong to war against me : the Lord, the 
Judge, be judge this day between the children of Israel 
and the children of Ammon. Howbeit the king of the 
children of Ammon hearkened not unto the words of 
Jephthah which he sent him. 

Then the spirit of the Lord came upon Jephthah, and 
he passed over Gilead and Manasseh, and passed over 
Mizpeh of Gilead, and from Mizpeh of Gilead be passed 
over unto the children of Ammon. And Jephthah vowed 
a vow unto the Lord, and said. If thou wilt indeed deliver 
the children of Ammon into mine hand, then it shall be, 
that whatsoever cometh forth of the doors of my house to 
meet me, when I return in peace from the children of 
Ammon, it shall be the Lord^s, and I will offer it up for a 
burnt offering. So Jephthah passed over unto the chil- 
dren of Ammon to fight against them; and the Lord 
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delivered them into his hand. And he smote them from 
Aroer until thou come to Minnith, even twenty cities, and 
unto Abel-cheramim, with a very great slaughter. So the 
children of Ammon were subdued before the children of 
Israel. 

And Jephthah came to Mizpah unto his house, and, 
behold, his daughter came out to meet him with timbrels 
and with dances : and she was his only child ; beside her 
he had neither son nor daughter. And it came to pass, 
when he saw her, that he rent his clothes, and said, Alas, 
my daughter ! thou hast brought me very low, and thou 
art one of them that trouble me : for I have opened my 
mouth unto the Lord, and I cannot go back. And she 
said unto him. My fsither, thou hast opened thy mouth 
unto the Lord ; do unto me according to that which hath 
proceeded out of thy mouth ; forasmuch as the Lord hath 
taken vengeance for thee of thine enemies, even of the 
chfldren of Ammon. And she said unto her father. Let 
this thing be done for me : let me alone two months, that 
I may depart and go down upon the mountains, and be- 
wail my virginity, I and my companions. And he said. 
Go. And he sent her away for two months: and she 
departed, she and her companions, and bewailed her vir- 
ginity upon the mountains. And it came to pass at the 
end of two months, that she returned unto her father, who 
did with her according to his vow which he had vowed : 
and she had not known man. And it was a custom in 
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Israel^ that the daughters of Israel went yearly to celebrate 
the daughter of Jephthah the Gileadite four days in a year. 
And the men of Ephraim were gathered together, and 
passed northward ; and they said unto Jephthah, Where- 
fore passedst thou over to fight against the children of 
Ammon, and didst not call us to go with thee ? we will 
burn thine house upon thee with fire. And Jephthah 
said unto them, I and my people were at great strife with 
the children of Ammon ; and when I called you, ye saved 
me not out of their hand. And when I saw that ye saved 
me not, I put my life in my hand, and passed over against 
the children of Ammon, and the Lord delivered them into 
my hand: wherefore then are ye come up unto me this 
day, to fight against me ? Then Jephthah gathered to- 
gether all the men of Gilead, and fought with Ephraim: 
and the men of Gilead smote Ephraim, because they said, 
Ye are fugitives of Ephraim, ye Gileadites, in the midst of 
Ephraim, and in the midst of Manasseh. And the 
Gileadites took the fords of Jordan against the Ephraim- 
ites: and it was so, that when any of the fugitives of 
Ephraim said, Let me go over, the men of Gilead said 
unto him. Art thou an Ephraimite ? If he said, Nay ; 
then said they unto him. Say now Shibboleth; and he 
said Sibboleth; for he could not frame to pronounce it 
right ; then they laid hold on him, and slew him at the 
fords of Jordan : and there fell at that time of Ephraim 
forty and two thousand. 
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12. And Jephtfaah jadged Israel six years. Then died 
Jephthah the Gileadite, and ¥ras honed in one of die cities 
of GUead. 

13. And after him Ibzan of Beth-lehem judged Israel. 
And he had thirty sons, and thirty daughters he sent 
abroad, and thirty daughters he brought in from abroad 
for his sons. And he judged Israel seven years. And 
Ibzan died, and was buried at Beth-lehem. 

14. And after him Elan the Zebulunite judged Israel ; 
and he judged Israel ten years. And £lon the Zebulunite 
died, and was buried in Aijalon in the land of Zebuhm. 

15. And after him Abdon the son of Hillel the Pirathon- 
ite judged Israel. And he had forty sons and thirty 
sons* sons, that rode on threescore and ten ass colts: 
and he judged Israel eight years. And Abdon the son of 
Hillel the Pirathonite died, and was buried in Pirathon in 
the land of Ephraim, in the hill country of the Amalekites. 

16. And the children o( Israd again did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lord; and the Lord delivered 
them into the hand of the Philistines forty years.

Birth of Samson 

And there was a certain man of Zorah, of the basalj 
of the Danites, whose name was Manoah ; and his wife 
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was barren^ and bare not. And the angel of the Lord 
appeared unto the woman, and said unto her, Behold now 
thou art barren, and bearest not : but thou shalt conceive, 
and bear a son. Now therefore beware, I pray thee, and 
drink no wine nor strong drink, and eat not any unclean 
thing : for, lo, thou shalt conceive, and bear a son ; and 
no razor shall come upon his head : for the child shall be 
a Nazirite unto God from the womb : and he shall begin 
to save Israel out of the hand of the Philistines. Then 
the woman came and told her husband, saying, A man of 
God came unto me, and his countenance was like the 
countenance of the angel of God, very terrible; and I 
asked him not whence he was, neither told he me his 
name : but he said unto me, Behold, thou shalt conceive, 
and bear a son ; and now drink no wine nor strong drink, 
and eat not any unclean thing : for the child shall be a 
Nazirite unto God from the womb to the day of his death. 
Then Manoah intreated the Lord, and said. Oh Lord, I 
pray thee, let the man of God whom thou didst send come 
again unto us, and tedch us what we shall do unto the 
child that shall be born. And God hearkened to the 
voice of Manoah ; and the angel of God came again unto 
the woman as she sat in the field : but Manoah her hus- 
band was not with her. And the woman made haste, 
and ran, and told her husband, and said unto him, Behold, 
the man hath appeared unto me, that came unto me the 
other day. And Manoah arose, and went after bis wife. 
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and came to the man, and said unto him. Art thou the 
man that spakest unto the woman ? And he said, I am. 
And Manoah said. Now let thy words come to pass : what 
shall be the manner of the child, and what shall be his 
work? And the angel of the Lord said unto Manoah, 
Of all that I said unto the woman let her beware. She 
may not eat of any thing that cometh of the vine, neither 
let her drink wine or strong drink, nor eat any unclean 
thing; all that I commanded her let her observe. And 
Manoah said unto the angel of the Lord, I pray thee, let 
us detain thee, that we may make ready a kid for thee. 
And the angel of the Lord said unto Manoah, Though 
thou detain me, I will not eat of thy bread : and if thou 
wilt make ready a burnt offering, thou must offer it unto 
the Lord. For Manoah knew not that he was the angel 
of the Lord.

Wherefore askest thou after my 
name, seeing it is wonderful ? So Manoah took the kid 
with the meal offering, and offered it upon the rock unto 
the Lord: and the angel did wondrously, and Manoah 
and his wife looked on. For it came to pass, when the 
flame went up toward heaven from off the altar, that the 
angel of the Lord ascended in the flame of the altar : and 
Manoah and his wife looked on; and they fell on their 
faces to the ground.

Samson and the Woman of Timnah 

And Samson went down to Timnah, and saw a woman 
in Timnah of the daughters of the Philistines. And he 
came up, and told his father and his mother, and said, I 
have seen a woman in Timnah of the daughters of the 
Philistines : now therefore get her for me to wife. Then 
his father and his mother said unto him, Is there never 
a woman among the daughters of thy brethren, or among 
all my people, that thou goest to take a wife of the uncir- 
cumcised Philistines ? And Samson said unto his ^ther, 
Get her for me ; for she pleaseth me well. But his £&ther 
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and his mother knew not that it was of the Lord ; for he 
sought an occasion against the Philistines. Now at that 
time the Philistines had role over Israel. Then wmt 
Samson down, and his £ither and his mother, to Timnah, 
and came to the Tineyards of Tlmnah: and, behold, a 
yoong li<m roared against him. And the spirit ol the 
Lord came mightily upon him, and he rent him as he 
would have rent a Idd, and he had nothing in his hand : 
but he told not his fetther or his mother what he had done. 
And be went down, and talked with the woman ; and she 
pleased Samson wdl. And after a while he retnmed to 
take her, and he turned aside to see the carcase of the 
Hon : and, behold, there was a swarm of bees in the body 
of the lion, and honey. And he took it into his hands, 
and went on, eating as he went, and he came to his £ither 
and mother, and gave unto them, and they did eat : bat 
he told them not that he had taken the honey out ol 
the body <^ the lion. And his father went down unto the 
woman : and Samson made there a feast ; for so used the 
young men to do. And it came to pass, when they saw 
him, that they brought thirty companions to be with him. 
And Samson said unto them. Let me now put forth a 
riddle unto you : if ye can declare it me within the seven 
days of the feast, and find it out, then I will give you thirty 
linen garments and thirty dianges of raiment : but if ye 
caimot declare it me, then shall ye give me thirty linen 
garments and thirty changes of raiment. And they said 
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uato him, Put forth thy riddlet that we may hear it. And 
he said unto them, 

Out of the eater came forth meat, 

And out of the strong came forth sweetness. 

And they could not in three days declare the riddle. And 
it came to pus on the seventh day, that they said unto 
Samson's wife. Entice thy husband, that he may declare 
unto us the riddle, lest we burn thee and thy father's house 
with fire: have ye called us to impoverish us? is it not so? 
And Samson's wife wept before him, and said, Thou dost 
but hate me, and lovest me not : thou hast put forth a 
riddle unto the children of my people, and hast not told it 
me. And he said unto her, Behold, I have not told it my 
father nor my mother, and shall I tell thee? And she 
wept before him the seven days, while their feast lasted : 
and it came to pass on the seventh day, that he told her, 
because she pressed him sore : and she told the riddle to 
the cbildno of her people. And the men of the city said 
nolo htm nn thr seventh day before tht sun went down: 

Wli^it is sweeter than honey? 
AiMl.whM H «lron£er thun a lion? 
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And the spirit of the Lord came mightily upon him, and 
he went down to Ashkelon, and smote thirty men of them, 
and took their spoil, and gave the changes of raiment 
unto them that declared the riddle. And his anger was 
kindled, and he went up to his £ither*s house. But Sam- 
son*s wife was given to his companion, whom he had used 
as his friend. 

But it came to pass after a while, in the time of wheat 
harvest, that Samson visited his wife with a kid ; and he 
said, I win go in to my wife into the chamber. But her 
£aher would not suffer him to go in. And her father said, 
I verily thought that thou hadst utteriy hated her ; there- 
fore I gave her to thy companion: is not her younger 
sister £urer than she? take hor, I pray thee^ instead of 
her. And Samson said unto them. This time shall I be 
blameless in r^;ard <^ the Philistines, when I do them a 
mischief. And Samson went and caught three hundred 
foxes, and took firebrands, and turned tafl to tail, and put 
a firebrand in the midst between every two tails. And 
when he had set the brands on fire, he let them go into 
tiie standing com of the Philistines, and burnt up both 
tiie shocks and the standing com, and also the oliveyards. 
Then the Philistines said. Who hath done this? And 
they said, Samson, the son in law of the Timnite, because 
lie hath taken his wife, and given her to his com ion. 
And the Philistines came up. and burnt her and ] 
with fire. And Samson said unto them. If ye do r tl 
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manner, surely I will be avenged of you, and after that I 
will cease. And he smote them hip and thigh with a 
great slaughter : and he went down and dwelt in the cleft 
of the rock of £tam. 



The Jawbone of an Ass 

Then the Philistines went up, and pitched in Judah, and 
spread themselves in Lehi. And the men of Judah said, 
Why are ye come up against us ? And they said, To bind 
Samson are we come up, to do to him as he hath done to 
us. Then three thousand men of Judah went down to 
the cleft of the rock of Etam, and said to Samson, Know- 
est thou not that the Philistines are rulers over us? what 
then is this that thou hast done unto us ? And he said 
unto them, As they did unto me, so have I done unto 
them. And they said unto him. We are come down to 
bind thee, that we may deliver thee into the hand of the 
Philistines. And Samson said unto them. Swear unto me, 
that ye will not fall upon me yourselves. And they spake 
unto him, saying, No; but we will bind thee fast, and 
deliver thee into their hand: but surely we will not kill 
thee. And they bound him with two new ropes, and 
brought him up from the rock. When he came unto Lehi, 
the Philistines shouted as they met him : and the spirit 
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of the Lord came mightfly upon him, and die ropes diaft 
were upon his aims became as flax diat was burnt with 
fire, and his bands dropped from off his hands. And he 
Ibond a new jawbone of an ass, and pat forth his hand, 
and took it, and smote a thousand men therewith. And 
Samson said. 

With the jawbone of an ass, heaps upon hea^)s, 
With the jawbone of an ass ha^e I smitten a thou- 
sand men. 

And it came to pass, when he had made an end of speak- 
ing that he cast away the jawbone oat of his hand ; and 
that jdaoe was called Ramath-lehi. And he was sore 
adiirst, and called on the Lord, and said, Thoo hast giren 
this great deliverance by the hand of thy servant: and 
now shall I die for thirst, and £dl into the hand of the 
andrcamdsed. Bat God dave the hollow place that is 
in Lehi, and there came water thereout; and when he 
bad drank, his spirit came agaio. and he revived : where- 
fore the name thereof was called £n-hakkore, which is in 
Lehi, onto this day. And he judged Israel in the days ol 
the Philistines twenty years. 
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The Gates of Gaza 

And Samson went to Gaza, and saw there an harlot, and 
went in unto her. And it was told the Gazites, saying, 
Samson is come hither. And they compassed him in, 
and laid wait for him all night in the gate of the city, and 
were quiet all the night, saying, Let be till morning light, 
then we will kill him. And Samson lay till midnight, 
and arose at midnight, and laid hold of the doors of the 
gate of the city, and the two posts, and plucked them up, 
bar and all, and put them upon his shoulders, and carried 
them up to the top of the mountain that is before Hebron. 



Samson and Delilah 

And it came to pass afterward, that he loved a woman 
in the valley of Sorek, whose name was Delilah. And 
the lords of the Philistines came up unto her, and said 
unto her, Entice him, and see wherein his great strength 
lieth, and by what means we may prevail against him, 
ihsit we may bind him to afflict him : and we will give thee 
every one of us eleven hundred pieces of silver. And 
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DdOah said to Samson, Tdl me, I pray thee, wherem thy 
great strength lieth, and wherewith thoa mightest be 
bound to afflict thee. And Samson said unto her, If they 
bind me with seven green withes that were never dried, 
then shall I become weak, and be as another man. Then 
the lords of the Philistines brought up to her seven green 
withes which had not been dried, and she bound him with 
them. Now she had liers in wait abiding in the inner 
chamber. And she said unto him, The Philistines be 
upon thee, Samson. And he brake the withes, as a string 
of tow is broken when it toucheth the fire. So his strength 
was not known. And Delilah said unto Samson, Behold, 
thoa hast modced me, and told me lies : now tell me, I 
pray thee, wherewith thou mightest be bound. And he 
said unto her. If they only bind me with new ropes where- 
with no work hath been done, then shall I become weak, 
and be as another man. So Delilah took new ropes, and 
bound him therewith, and said unto him, The Philistines 
be upon thee, Samson. And the Hers in wait were abid- 
ing in the inner chamber. And he brake them from off 
his arms like a thread. And Delilah said unto Samson, 
Hitherto thou hast mocked me, and told me lies : tell me 
wherewith thou mightest be bound. And he said unto 
her. If thou weavest the seven locks of m j head with the 
web. And she fastened it with the pin, and said unto 
him. The Philistines be upon thee, Samson. And he 
awaked out of his sleep, and plucked away the pin of the 
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beam, and the web. And she said unto him, How canst 
thou say, I love thee, when thine heart is not with me ? 
thou hast mocked me, these three times, and hast not 
told me wherein thy great strength lieth. And it came 
to pass, when she pressed him daily with her words, and 
urged him, that his soul was vexed unto death. And 
he told her all his heart, and said unto her. There 
hath not come a razor upon mine head ; for I have been 
a Nazirite unto God from my mother^s womb : if I be 
shaven, then my strength will go from me, and I shall 
become weak, and be like any other man. And when Deli- 
lah saw that he had told her all hb heart, she sent and 
called for the lords of the Philistines, sa3dng, Come up 
this once, for he hath told me all his heart. Then the 
lords of the Philistines came up unto her, and brought the 
money in their hand. And she made him sleep upon her 
knees ; and she called for a man, and shaved off the seven 
locks of his head ; and she began to afflict him, and his 
strength went from him. And she said, The Philistines 
be upon thee, Samson. And he awoke out of his sleep, 
and said, I will go out as at other times, and shake myself. 
But he wist not that the Lord was departed from him. 
And the Philistines laid hold on him, and put out his 
eyes; and they brought him down to Gaza, and bound 
him with fetters of brass ; and he did grind in the prison 
house. Howbeit the hair of his head began to grow again 
after he was shaven. 
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Death of Samson 

And the lords of the Philistines gathered them together 
for to offer a great sacrifice unto Dagon their god, and to 
rejoice : for they said. Oar god hath delivered Samson our 
enemy into our hand. And when the people saw him, 
they praised their god: for they said, Om* god hath de- 
fivered into oar hand oar enemy, and the destroyer of oar 
coantry, whidi hath slain many of as. And it came to 
pass, when their hearts were merry, that they said. Call 
for Samson, that he may make as sport. And they called 
for Samson oot of the prison hoose ; and he made sport 
before them : and they set him between the pillars. And 
Samson said onto the lad that held him by the hand, 
Saffer me that I may feel the pillars whereupon the house 
restetfa, that I may lean upon them. Now the house was 
fon of men and women ; and all the lords of the Philistines 
were there; and there were upon the roof about three 
thousand men and women, that beheld while Samson 
made sport. And Samson called unto the Lord, and said, 
O Lord God, remember me, I pray thee, and strengthen 
me, I pray thee, only this once, O God, that I may be 
aTei^^ of the Philistines for one of my two eyes. And 
Samson took hold of the two middle pillars upon which 
the house rested, and leaned upon them, the one with his 
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right hand, and the other with his left. And Samson 
said, Let me die with the Philistines. And he bowed him- 
self with all his might ; and the house fell upon the lords, 
and upon all the people that were therein. So the dead 
which he slew at his death were more than they which he 
slew in his life. Then his brethren and all the house of 
his fdther came down, and took him, and brought him up, 
and buried him between Zorah and Eshtaol in the burying- 
place of Manoah his father. And he judged Israel twenty 
years.

Micah's Images and the Danish Migration 

And there was a man of the hill country of Ephraim, 
whose name was Micah. And he said unto his mother. 
The eleven hundred pieces of silver that were taken from 
thee, about which thou didst utter a curse, and didst also 
speak it in mine ears, behold, the silver is with me ; I took 
it. And hb mother said. Blessed be my son of the Lord. 
And he restored the eleven hundred pieces of silver to his 
mother, and his mother said, I verily dedicate the silver 
unto the Lord from my hand for my son, to make a graven 
image and a molten image : now therefore I will restore it 
unto thee. And when he restored the money unto his 
mother, his mother took two hundred pieces of silver, and 
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gjKwc tfaan to the foundery who made thereof a graven 
image aod a mcdtcn image: and it was in the house of 
Ificah. And the man Micah had an hoose of gods, and 
he made an ^hod, and teniphim, and consecrated <me of 
his sons, who became his priest In those days diere was 
no king in Israid : every man did that whidi was ri^t in 
his own eyes. 

And there was a yoong man out of Beth-lehem-jodah, 
(^die £muly of Jodah, who was a Levite, and he sojomned 
there. And the man departed out of the city, oat of Beth- 
Idiemjodah, to sojoom where he could find a place : and 
he came to the hill country of Ephraim to the house of 
llicahy as he journeyed. And Micah said unto him. 
Whence comest thou? And he said unto him, I am a 
Levite of Beth-lehem-judah, and I go to sojourn where I 
may find a {dace. And Micah said unto him. Dwell with 
me, and be unto me a £aher and a priest, and I will give 
thee ten pieces of silver by the year, and a suit of apparel, 
and thy victuals. So the Levite went in. And the Levite 
was content to dweO with the man ; and the young man 
was unto him as one of his sons. And Micah consecrated 
tiie Levite, and the young man became his priest, and was 
in the house of Micah. Then said Micah, Now know I 
that die Lord will do me good, seeing I have a Levite to 
my priest. 

In those days there was no king in Israel : and in those 
dsijs the tribe of the Danites sou^t them an inheritance to 
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dwell in ; ibr unto that day their inheritance had not £Ulen 
unto them among the tribes of Israel. And the children 
of Dan sent of their family five men from their whole 
number, men of valour, from Zorah, and from Eshtaol, to 
spy out the land, and to search it ; and they said unto 
them. Go, search the land: and they came to the hill 
country of Ephraim, unto the house of Micah, and lodged 
there. When they were by the house of Micah, they 
knew the voice of the young man the Levite : and they 
turned aside thither, and said unto him, Who brought thee 
hither? and what doest thou in this place? and what hast 
thou here ? And he said unto them. Thus and thus hath 
Micah dealt with me, and he hath hired me, and I am be- 
come his priest. And they said unto him. Ask counsel, 
we pray thee, of God, that we may know whether our way 
which we go shall be prosperous. And the priest said unto 
them. Go in peace : before the Lord is your way wherein 
ye go. 

Then the five men departed, and came to Laish, and saw 
the people that were therein, how they dwelt in secu- 
rity, after the manner of the Zidonians, quiet and secure ; 
for there was none in the land, possessing authority, that 
might put them to shame in any thing, and they were hr 
from the Zidonians, and had no dealings with any man. 
And they came unto their brethren to Zorah and Eshtaol : 
and their brethren said unto them, What say ye? And 
they saidy Arisen and let us go up against them : for we 
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hare seen the land, and, behold, it ^ very good : and are 
je still? be not slothful to go and to enter in to possess 
the land. When ye go, ye shall come unto a people 
secure, and the land is large : for God hath given it into 
your hand ; a place where there is no want of any thing 
that is in the earth. 

And there set forth from thence of the family of the 
Danites, out of Zorah and out of Eshtaol, six hundred 
men girt with weapons of war. And they went up, and 
encamped in Kiriath-jeaiim, in Judah : wherefore they 
called that place Mahaneh-dan, unto this day : behold, it 
is behind Kiriath-jearim. And they passed thence unto 
the hill country of Ephraim, and came unto the house of 
Bificah. Then answered the five men that went to spy out 
the country of Laish, and said unto their brethren. Do ye 
know that there is in these houses an ephod, and teraphim, 
and a graven image, and a molten image? now therefore 
consider what ye have to do. And they turned aside 
tiiither, and came to the house of the young man the 
Levite, even unto the house of Micah, and asked him of 
his wel&re. And the six hundred men girt with their 
weapons of war, who were of the children of Dan, stood 
by the entering of the gate. And the five men that went 
to spy out the land went up, and came in thither, and took 
the graven image, and the ephod, and the teraphim, and 
the molten image : and the priest stood by the entering 
of the gate with the six hundred men girt with weapons 
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of war. And when these went into Micah^s house, and 
fetched the graven image, the ephod, and the teraphim, 
and the molten image, the priest said unto them, What do 
ye ? And they said unto him. Hold thy peace, lay thine 
hand upon thy mouth, and go with us, and be to us a 
father and a priest : b it better for thee to be priest unto 
the house of one man, or to be priest unto a tribe and a 
family in Israel ? And the priest^s heart was glad, and he 
took the ephod, and the teraphim, and the graven image, 
and went in the midst of the people. So they turned and 
departed, and put the litUe ones and the cattle and the 
goods before them. When they were a good way from 
the house of Micah, the men that were in the houses near 
to Micah^s house were gathered together, and overtook the 
children of Dan. And they cried unto the children of Dan. 
And they turned their hces and said unto Micah, What 
aileth thee, that thou comest with such a company? And he 
said, Ye have taken away my gods which I made, and the 
priest, and are gone away, and what have I more? and 
how then say ye unto me. What aileth thee? And the 
children of Dan said unto him, Let not thy voice be heard 
among us, lest angry fellows £U1 upon you, and thou lose 
thy life, with the lives of thy household. And the chil- 
dren of Dan went their way : and when Micah saw that 
they were too strong for him, he turned and went back 
unto his house. And they took that which Micah had 
made, and the priest which he had, and came unto Laish, 
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QntD a people quiet and secure, and smote diem widi the 
edge of the sw<Hd ; and they bomt the dty widi fire. And 
there was no deliverer, because it was far from Zidouj and 
thejT had no dealings with any man ; and it was in the 
▼alley that lieth by Bedirehob. And they built the dty, 
and dwelt therein. And they called the name of the dty 
Dan, after the name of Dan their father, itho was bom 
onto Isiael : howbdt the name of the dty was Laish at 
the first. And the children of Dan set up for themselves 
the graven image: and Jonathan, the son of Gershom, the 
son of Moses, he and his sons were priests to the tribe of 
the Danites until the day of the captivity of the land. So 
they s^ them up Micah^s graven image which he made^ 
aU the time that the house of God was in Shiloh. 



The Benjamite War 

And it came to pass in those days, when there was no 
in Israel, that there was a certain Levite sojourning 
<m the £suther side of the hill country of Ephraim, who 
took to him a concubine out <^ Beth-lehem-judah. And 
his concubine played the harlot against him, and went 
away from him unto her frtther^s house to Beth-lehem- 
judah, and was there the space of four months. And her 
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husband arose, and went after her, to speak kindly unto 
her, to bring her again, having his servant with him, and 
a couple of asses : and she brought him into her father^s 
house : and when the father of the damsel saw him, he 
rejoiced to meet him. And his father in law, the damsePs 
father, retained him ; and he abode with him three days : 
so they did eat and drink, and lodged there. And it came 
to pass on the fourth day, that they arose early in the morn- 
ing, and he rose up to depart : and the damsePs hther 
said unto his son in law. Comfort thine heart with a mor- 
sel of bread, and afterward ye shall go your way. So 
they sat down, and did eat and drink, both of them to- 
gether : and the damsePs Neither said unto the man. Be 
content, I pray thee, and tarry all night, and let thine 
heart be merry. And the man rose up to depart ; but his 
father in law urged him, and he lodged there again. And 
he arose early in the morning on the fifth day to depart ; 
and the damsePs father said. Comfort thine heart, I pray 
thee, and tarry ye until the day declineth ; and they did 
eat, both of them. And when the man rose up to depart, 
he, and his concubine, and his servant, his £ather in law, 
the damsePs father, said unto him, Behold, now the day 
draweth toward evening, I pray you tarry all night : behold, 
the day groweth to an end, lodge here, that thine heart 
may be merry ; and tomorrow get you early on your way, 
that thou mayest go home. But the man would not tarry 
that night, but he rose up and departed, and came over 
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against Jebos (the same is Jerusalem) : and there were 
with him a coapie of asses saddled ; his concabine also 
was with him. When they were by Jebos, the day was 
far spent; and the servant said onto his master. Come, 
I pray thee, and let os torn aside into this dty of the 
Jebosites, and lodge in it. And his master said onto him. 
We will not torn aside into the city of a stranger, that is 
not of the children of Israel ; bot we will pass over to 
Gibeah. And he said onto his servant. Come and let os 
draw near to one of these places ; and we will lodge in 
Gibeah, or in Ramah. So they passed on and went their 
way; and the son went down opon them near to Gibeah, 
which belongeth to Benjamin. And they tomed aside 
thither, to go in to lodge in Gibeah : and he went in, and 
sat him down in the street of the dty : for there was no 
man that took them into his hoose to lodge. And, behold, 
there came an old man from his work oot of the field at 
even ; now the man was of the hill coontry of Ephraim, 
and he sojoomed in Gibeah: bot the men of the place 
were Benjamites. And he lifted op his e3res, and saw the 
way£mng man in the street of the dty ; and the old man 
said. Whither goest thoo? and whence comest thoo? And 
he said onto him. We are passing from Beth4ehem-jodah 
onto the fiuther side of the hill coontry of Ephraim : from 
thence am I, and I went to Beth-lehem-judah : and I am 
now going to the hoose of the Lord ; and there is no man 
that taketh me into his hoose. Yet there is both straw 
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and provender for our asses ; and there is bread and wine 
also for me, and for thy handmaid, and for the young man 
which is with thy servants : there is no want of any thing. 
And the old man said, Peace be unto thee ; howsoever 
let all thy wants lie upon me ; only lodge not in the street. 
So he brought him into his house, and gave the asses 
fodder: and they washed their feet, and did eat and 
drink. As they were making their hearts merry, behold, 
the men of the city, certain sons of Belial, beset the house 
round about, beating at the door ; and they spake to the 
master of the house, the old man, sa3ring. Bring forth the 
man that came into thine house, that we may know him. 
And the man, the master of the house, went out unto them, 
and said unto them. Nay, my brethren, I pray you, do not 
so wickedly ; seeing that this man is come into mine house, 
do not this folly. Behold, here is my daughter a maiden, 
and his concubine ; them I will bring out now, and humble 
ye them, and do with them what seemeth good unto you : 
but unto this man do not any such folly. But the men 
would not hearken to him : so the man laid hold on his 
concubine, and brought her forth unto them ; and they 
knew her, and abused her all the night until the morning : 
and when the day began to spring, they let her go. Then 
came the woman in the dawning of the day, and fell down 
at the door of the man^s house where her lord was, till it 
was light. And her lord rose up in the morning, and 
opened the doors of the house, and went out to go his way : 
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and, behold, the woman his concabine was fallen down at 
die door of the house, with her hands upon the thresh- 
old. And he said unto her, Up, and let us be going ; but 
none answered : then he took her up upon the ass ; and 
the man rose up, and gat him unto his place. And when 
he was come into his house, he took a knife, and laid 
hold on his concubine, and divided her, limb by limb, 
into twelve pieces, and sent her throughout all the borders 
of Israel. And it was so, that all that saw it said. There 
was no such deed done nor seen from the day that the 
children of Israel came up out of the land of Egypt unto 
this day : consider of it, take counsel, and speak. 

Then all the children of Israel went out, and the con- 
gr^;ation was assembled as one man, from Dan even to 
Beer-sheba, with the land of Gilead, unto the Lord at 
Mizpah. And the chiefs of all the people, even of all the 
tribes of Israel, presented themselves in the assembly of 
the people of God, four hundred thousand footmen that 
drew sword. (Now the children of Benjamin heard that 
the children of Israel were gone up to Mizpah.) And the 
children of Israel said, Tell us, how was this wickedness 
brought to pass? And the Levite, the husband of the 
woman that was murdered, answered and said, I came 
into Gibeah that belongeth to Benjamin, I and my con- 
cubine, to lodge. And the men of Gibeah rose against 
me, and beset the house round about upon me by night ; 
me they thought to have slain, and my concubine they 
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forced, and she is dead. And I took my concubine, and 
cut her in pieces, and sent her throughout all the country 
of the inheritance of Israel: for they have committed 
lewdness and folly in Israel. Behold, ye children of 
Israel, all of you, give here your advice and counsel. 
And all the people arose as one man, sa3dng, We will 
not any of us go to his tent, neither will we any of us turn 
unto his house. But now this is the thing which we will 
do to Gibeah, we will go up against it by lot; and we 
will take ten men of an hundred throughout all the tribes 
of Israel, and an hundred of a thousand, and a thousand 
out of ten thousand, to fetch victual for the people, that 
they may do, when they come to Gibeah of Benjamin, 
according to all the folly that they have wrought in Israel. 
So all the men of Israel were gathered against the dty, 
knit together as one man. 

And the tribes of Israel sent men through all the tribe 
of Benjamin, saying. What wickedness is this that is come 
to pass among you ? Now therefore deliver up the men, 
the sons of Belial, which are in Gibeah, that we may put 
them to death, and put away evil from Israel. But Ben- 
jamin would not hearken to the voice of their brethren the 
children of Israel. And the children of Benjamin gathered 
themselves together out of the cities unto Gibeah, to go out 
to battle against the children of Israel. And the children 
of Benjamin were numbered on that day out of the cities 
twenty and six thousand men that drew sword, besides 
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the inhabitants of Gibeah, which were nnmbered seven 
hundred chosen men. Among all this people there were 
seven hundred chosen men left-handed ; every one could 
sling stones at an hair-breadth, and not miss. 

And the men of Israel, beside Benjamin, were numbered 
four hundred thousand men that drew sword: all these 
were men of war. And the children of Israel arose, and 
went up to Beth-el, and asked counsel of God ; and they 
said. Who shall go up for us first to batde against the 
children of Benjamin? And the Lord said, Judah shall 
go up first. And the children of Israel rose up in the 
morning^ and encamped against Gibeah. And the men 
of Israel went out to battle against Benjamin; and the 
men of Israel set the battle in array against them at 
Gibeah. And the children of Benjamin came forth out of 
Gibeah, and destroyed down to the ground of the Israel- 
ites on that day twenty and two thousand men. 

And the people, the men of Israel, encouraged them- 
selves, and set the battle again in array in the place where 
they set themselves in array the first day. And the 
children of Israel went up and wept before the Lord 
until even ; and they asked of the Lord, saying. Shall I 
again draw nigh to battle against the children of Benjamin 
my brother? And the Lord said. Go up against him. 
And the children of Israel came near against the children 
of Benjamin the second day. And Benjamin went forth 
against them out of Gibeah the second day, and destrojred 
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down to the ground of the children of Israel again eigh- 
teen thousand men ; all these drew the sword. 

Then all the children of Israel, and all the people, went 
up, and came unto Beth-el, and wept, and sat there before 
the Lord, and fasted that day until even ; and they of- 
fered burnt offerings and peace offerings before the Lord. 
And the children of Israel asked of the Lord, (for the 
ark of the covenant of God was there in those days, and 
Phinehas, the son of Eleazar, the son of Aaron, stood 
before it in those days,) saying, Shall I yet again go out 
to battle against the children of Benjamin my brother, or 
shall I cease ? And the Lord said, Go up ; for tomorrow 
I will deliver him into thine hand. And Israel set liers 
in wait against Gibeah round about. And the children of 
Israel went up against the children of Benjamin on the 
third day, and set themselves in array against Gibeah, as 
at other times. And the children of Benjamin went out 
against the people, and were drawn away from the dty ; 
and they began to smite and kill of the people, as at other 
times, in the high ways, of which one goeth up to Beth-el, 
and the other to Gibeah, in the field, about thirty men of 
Israel. And the children of Benjamin said, They are 
smitten down before us, as at the first. But the children 
of Israel said. Let us flee, and draw them away from the 
city unto the high ways. And all the men of Israel rose 
up out of their place, and set themselves in array at Baal- 
tamar : and the liers in wait of Israel brake forth out of 
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thdr place, even oat of Maareh-geba. And there came 
over against Gibeah ten thousand chosen men oat of all 
Israel, and the battle was sore : bat they knew not that 
evil was dose npon them. And the Lord smote Ben- 
jamin before Israel : and the children of Israel destroyed 
of Benjamin that day twenty and five thousand and an 
handred men : all these drew the sword. So the children 
of Benjamin saw that they were smitten.^ Bat six hundred 
men tamed and fled toward the wilderness anto the rock 



^ For tbe tatn at Ismd gave place to Benjamin, bccanse ^bej tmsted mao 
die Hen in wait n^udi they had set against Gibeah. And the Uen in wait 
hasted, and rushed npon Gibeah; and the Ken in wait drew themadrcs 
along, and smote all die city with die edge of die swonL Now die aqipointed 
sign b et we en the men of Israel and die liers in watt was, that diey shoold 
make a great dood of smoke rise np oat of the city. And die men of Isnd 
tnmed in the battle, and Bogamin began to smite and kill of the men of 
Israel about thirty persons: fior diey said. Surely they are smitten down 
before us, as in die first battle. But when die doud began to arise np oat 
of the dty in a pillar of smoke, the Benjamites looked behind them, and, 
behold, die whole of the dty went np in smoke to hearen. And the men of 
Israd tnmed, and die men of Benjamin were amared: fior they saw that eril 
was come npon them. Therefore they turned their backs before die men of 
Israd unto the way of die wilderness; but die battle fbOowed hard after 
them; and they which came out of die dties de stro ye d them in the midst 
thereof. They inclosed die Benjamites round about, and chased them, and 
trode them down at their resting place, as Cir as orer against Gibeah toward 
the sunrising. And there fiell of Benjamin ei^teen thousand men; all diese 
were men of ralour. And they turned and fled toward tbe wilderness unto 
die rock of Rimmon: and diey gleaned of them in the high ways fire thou- 
sand men; and followed hard after them unto Gidom, and smote of diem 
two thousand men. So diat all which Cell that day of Benjamin were twenty 
and fire thousand men diat drew the sword; all these were men of Talour. 
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firom Jabesh-gilcad to the assembly. For when die peo- 
ple were numbered, behold, there were none of the inhab- 
itants of Jabesh-gilead there. And the congregation sent 
thither twelve thousand men of the valiantest, and com- 
manded them, sajring, Go and smite the inhabitants of 
Jabesh-gilead with the edge of the sword, with the women 
and the litde ones. And this is the thing that 3re shall 
do ; ye shall utterly destroy every male, and every woman 
that hath lien by man. And they found among the in- 
habitants of Jabesh-gilead four hundred young virgins, 
that had not known man by lying with him: and they 
brought them unto the camp to Shiloh, idiich is in the 
land of Canaan. 

And the whole congregation sent and spake to the 
diildren of Benjamin that were in the rode of Rimmon, 
and proclaimed peace unto them. And Benjamin re- 
turned at that time; and they gave them the women 
whidi they had saved alive of the women of Jabesh- 
gilead-: and yet so they sufficed them not. And the peo- 
ple repented them for Benjamin, because that the Lord 
had made a breach in the tribes of Israel. 

Then the elders of the congregation said, How shall we 
do for wives for them that remain, seeing the women are 
destroyed out of Benjamin? And they said. There must 
be an inheritance for them that are escaped of Benjamin, 
that a tribe be not blotted out from Israel. Howbeit we 
may not give them wives of our daughters : for the chil- 
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dren of Israel had sworn, 8a3angy Cursed be he that giveth 
a wife to Benjamin. And they said, Behold, there is a 
feast of the Lord from year to year in Shiloh, which is 
on the north of Beth-el, on the east side of the high wa^ 
that goeth up from Beth-el to Shechem, and on the south 
of Lebonah. And they commanded the children of Ben- 
jamin^ saying, Go and lie in wait in the vineyards ; and 
see, and, behold, if the daughters of Shiloh come out to 
dance in the dances, then come ye out of the vineyards, 
and catch you every man his wife of the daughters of 
Shiloh, and go to the land of Benjamin. And it shall be, 
when their fathers or their brethren come to complain 
unto us, that we will say unto them, Grant them gra- 
ciously unto us: because we took not for each man of 
them his wife in battle: neither did ye give them unto 
them; else would ye now be guilty. And the children 
of Benjamin did so, and took them wives, according to 
their number, of them that danced, whom they carried 
off: and they went and returned unto their inheritance, 
and built the cities, and dwelt in them. And the chil- 
dren of Israel departed thence at that time, every man to 
his tribe and to his family, and they went out from thence 
every man to his inheritance. 

In those days there was no king in Israel : every man 
did that which was right in his own eyes.

Now tiiere was a cotain man of Ramathaim-n^Miiiy of

So 
Hannah rose up after they had eaten in Shiloh, and after 
they had drunk. Now £11 the priest sat upon his seat by 
the door post of the temple of the Lord. And she was 
in bitterness of soul, and prayed unto the Lord, and wept 
sore. And she vowed a vow, and said, O Lord of hosts, 
if thou wilt indeed look on the affliction of thine hand- 
maid, and remember me, and not forget thine handmaid, 
but wilt give unto thine handnuud a man child, then I will 
give him unto the Lord all the days of his life, and there 
shall no razor come upon hb head. And it came to pass, 
as she continued praying before the Lord, that Eli marked 
her mouth.

Now the sons of Eli were sons of Belial ; they knew not 
the Lord. And the custom of the priests with the people 
wasy that, when any man offered sacrifice, the priest's ser- 
vant came, while the flesh was in seething, with a flesh- 
hook of three teeth in his hand ; and he struck it into the 
pan, or kettle, or caldron, or pot ; all that the fleshhook 
brought up the priest took therewith.

Be it fu* £rom me ; for them that honour me I will honour, 
and they that despise me shall be hghdy esteemed. Behold 
the days come, that I will cot off thine arm, and the arm 
of thy £ither's house^ that there shall not be an (dd man in 
thine house.

And wh 
j^wpople were come into the cam)\ the elders of Israb 
IVITherefore hath the LoRO smitten us today bef< 
Philistines? Let us fetch the ark of the covenant 
Lord out of Shiloh unto us, that it may oome ami 
and save ns out of the hand of our enemies. So t 
yit sent to Shij.jh, s^id they brought from thence 
erf" the covtriaii! of the Lr»i:D of hosts, which sittei 
iJht cherjvim : asd iht two sons of Eli. Hophni an 
Ik, werf there with ibt ark of the covenant < 
when the ark of the co^enan: of the Lord ca: 
amp. all Israel shouted with a great shout, bo i 
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earth rang again. And when the Philistines heard the 
noise of die shoot, the j said. What meaneth the noise of 
this great shoot in the camp of the Hebrews? And diey 
understood that the ark of the Lord was come into the 
camp. And the Philistines were afraid, for thej said, God 
is come into the camp. And they said. Woe onto as ! 
for there hath not been sach a thing heretofoie. Woe 
onto us ! who shall deliver ns out of the hand of these 
mighty gods? these are the gods that smote the Egyp- 
tians with all marmer of plagues in the wilderness. Be 
strong, and qoit yoorseives like men^ O ye Philistines, 
that ye be not servants onto the Hebrews, as diey have 
been to yoa: quit yourselves like men, and fight. And 
the Philistines fought, and Israd was smitten, and they 
fled every man to his tent: and there was a very great 
slaughter; for there fell of Israel thirty thousand foot- 
men. And the ark of God was taken ; and the two sons 
of Eli, Hophni and Phinehas, were slain. And there 
ran a man of Benjamin out of the army, and came to 
Shiloh the same day with his dothes rent, and with earth 
upon his head. And when he came, lo, Eli sat upon his 
seat by the way sde watching : for his heart trembled for 
the ark of God. And when the man came into the dty, 
and told it, all the dty cried out. And when Eli heard 
the noise of the crying, he said, What meaneth the noise 
of this tumult? And the man hasted, and came and told 
Eli. Now Eh was ninety and eight years old ; and his 
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eyes were set, that he could not see. And the man said 
unto Eli, I am he that came out of the army, and I fled 
today out of the army. And he said. How went the 
matter, my son? And he that brought the tidings an- 
swered and said, Israel is fled before the Philistines, and 
there hath been also a great slaughter among the people, 
and thy two sons also, Hophni and Phinehas, are dead, 
and the ark of God is taken. And it came to pass, when 
he made mention of the ark of God, that he fell from off 
his seat backward by the side of the gate, and his neck 
brake, and he died : for he was an old man, and heavy.

And 
niien they arose early on the morrow mornings bdiold, 
Dagon was £dlen iq>on his £u:e to the ground before the 
ark of the Lord ; and the head of Dagon and both the 
palms of his hands lay cot off upon the threshold ; only 
the stomp of Dagon was left to him. Therefore neither 
the priests of Dagon, nor any that come into Dagon^s 
hoose, tread on the threshold of Dagon in Ashdod, onto 
this day. 

^But the hand of the Lord was heavy upon them of 
Ashdod, and he destroyed them, and smote them widi 
tumours, eren Ashdod and the borders thereof.

^Aiicomiiture throughout all the city ; the hand of God was 

nr heavy there. And the men that died not were smit- 

with the tumours : and the cry of the dty went up to 

heaven. 

And the ark of the Lord was in the country of the 
Philistines seven months. And the Philistines called for 
the priests and the diviners, saying, What shall we do with 
the ark of the Lord? shew us wherewith wc shall send it 
to its place. And they said, If ye send away the ark of 
the God of Israel, send it not empty; but in any wise 
return him a guilt offering : then ye shall be healed, and 
it shall be known to you why his hand is not removed 
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firom yea. Then said they. What shall be the guilt oSer- 
ing Tidiich we shall return to him? And they said. Five 
golden tomoars, and five golden mice, according to the 
nmnber of the lords of the Philistines: for one plague 
was on yoQ all, and on your lords. Wherefore, ye shall 
make images of your tamonrs, and images of your mice 
that mar the land ; and ye shall give glory onto the God 
of Israd : peradventore he will lighten his hand from off 
yon, and from off" your gods, and horn off yom- land. 
Whoefore then do ye harden your hearty as the £g3rp- 
ttans and Pharaoh hardened their hearts? when he had 
wrought wonderfully among them, did they not let the 
peojde go, and they departed? Now therefore take and 
prepare you a new cart, and two milch kine, on which 
there hath come no yoke, and tie the Idne to the cart, and 
Ixing their calves home from them : and take the ark ok 
the Lord, and lay it upon the cart ; and put the jewels 
oi goldj whidi ye return him for a guilt offering, in a caikr 
by the side therectf ; and send it away, that it may go. 
And see, if it goeth up by the way of its own border to 
Beth-shemesh, then he hath done us this great evil : but 
if not, then we shall know that it is not his hand that 
smote us ; it was a chance that happened to us. And the 
men did so ; and took two milch kine, and tied them to 
the cart, and shut up their calves at home : and they put 
the ark of the Lord upon the cart, and the ooffo' with the 
mice of gold and the images of their tumours. And the 
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kine took the straight way by the way to Beth-shemesh ; 
they went along the high way, lowing as they went, and 
turned not aside to the right hand or to the left ; and the 
lords of the Philistines went after them unto the border of 
Beth-shemesh. And they of Beth-shemesh were reaping 
their wheat harvest in the valley : and they lifted up their 
eyes, and saw the ark, and rejoiced to see it And the 
cart came into the field of Joshua the Beth-shemite^ and 
stood there^ where there was a great stone: and they 
clave the wood of the cart, and offered up the kine for 
a burnt offering unto the Lord. And the Levites took 
down the ark of the Lord, and the coffer that was with 
it, wherein the jewels of gold were, and put them on the 
great stone : and the men of Beth-shemesh offered burnt 
offerings and sacrificed sacrifices the same day unto the 
Lord. And when the five lords of the Philistines had 
seen it, they returned to Ekron the same day. And 
these are the golden tumours which the Philistines re- 
turned for a guilt offering unto the Lord; for Ashdod 
one, for Gaza one, for Ashkelon one, for Gath one, for 
Ekron one ; and the golden mice, according to the nam- 
ber of all the cities of the Philistines belonging to the five 
lords, both of fenced cities and of country villages : even 
unto the great stone, whereon they set down the ark of 
the Lord, which stone remaineth unto this day in the 
field of Joshua the Beth-shemite. And he smote of the 
men of Beth-shemesh, because they bad looked into 
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the ark of the Lord, even he smote of the people seventy 
men, and fifty thousand men : and the people monmedy 
becanse the Lord *had smitten the people with a great 
slaughter. And the men of Beth-shemesh said. Who is 
able to stand before the Lord, this holy God? and to 
whom shall he go up from us? And they sent messengers 
to the inhabitants of Kiriath-jearim, saying. The Philis- 
tines have brought again the ark of the Lord ; come ye 
down, and fetch it up to you. And the men of Kiriath- 
jearim came, and fetched up the ark of the Lord, and 
brought it into the house of Abinadab in the hill, and 
sanctified Elcskzai his son to keep the ark of the Lord.

And the children 
of Israel said to Samuel, Cease not to cry unto the Lord 
our God for us, that he will save us out of the hand of 
the Philistines. And Samuel took a sucking lamb, and 
offered it for a whole burnt offering unto the Lord : and 
Samuel cried unto the Lord for Israel ; and the Lord an- 
swered him. And as Samuel was offering up the burnt 
offering, the Philistines drew near to battle against Israel : 
but the Lord thundered with a great thunder on that day 
upon the Philistines, and discomfited them; and they 
were smitten down before Israel. And the men of Israel 
went out of Mizpah, and pursued the Philistines, and 
smote them, until they came unto Beth-car. Then Sam- 
uel took a stone, and set it between Mizpah and Shen, and 
called the name of it 'Eben-ezer,* saying. Hitherto hath 
the Lord 'helped* us. So the Philistines were subdued, 
and they came no more within the border of Israel : and 
the hand of the Lord was against the Philistines all the 
days of Samuel. And the cities which the Philistines had 
taken from Israel were restored to Israel, from Ekron even 
unto Gath ; and the border thereof did Israel deliver out 
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hand of the Philistines. And there was peace 
sen Israel and the Amorites. And Samuel judged 
[ all the days of his life. And he went from year to 
in circuit to Beth-el, and Gilgal, and Mizpah ; and he 
d Israel in all those places. And his return was to

And let it 
be, when these signs are come unto thee, that thou do as 
occasion serve thee; for God is with thee. And thou 
shalt go down before me to Gilgal; and behold, I will 
come down unto thee, to offer burnt offerings, and to 
sacrifice sacrifices of peace offerings: seven da3rs shalt 
thou tarry, tiU I come unto thee, and shew thee what thou 
shalt do. And it was so, that when he had turned his 
back to go from Samuel, God gave him another heart: 
and all those signs came to pass that day. 
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And when thd^y came thither to the hill, behold, a band 
of prophets met him ; and the spirit of God came mightily 
upon him, and he prophesied among them. And it came 
to pass, when all that knew him beforetimes saw that, 
behold, he prophesied with the prophets, then the people 
said one to another, What b this that is come unto the 
son of Kish? Is Saul also among the prophets? And 
one of the same place answered and said, And who is their 
father? Therefore it became a proverb. Is Saul also 
among the prophets ? And when he had made an end of 
prophesying, he came to tl^e high place. 

And Saul's uncle said unto him and to his servant, 
Whither went ye? And he said. To seek the asses : and 
when we saw that they were not found, we came to 
Samuel. And Saul's uncle said. Tell me, I pray thee, 
what Samuel said unto you. And Saul said unto his 
uncle, He told us plainly that the asses were found. But 
concerning the matter of the kingdom, whereof Samuel 
spake, he told him not. 

And Samuel called the people together unto the Lord 
to Mizpah ; and he said unto the children of Israel, Thus 
saith the Lord, the God of Israel, I brought up Israel out 
of Egypt, and I delivered you out of the hand of the 
£g)rptians, and out of the hand of all the kingdoms that 
oppressed you : but ye have this day rejected your God, 
who himself saveth you out of all your calamities and your 
distresses; and ye have said unto him, Nay, but set a 
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king over as. Now therefore present yourselves before 
the Lord by your tribes, and by yoor thousands. So 
Samuel brought all the tribes of Israel near, and the tribe 
of Beiyamin was taken. And he brought the tribe of 
Benjamin near by their families, and the fsunily of the 
Matrites was taken : and Saul the son of Kish was taken ; 
but when they sought him, he could not be found. Thore- 
Ibte they asked of the Lord further. Is there yet a man to 
come hither? And the Lord answered. Behold, he hath 
hid himself among the stuff. And they ran and fetched 
him thence; and when he stood among the people, he 
was higher than any of the people from his shoulders and 
upward. And Samuel said to all the people. See ye him 
whom the Lord hath chosen, that there is none like him 
among all the people? And all the people shouted, and 
said, God save the king. 

Then Samuel told the people the manner of the king- 
dom, and wrote it in a book, and laid it up before the 
Lord. And Samuel sent all the people away, every man 
to his house. And Saul also went to his house to Gibeah ; 
and there went with him the host, whose hearts God had 
touched. But certain sons of Belial said. How shall this 
man save us? And they despised him, and brought him 
no present. But he held his peace. 

Then Nahash the Ammonite came up, and encamped 
against Jabesh-gilead : and all the men of Jabesh said unto 
Nahash, Make a covenant with us, and we will serve thee

And it was so on the morrow, that Sanl pot 
the pec^ile in three companies ; and they came into the 
midst of the camp in the morning watch, and smote the 
Ammonites until the heat of the day : and it came to pass, 
that they idiidi remained were scattered, so that two of 
tiiem were not left together. And the people said onto 
1y="*wi**i, Who is he that said. Shall Sanl reign over os? 
bdi^ the men, that we may pat them to death. And Sanl 
sad. There shaD not a man be pot to death this day : for 
today the Lord hath wroogfat ddiv^anoe in Israel. 

Then said Samn^ to the pe<^e. Come and let os go to 
Gi%al, and renew the kingdom there. And all the people 
went to Gilgal ; and there they made Saul king before the 
Lord in Gilgal; and th»e they sacrificed sacrifices of 
peace offerings before the Lord ; and there Sanl and all 
the men of Israel rejoiced greatly. 

And ^mnel said unto all Israel, Behold, I have heark- 
ened onto yoor voice in all that ye said unto me, and have 
made a king over yoo. And now, behold, the king 
walketh before yoo : and I am old and grayheaded ; and, 
bdic^d, my sons are with yoo : and I have walked before 
joo from my yooth unto this day. Here I am: witness 
against me befinne the Lord, and before his anointed: 
whotse ox have I taken? or whose ass have I taken? or 
whom have I defrauded? whom have I opjvessed? or of 
vhose hand have I taken a ransom to blind mine eyes 
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therewith ? and I will restore it you. And they said. Thou 
hast not defrauded us, nor oppressed us, neither hast thou 
taken aught of any man^s hand. And he said unto them, 
The Lord is witness against you, and his anointed b witness 
this day, that ye have not found aught in my hand. And 
they said, He b witness. And Samuel said unto the people. 
It b the Lord that appointed Moses and Aaron, and that 
brought your fathers up out of the land of Egypt. Now 
therefore stand still, that I may plead with you before the 
Lord concerning all the righteous acts of the Lord, which 
he did to you and to your fathers. When Jacob was come 
into Egypt, and your fathers cried unto the Lord, then 
the Lord sent Moses and Aaron, who brought forth your 
fathers out of Egypt, and made them to dwell in thb place. 
But they forgat the Lord their God, and he sold them 
into the hand of Sisera, captain of the host of Hazor, and 
into the hand of the Philistines, and into the hand of the 
king of Moab, and they fought against them. And they 
cried unto the Lord, and said, We have sinned, because 
we have forsaken the Lord, and have served the Baalim 
and the Ashtaroth : but now deliver us out of the hand of 
our enemies, and we will serve thee. And the Lord sent 
Jerubbaal, and Bedan, and Jephthah, and Samuel, and 
delivered you out of the hand of your enemies on every 
side, and ye dwelled in safety. And when ye saw that 
Nahash the king of the children of Ammon came against 
you, ye said unto me, Nay, but a king shall reign over us : 
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idiea tihe lomD fcnt God was fORff Idiig. Now t lnacfo ie 
bdiold die kbig wlxm ye ha^e chosen, and whom je have 
asked ior: and, bdu^d, die Lokd hadi set a kii^ over 
yon. If je win fear die Lord, and senre him, and beazkcn 
imlo hb voice, and not rcM against the commandment of 
dbe LoKDi, and both je and also the king that rdgneth 
oiver yoa be foDowcn of the Lord yoar God, wdl : but If 
ye win not heaiken mito die Toke d the Lord, but rdxl 
against the aMnmandment of the Lord, then shaH the 
band of the Lord be against joo, as it was against joor 
ftthers. Now thercfoie stand stiH and see this great 
dung, whkh the Lord wiD do before joor ejes. Is it not 
wheat harvest tod^? I wffl caH mito the Lcmld, that he 
flu^aend thondcr and ndn; and ye shaU know and see 
diat your wickedness is great, which ye have done in the 
sight of the Lord, in asking yoa a king. So Sanme! 
called onto the Lcmld; and the Lord sent thnndcr and 
rm diat day, and aH the people greatly feared the Lcmld 
and Samnri. And aH the peopfe said unto Samnel, Pn^ 
for thy s e tr anls nnto the Lord thy God, that we die not : 
for we hare added nnto all oar sins this evil, to ask ib a 
king. And Samuel said imto the people, Fear not: ye 
have indeed done all fhvi evil: vet torn not aside from 
foDowing the Lord, but serve the Lord with all your 
heart, and torn je not asde : for then should je go after 
Tain things which cannot profit ncH" ddiver, for they are 
For the Lord will not forsake his peopfe far his 
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great name^s sake : because it hath pleased the Lord to 
make you a people unto himself. Moreover as for me, 
God forbid that I should sin against the Lord in ceasing 
to pray for you : but I will instruct you in the good and 
the right way. Only fear the Lord, and serve him in 
truth with all your heart : for consider how great things 
he hath done for you. But if ye shall still do wickedly, 
ye shall be consumed, both ye and your king. 

6. Saul was thirty years old when he began to reign ; 
and he reigned two years over Israel. And Saul chose 
him three thousand men of Israel ; whereof two thousand 
were with Saul in Michmash and in the mount of Beth-el, 
and a thousand were with Jonathan in Gibeah of Benja- 
min : and the rest of the people he sent every man to his 
tent. 

And Jonathan smote the garrison of the Philistines that 
was in Geba, and the Philistines heard of it. And Saul 
blew the trumpet throughout all the land, saying, Let the 
Hebrews hear. And all Israel heard say that Saul had 
smitten the garrison of the Philistines, and that Israel also 
was had in abomination with the Philistines. And the 
people were gathered together after Saul to Gilgal. 

And the Philistines assembled themselves together to 
fight with Israel, thirty thousand chariots, and six thou- 
sand horsemen, and people as the sand which b on the 
sea shore in multitude : and they came up, and pitched in 
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Ifidunash, eastward of Beth-aTcn. When the men of 
Israd saw that dicj were in a strait, (for the people were 
dbtressed,) then the people did hide themselves in caves, 
and in thickets, and in rods, and in holds, and in pits. 
Nov some of the H^rews had gone over Jordan to the 
land of Gad and Gilead ; bat as for Saul, he ¥ras jet in 
Gilga], and all the pec^le followed him trembling. 

And he tarried seven dajrs, according to the set time that 
Sanrael had appointed : bat Samael came not to Gilgal ; 
and the people were scattered from him. And Sanl said. 
Bring hither the bomt offering to me, and the peace 
offerings. And he offered the bomt offering. And it 
came to pass that, as soon as he had made an end ol 
o^Ering the bomt offering, behold, Samael came; and 
Sanl went oat to meet him, that he might sahite him. 
And Samael said. What hast thoa done? And Sanl said. 
Because I saw that the people were scattered from me, and 
that thoo camest not within the days appointed, and that 
the Philistines assembled themselves together at Mich- 
mash; therefore said I, Now will the Philistines come 
down iqx>n me to Gilgal, and I have not intreated the ht- 
TOOT of the Lord : I forced myself therefore, and offered 
the bomt offering. And Samael said to Saul, Thoa 
hast done foolishly: thoa host not kept the command- 
ment of the Lord thy God, which he commanded thee : 
for now woold the Lord have established thy kingdom 
zxpoa Israel for ever. Bot now th j kingdom shall not 
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condiitie : the Lokd hath soi^^ him a man aftar his awn 
heart, aad the Loro hath appointed him to be pmce 
over his people, because thoa hast not kept that which die 
Lord commanded thee. And Samnel arose, and gat him 
up from GUgal onto Gibeah d Benjamin.

The Raid on Midunadi 

And Sanl nnmbered the people that were present with 
him, about six hundred men. And Saul, and Jonathan 
his son, and the people that were present with them, 
abode in Geba oi Benjamin: but the Philistines en- 
camped in Michmash. And the spoilers came out of 
the camp oi the Philistines in three companies: one 
company turned unto the way that leadeth to Ophrah, 
unto the land of Shual: and another company turned 
the way to Beth-horon: and another company turned 
the way of the border that looketh down upon the ral- 
ley of Zeboim toward the wfldemess. 

Now there was no smith found throughout all the land 
of Israel : for the Philistines said. Lest the Hebrews make 
them swords or spears : but all the Israelites went down 
to the Philistines, to sharpen every man his sharet and 
his coulter, and his axe, and his mattodc ; yet they had a 
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file for the mattods, and for the coulters, and for the 
folks, and for die axes ; and to set the goads. So it came 
to pass in the day of battle, that there was ndther sword 
nor spear found in the hand of any of the people that were 
with Saul and Jonathan : but with Saul and with Jonathan 
his son was there found. And the garrison of the Philis- 
tines went out unto the pass of Michmash. 

Now it fell upon a day, that Jonathan the son of Saul 
said unto the young man that bare his armour, Come and 
let us go over to the Philistines^ garrison, that is on 
yonder side. But he told not his father. And Saul abode 
in the uttermost part of Gibeah under the pom^;ranate 
tiee which is in Migron : and the people that were with 
him were about six hundred men ; and Ahijah, the son of 
Ahitub, Ichabod^s brother, the son of Phinehas, the son 
of Eli, the priest of the Lord in Shiloh, wearing an 
ephod. And the people knew not that Jonathan was 
gone. And between the passes, by which Jonathan 
sought to go over unto the Philistines* garrison, there was 
a rocky crag on the one side : and a nx^ crag on the other 
side : and the name of the one was Bozez, and the name 
of the other Seneh. The one crag rose up on the north 
in front of Michmash, and the other on the south in front 
oi Geba. And Jonathan said to the young man that bare 
his armour. Come and let us go over unto the garrison of 
these undrcumdsed : it may be that the Lord will work 
for us : for there is no restraint to the Lord to save by 
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many or by few. And his armourbearer said unto him. 
Do all that is in thine heart : turn thee, behold I am with 
thee according to thy heart. Then said Jonathan, Behold, 
we will pass over unto the men, and we will discover our- 
selves unto them. If they say thus unto us, Tarry until 
we come to you ; then we will stand still in our place, and 
will not go up unto them. But if they say thus. Come up 
unto us ; then we will go up : for the Lord hath delivered 
them into our hand : and this shall be the sign unto us. 
And both of them discovered themselves unto the garrison 
of the Philistines : and the Philistines said. Behold, the 
Hebrews come forth out of the holes where they had 
hid themselves. And the men of the garrison answered 
Jonathan and his armourbearer, and said, Come up to us, 
and we will shew you a thing. And Jonathan said unto 
his armourbearer. Come up after me : for the Lord hath 
delivered them into the hand of Israel. And Jonathan 
climbed up upon his hands and upon his feet, and his 
armourbearer after him: and they fell before Jonathan; 
and his armourbearer slew them after him. And that 
first slaughter, which Jonathan and his armourbearer 
made, was about twenty men, within as it were half a 
furrow^s length in an acre of land. And there was a 
trembling in the camp, in the field, and among all the 
people ; the garrison, and the spoilers, they also trembled : 
and the earth quaked; so there was an exceeding great 
trembling. And the watchmen of Saul in Gibeah of Ben-

jamin looked, and, behold, the moltitade melted away, 
and they went hither and thither. 

Then said Saul unto the people that were with him. 
Number now, and see who is gone from us. And when 
they had numbered, behold, Jonathan and his armour- 
bearm' were not there. And Saul said unto Ahijah, Bring 
hither the ark of God. For the ark of God was there at 
that time with the children of Israel. And it came to 
pass, while Saul talked unto the priest, that the tumult 
that was in the camp of the Philistines went on and in- 
creased : and Saul said unto the priest. Withdraw thine 
hand. And Saul and all the people that were with him 
were gathered together, and came to the battle: and, 
behold, every man^s sword was against his fellow, and 
there was a very great discomfiture. Now the Hebrews 
that were with the Philistines as beforetime, which went 
vp with them into the camp from the country round 
about; even they also turned to be with the Israelites 
that were with Saul and Jonathan. Likewise all the men 
of Israel which had hid themselves in the hill country of 
Ephraim, when they heard that the Philistines fled, even 
they also followed hard after them in the battle. So the 
Lord saved Israd that day : and the batde passed oves 
by Beth-aven. 

And the men of Israel were distressed that day : bv^t 
Saul adjured the people, saying, Cursed be the man tb> 
eateth any food until it be evening, and I be avenged on 
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Amalekites. And Saul smote the Amalekites, from Havi- 
lah as thou goest to Shur, that is before Egypt. And he 
took Agag the king of the Amalekites alive, and utterly 
destroyed all the people with the edge of the sword. But 
Saul and the people spared Agag, and the best of the 
sheep, and of the oxen, and of the fatlings, and the lambs, 
and all that was good, and would not utterly destroy 
them : but every thing that was vile and refuse, that they 
destroyed utterly. 

Then came the word of the Lord unto Samuel, saying, 
It repenteth me that I have set up Saul to be king : for 
he is turned back from following me, and hath not per- 
formed my commandments. And Samuel was wroth; 
and he cried unto the Lord all night. And Samuel rose 
early to meet Saul in the morning ; and it was told Sam- 
uel, saying, Saul came to Carmel, and, behold, he set him 
up a monument^ and is gone about, and passed on, and 
gone down to Gilgal. And Samuel came to Saul: and 
Saul said unto him, Blessed be thou of the Lord : I have 
performed the commandment of the Lord. And Samuel 
said. What meaneth then this bleating of the sheep in 
mine ears, and the lowing of the oxen which I hear? 
And Saul said. They have brought them from the Amale- 
kites : for the people spared the best of the sheep and of 
the oxen, to sacrifice unto the Lord thy God ; and the 
rest we have utterly destroyed. Then Samuel said unto 
Saul, Stay, and I will tell thee what the Lord bath said 
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to me thift night. And he said onto him. Say on. And 
Samuel said. Though thoa wast tittle in thine own sight, 
wast dioQ not made the head of the tribes of Israel? 
And the Lord anointed thee king over Israel; and the 
Lord sent diee on a joomej, and said, Go and utteriy 
destroy the sinners the Amalekites, and fight against them 
mitil they be oonsomed. Wherefore then didst thoa not 
obey the voice of the Lord, bat didst fly opon the spoil, 
and didst that which was evil in the sight of the Lord? 
And Sanl said onto Samael, Yea, I have obeyed the voice 
of the Lord, and have gone the way which the Lord 
sent me, and have brought Agag the long of Amalek, and 
have utteriy destroyed the Amalekites. But the peojJe 
took of the spoil, sheep and oxen, the chief of the devoted 
tidngs, to sacrifice unto the Lord thy God in Gilgal. 
And Samuel said. Hath the Lord as great deUght in 
bomt offerings and sacrifices, as in obeying the voice of 
the Lord? Behold, to obey is better than sacrifice, and 
to hearken than the fat of rams. For rebellion is as the 
sin of witchcraft, and stubbornness is as idolatry and tera- 
phim. Because thou hast rejected the word of the Lord, 
he hath also rejected thee from being king. And Saul 
said unto Samuel, I have sinned : for I have transgressed 
the commandment of the Lord, and thy words : because 
I feared the people, and obeyed their voice. Now there- 
fore, I pray thee, pardon my sin, and turn again with me, 
that I may worship the Lord. And Samuel said unto 
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Saul, I win not reCom widi thee: for thoa hast rejected 
the word of the Lord, aad the Lokd hath rejected thee 
from being long orer Israel. And as Sanni^ tamed about 
to go awajTy he laid bold upon the sldrt of his robe, and it 
rent. And Samod said unto him. The Lord hath tent 
the kingdom of Israel from thee this day, and hath given 
it to a neighbour of thine, that is better than thou. And 
also the Strength of Israel will not lie nor repent : for he 
is not a man, that he should repent. Then he said, I 
have sinned : yet honour me now, I pray thee, before the 
elders oi my people, and before Israel, and torn again with 
me, that I may worship the Lord thy God. So Samnel 
turned again after Saul ; and Saul worshipped the Lord. 

Then said Samuel, Bring ye hither to me Agag the 
of the Amaleldtes. And Agag came unto him dt 
And Agag said. Surely the bitterness of deadi is past. 
And Samuel said. As thy sword hath made women child- 
less, so shall thy mother be childless among women. 
And Samuel hewed Agag in pieces before the Lord in 
Gilgal. 

Then Samuel went to Ramah ; and Saul went up to his 
house to Gibeah of Saul. And Samuel came no more to 
see Saul until the day of his death ; for Samuel mourned 
for Saul : and the Lord repented that he had made Saul 
king over Israel. 
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The Anointing of David 

And the Lord said unto Samuel, How long wflt dioa 
mourn tor Saul, seeing I have rejected him from being king 
over Israel? fill thine horn with oil« and go, I will send 
diee to Jesse the Beth-lehemite : for I have provided me 
a king among his sons. And Samuel said. How can I go? 
if Sanl hear it, he will loll me. And the Lord said. Take 
an heifer with thee, and say, I am come to sacrifice to the 
Lord. And call Jesse to the sacrifice, and I will shew 
thee what thoa shalt do : and thou shalt anoint unto me 
him idiom I name unto thee. And Samuel did that 
which the Lord spake, and came to Beth-lehem. And 
the elders of the dty came to meet him trembling, and 
said, Comest thou peaceably? And he said. Peaceably: 
I am come to sacrifice unto the Lord : sanctify yourselves, 
and come with me to the sacrifice. And he sanctified 
Jesse and his sons, and called them to the sacrifice. And 
it came to pass, when they were come, that he looked on 
Eliab, and said. Surely the Lord's anointed is before him. 
But the Lord said unto Samuel, Look not on his counte- 
nance, or on the height of his stature ; because I have re- 
jected him : for the Lord seeth not as man seeth ; for man 
loc^th on the outward appearance, but the Lord looketh 
on the heart. Then Jesse called Abinadab, and made 
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him pass before Samuel. And he said. Neither hatb the 
Lord chosen this. Then Jesse made Shammah to pass 
by. And he said. Neither hath the Lord chosen this. 
And Jesse made seven of his sons to pass before Samuel. 
And Samuel said unto Jesse, The Lord hath not chosen 
these. And Samuel said unto Jesse, Are here all thy chil- 
dren? And he said, There remaineth yet the youngest, 
and, behold, he keepeth the sheep. And Samud said 
unto Jesse, Send and fetch him : for we will not sit down 
till he come hither. And he sent, and brought him in. 
Now he was ruddy, and withal of a beautiful countenance, 
and goodly to look upon. And the Lord said, Arise, 
anoint him : for this is he. Then Samuel took the horn 
of oil, and anointed him in the midst of his brethren : and 
the spirit of the Lord came mightily upon David from 
that day forward. So Samuel rose up, and went to 
Ramah. 



The Feud of Saul and David 

Now the spirit of the Lord had departed from Saul, and 
an evil spirit from the Lord troubled him. And Sanies 
servants said unto him, Behold now, an evil spirit from 
God troubleth thee. Let our lord now command thy ser- 
vants, which are before thee, to seek out a man who is m 
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conning player on the harp : and it shall come to pass, 
iHien die evil spirit from God is upon thee, that he shall 
play with his hand, and thou shalt be well. And Saul said 
unto his servants. Provide me now a man that can play 
well, and bring him to me. Then answered one of the 
young men, and said, Behold, I have seen a son of Jesse 
the Beth-lehemite, that is cunning in plajdng, and a mighty 
man of valour, and a man of war, and prudent in qx^ch, 
and a comely person, and the Lord is with him. Where- 
fae Saul sent messengers unto Jesse, and said, Send me 
David thy son, which is with the sheep. And Jesse took 
an ass laden with bread, and a bottle of wine, and a Idd, 
and sent them by David his son unto Saul. And David 
came to Saul, and stood before him : and he loved him 
gieady ; and he became his armourbearer. And Saul sent 
to Jesse, ssLjingj Let David, I pray thee, stand before me ; 
for he hath found favour in my sight. And it came to 
pass, when the evil spirit from God was upon Saul, that 
David took the harp, and played with his hand : so Saul 
was refreshed, and was well, and the evil spirit departed 
from him. 

Now the Philistines gathered together their armies to 
batde, and they were gathered together at Socoh, which 
belongeth to Judah, and pitched between Socoh and Aze- 
kah, in Ephes-dammim. And Saul and the men of Israel 
were gathered together, and pitched in the vale of £lah, 
and set the battle in array against the Philistines. And

the Philistines stood on the mountain on the one side, and 
Israel stood on the mountain on the other side : and there 
was a valley between them. And there went out a cham- 
pion out of the camp of the Philistines, named Goliath, of 
Gath, whose height was six cubits and a span. And he 
had an helmet of brass upon his head, and he was dad 
with a coat of mail ; and the weight of the coat was five 
thousand shekels of brass. And he had greaves of brass 
upon his legs, and a javelin of brass between his shoulders. 
And the staff of his spear was like a weaver^s beam ; and 
his spear^s head weighed six hundred shekels of iron: 
and his shieldbearer went before him. And he stood and 
cried unto the armies of Israel, and said unto them. Why 
are ye come out to set your battle in array? am not I a 
Philistine, and ye servants to Saul? choose you a man for 
you, and let him come down to me. If he be able to fight 
with me, and kill me, then will we be your servants : but 
if I prevail against him, and kill him, then shall ye be our 
servants, and serve us. And the Philistine said, I defy the 
armies of Israel this day; give me a man, that we may 
fight together. And when Saul and all Israel heard those 
words of the Philistine, they were dismayed, and greatly 
afraid. 

Now David was the son of that Ephrathite of Beth- 
lehem-judah, whose name was Jesse; and he had eight 
sons : and the man was an old man in the days of Saul, 
stricken in years among men. And the three eldest sons 
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of Jesse had gone after Saol to tbe battle : and the names 
of his three sons tiiat went to the battle were Eliab the 
ItsUxitn , and next onto him Abinadab, and the third 
Shammah. And Dayid was the yoongest : and the three 
ddcsl followed Saul. Now David went to and fro from 
Sanl to feed his fi&ther's sheep at Beth-lehem. And the 
FfiHistine drew near morning and evening, and presented 
himsdf fortj days. 

And Jesse said mito David his son, Take now fin* th j 
biethren an ephah oi this pardied com, and these ten 
loaves, and carry them qoiddy to the camp to thy breth- 
ren ; and bring these ten cheeses unto the captain of their 
liKNisand, and lo<^ how thy brethren £ire, and take their 
ple^e. Now Sanl, and they, and all the men of Israel, 
were in the vale of Elah, fighting with the Philistines. 
And David rose up eariy in the morning, and left the sheep 
with a keeper, and took, and went, as Jesse had com- 
Bumded him; and he came to the place of the wagons, 
as the host which was going forth to the fight shouted for 
the battle. And Israel and tbe Philistines put the battle 
in array, army against army. And David left his baggage 
in the hand of the keeper of the baggage, and ran to the 
army, and came and saluted his brethren. And as he 
talked with them, behold, there came up the champion, 
the Philistine of Gatlu Goliath by name, out of the ranks 
of the Philistines, and spake according to the same words : 
and David heard them. And all the men of Israel, when 
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they saw the man, fled from him, and were sore afraid. 
And the men of Israel said, Have ye seen this man that 
is come up ? surely to defy Israel is he come up : and it 
shall be, that the man who killeth him, the king will enrich 
him with great riches, and will give him his daughter, and 
make his father^s house free in Israel. And David spake 
to the men that stood by him, saying. What shall be done 
to the man that killeth this Philistine, and taketh away 
the reproach from Israel? for who is this undrcumcised 
Philistine, that he should defy the armies of the living 
God? And the people answered him after this manner, 
saying, So shall it be done to the man that killeth him. 
And Eliab his eldest brother heard when he spake unto 
the men; and Eliab^s anger was kindled against David, 
and he said. Why art thou come down? and with whom 
hast thou left those few sheep in the wilderness? I know 
thy pride, and the naughtiness of thine heart; for thou 
art come down that thou mightest see the battle. And 
David said. What have I now done? Is there not a cause? 
And he turned away from him toward another, and spake 
after the same manner: and the people answered him 
again after the former manner. And when the words 
were heard which David spake, they rehearsed them be- 
fore Saul ; and he sent for him. And David said to Saul, 
Let no man^s heart fail because of him ; thy servant will 
go and fight with this Philistine. And Saul said to David, 
Thou art not able to go against this Philistine to fight 
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vtfh him : ibr thoa art but a yoath, and he a man of war 
from Ids joodi. And David said unto Sanl, Thy servant 
hept Ids fiUhcr^ sheep ; and when there came a lion, or a 
bear, and took a kunb oat of the flock, I went out after 
Idm, and smote him, and delivered it oat of his moath : 
and when he arose against me, I caught him by his beard, 
and smote him, and slew him. Thy servant smote both 
the lion and the bear: and this midrcamdsed Philistine 
shall be as one ai them, seeing he hath defied the armies 
of the living God. And David said. The Lord that deliv- 
ered me out of the paw of the lion, and oat of the paw of 
the bear, he will ddiver me oat of the hand of this Philis- 
tine. And Sanl said onto David, Go, and the Lord shall 
be widi thee. And Sanl dad David with his apparel, and 
he pot an helmet of brass upon his head, and he dad him 
with a coot of mail. And David girded his sword upon 
his sqjparel, and he assayed to go ; for he had not proved 
it. And David said onto Saul, I cannot go with these ; 
far I have not proved them. And David put them off 
him. And he took his staff in his hand, and chose him 
£wt smooth stones oat of the brook, and pat them in 
the shepherd's bag which he had, even in his scrip ; and 
his sling was in his hand: and he drew near to the 



And the Philistine came on and drew near unto David ; 
and the man that bare the shield went before him. And 
iHien the PhUistine looked abont^ and saw David, he di& 
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dained him : for he was but a youth, and niddy, and withal 
of a fair countenance. And the Philistine said unto David, 
Am I a dog, that thou comest to me with staves ? And the 
Philistine cursed David by his gods. And the Philistine 
said to David, Come to me, and I will give thy flesh unto 
the fowls of the air, and to the beasts of the field. Then 
said David to the Philistine, Thou comest to me with a 
sword, and with a spear, and with a javelin : but I come 
to thee in the name of the Lord of hosts, the God of the 
armies of Israel, which thou hast defied. This day will 
the Lord deliver thee into mine hand ; and I will smite 
thee, and take thine head from off thee ; and I will give 
the carcases of the host of the Philistines this day unto the 
fowls of the air, and to the wild beasts of the earth ; that 
all the earth may know that there is a God in Israel ; and 
that all this assembly may know that the Lord saveth not 
with sword and spear : for the battle is the LoRD% and 
he will give you into our hand. And it came to pass, 
when the Philistine arose, and came and drew nigh to meet 
David, that David hastened, and ran toward the army to 
meet the Philistine. And David put his lutnd in his bskg, 
and took thence a stone, and slang it, and smote the Phi- 
listine in his forehead ; and the stone sank into his fore- 
head, and he fell upon his face to the earth. So David 
prevailed over the Philistine with a sling and with a stone, 
and smote the Philistine, and slew him ; but there was no 
sword in the hand of David. Then David ran, and stood 
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over the Philistme, and took his sword, and drew it oat of 
the sheath thereol^ and slew him, and cat off his head there- 
with. And when the Philistines saw that their champion 
was dead, they fled. And the men of Israel and of Jadah 
arose^ and shoated, and pursued the Philistines, until thou 
oomest to Gai, and to the gates of Elkron. And the 
woonded of the Philistines fell down by the way to Shaa- 
laim, even onto Gath, and unto Ekron. And the children 
of Israel returned from chasing after the Philistines, and 
they ^Kuled their camp. And David took the head of 
the Philistine, and brought it to Jerusalem ; but he put his 
armour in his tent. 

And when Saul saw David go forth against the Philistine, 
lie said unto Abner, the captain of the host, Abner, whose 
son is this youth? And Abner said. As thy soul liveth, O 
king, I cannot teU. And the king said. Inquire thou whose 
son the stripling is. And as David returned from the 
sfauighter of the Philistine, Abner took him, and brought 
him before Saul with the head of the Philistine in his hand. 
And Saul said to him. Whose son art thou, thou young 
man? And David answered, I am the son of thy servant 
Jesse the Beth-lehemite. And it came to pass, when he 
had made an end of speaking unto Saul, that the soul of 
Jonathan was knit with the soul of David, and Jonathan 
loved him as his own soul. And Saul took him that day, 
and would let him go no more home to his father^s house. 
Then Jonathan and David made a covenant, because he 
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loved him as his own soul. And Jonathan stripped him- 
self of the robe that was upon him, and gave it to David, 
and his apparel, even to his sword, and to his bow, and to 
his girdle. And David went out whithersoever Saul sent 
him, and behaved himself wisely : and Saul set him over the 
men of war, and it was good in the sight of all the people, 
and also in the sight of Saul^s servants. 

And it came to pass as they came, when David returned 
from the slaughter of the Philistine, that the women came 
out of all the cities of Israel, singing and dancing, to meet 
king Saul, with timbrels, with joy, and with instruments of 
music. And the women sang one to another in their play, 
and said, 

Saul hath slain his thousands. 
And David his ten thousands. 

And Saul was very wroth, and this saying displeased him ; 
and he said, They have ascribed unto David ten thousands, 
and to me they have ascribed but thousands : and what 
can he have more but the kingdom? And Saul eyed David 
from that day and forward. 

And it came to pass on the morrow, that an evil spirit 
from God came mightily upon Saul, and he prophesied in 
the midst of the house : and David played with hb hand, 
as he did day by day : and Saul had his spear in his hand. 
And Saul cast the spear ; for he said, I will smite David 
even to the waU. And David avoided out of his presence 
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twice. And Sanl was afraid of David, because the Lord 
waswidi him, and was departed from Saul. Therefore 
Saul removed him from him, and made him his captain 
over a thousand ; and he went oat and came in before the 
people. And David behaved himself wisely in all his ways ; 
and the Lord was with him. And when Saul saw that he 
behaved himself very wisely, he stood in awe of him. But 
all Israd and Judah loved David; for he went out and 
came in before them. 

And Saul said to David, Behold, my elder daughter Me- 
lab^ her will I give thee to wife : only be thou valiant fior 
me, and fi|^t the Lord^ battles. For Saul said, Let not 
mine hand be upon him, but let the hand of the Philistines 
be iqx>n him. And David said unto Saul, Who am I, and 
what is my life, or my father's funily in Israel, that I should 
be son in law to the king? But it came to pass at the time 
whesk Merab Saul*s daughter should have been given to 
David, that she was given unto Adriel the Meholathite to 
wife. And Michal Saul*s daughter loved David : and they 
told Saul, and the thing pleased him. And Saul said, I 
will give him her, that she may be a snare to him, and that 
the hand of the Philistines may be against him. Where- 
lore Saul said to David, Thou shalt this day be my son in 
law a second time. And Saul commanded his servants, 
saying, Conmiune with David secretly, and say. Behold, 
the king hath delight in thee, and all his servants love 
thee : now therefore be the king's son in law. And Saul^ 
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I pr^ttee^takBrheedta t&ygdf in. t&e morrtrn^ and abidr 
m a. secret pface, and hide tiiysdf : and I wSL ^ oni: ami 
stsnd besde my fidJior in t±e fidd where thou ar^ and I 
will Gommnne witit my 6^har of thee ; ami if I see aog^^ 
i wiSO, tdl thee> And Jonathan spake gpod of Dtarid onto 
Saol his JathfTy and said mtta him^ Let m^ tiEte Idng: stu 
agamsthis servant^ against David; because he hadk BOt 
snaed ag^onst titee^ and because his works have beea to 
t&ee ward v^rj gpodi fibr he pat his life in his hand^aiui 
SDOte the Philistine^ and tibe Losld wtuught a great nc^ 
tocjfiarall Lsael: than sawcst it^ and didst rqoice : whccc^ 
fare then wilt thoagn^^ainstTTmocettt bloody to slay Darld 
withoBt a.caase? And SanI hearkened onto the Toice of 
Jonaikan : and SanI awarcr As the Losld lireth^ he shall 
Bot be pot to death. And Jonathan called DaTid^ and 
Jonathan shewed him all those things. And Jcoaltibaat 
hroi^t Da¥id to Sanl^ and he was in his presence,, as be* 



And there was war again: and David west out^ and 
faoght with the Philistines, and slew them with a great 
slanghter; and they fled before him. And an evil spirit 
firom the Lcmld was opon SanI, as he sat in his house with 
his spear in his hand ; and Darid played with his hand. 
And Saol son^t to smite David even to the wall with the 
spear ; but he slipped away oat of Sanies presence, and he 
smote the spear into the wall : and David tieil, and es- 
caped thai ni^t. And Saul sent messengers unto David^s 
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house, to watch him, and to slay him in the morning : and 
Michal David^s wife told him, saying, If thou save not thy 
life tonight, tomorrow thou shalt be slain. So Michal let 
David down through the window : and he went, and fled, 
and escaped. And Michal took the teraphim, and laid it 
in the bed, and put a pillow of goats^ hair at the head 
thereof, and covered it with the clothes. And when Saul 
sent messengers to take David, she said, He is sick. And 
Saul sent the messengers to see David, saying. Bring him 
up to me in the bed, that I may slay him. And when the 
messengers came in, behold, the teraphim was in the bed, 
with the pillow of goats^ hair at the head thereof And 
Saul said unto Michal, Why hast thou deceived me thus, 
and let mine enemy go, that he is escaped ? And Michal 
answered Saul, He said unto me, Let me go ; why should 
I kill thee? 

Now David fled, and escaped, and came to Samuel to 
Ramah, and told him all that Saul had done to him. 
And he and Samuel went and dwelt in Naioth. And it 
was told Saul, saying. Behold, David is at Naioth in Ra- 
mah. And Saul sent messengers to take David: and 
when they saw the company of the prophets prophesying, 
and Samuel standing as head over them, the spuit of God 
came upon the messengers of Saul, and they also prophe- 
sied. And when it was told Saul, he sent other mes- 
sengers, and they also prophesied. And Saul sent 
messengers again the third time, and they also proph- 
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Tlien went he also to Ramah, and came to the 
great wdl that is in Seen : and he asked and said. Where 
are Samad and David? And one said, BehoM, they be 
at Naioth in Ramah. And he went thither to Naioth in 
Ramah : and the spirit of God came upon him also, and 
he went on, and prophesied, until he came to Naioth in 
Ramah. And he also strii^>ed off his dothes, and he 
also prophesied before Samuel, and lay down naked all 
that day and all that night. Wherdbre they say. Is Saul 
also among the prophets? 

And David fled from Naioth in Ramah, and came and 
said before Jonathan, What have I done? what is mine 
iniquily? and what is my sin before thy father, that he 
scckcth my life? And he said onto him, God forbid; 
tiioo shalt not die: behold, my father doeth nothing 
cither great or small, but that he disdoseth it unto me : 
and why should my &ther hide this thing from me? it is 
not so. And David sware moreover, and said. Thy 
hibcr knoweth well that I have found grace in thine 
tyts ; and he saith. Let not Jonathan know this, lest he 
be grieved : but truly as the Lord liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, there is but a step between me and death. Then 
said Jonathan unto David, Whatsoever thy soul desireth, 
I win even do it for thee. And David said unto Jona- 
than, Behold, tomorrow is the new moon, and I should 
not £ul to sit with the king at meat : but let me go that I 
may hide myself in the field unto the third day at even. 
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If thy father mbs me at all, then say, David earnestly 
asked leave of me that he might run to Beth-lehem his 
city : for it is the yearly sacrifice there for all the &mily. 
If he say thus, It is well ; thy servant shall have peace : 
but if he be wroth, then know that evil is determined by 
him. Therefore deal kindly with thy servant; for thou 
hast brought thy servant into a covenant of the Lord 
with thee : but if there be in me iniquity, slay me thyself; 
for why shouldest thou bring me to thy £ither? And 
Jonathan said, Far be it from thee : for if I should at all 
know that evil were determined by my £«ither to come 
upon thee, then would not I tell it thee? Then said David 
to Jonathan, Who shall tell me if perchance thy &ther 
answer thee roughly? And Jonathan said unto David, 
Come and let us go out into the field. And they went 
out both of them into the field. 

And Jonathan said unto David, The Lord, the God of 
Israel, be witness ; when I have sounded my &ther about 
this time tomorrow, or the third day, behold, if there be 
good toward David, shall I not then send unto thee, and 
disclose it unto thee? The Lord do so to Jonathan, and 
more also, should it please my Either to do thee evil« if I 
disdose it not unto thee, and send thee away, thai thoa 
mav^est go in peace : and the Lord be with thee, as ht 
hath been with my £ither. And thou shalt not only while 
yet I live shew me the kindness of the Lord, that I die 
BoC : bat also thoa shalt not cat off thy kindaes inMB m^ 
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for eter: no^ boI wben tlie Lokd loth cot off the 
of Di2¥id evcfy one from the fact ci the caith. 
So Jonathan made a covenant with the hoose of Dxvid^ 
aa^iii^ And the Lord shall rcqoiie h at the hand of 
Iterid^ enemies. And Jonathan caused David to swear 
9gmf lor the love that he had to him : for he loved him 
as he kyved his <Mm sool. Then Jonathan said nnto him, 
TooMirrow is the new moon : and thoo shah be missed, 
bccanse thy seat will be empty. And when thoo hast 
slayvd three days, thoo shah go down qoiddT, and come 
to the iriace where thoo didst hide thyself when the 
t"i""^*« was in hand, and shalt remain by the stone 
£«L And I win shoot three arrows on the side thereof 
as tfaoogfa I shot at a mark. And, behead, I will send the 
lad, saying Go, find the arrows. If I say onto the lad. 
Behold, the arrows are on this side of thee : take them, 
and OHne ; for there is peace to thee and no hort, as the 
LOKD liveth. Bot if I say thus onto the boy. Behold, the 
arrows are beyond thee : go thy way ; for the Lord hath 
sent thee away. And as tooching the matter which thoo 
and I have spoken o^ belu^d, the Lord is between thee 
and me for ever. 

So David hid himself in the field : and when the new 
moon was come, the king sat him down to eat meat. 
And the king sat upon his seat, as at other times, even 
iqK>n the seat by the wall ; and Jonathan stood up, and 
Abncr sat by Saul's side : bat David^s place was empty. 
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Nevertheless Saul spake not any thing that day : for he 
thought, Something hath befallen him, he is not clean; 
surely he is not clean. And it came to pass on the mor- 
row after the new moon, which was the second day, that 
David^s place was empty: and Saul said unto Jonathan 
his son, Wherefore cometh not the son of Jesse to meat, 
neither yesterday, nor today? And Jonathan answered 
Saul, David earnestly asked leave of me to go to Beth-le- 
hem : and he said. Let me go, I pray thee ; for our family 
hath a sacrifice in the city ; and my brother, he hath com- 
manded me to be there : and now, if I have found £&vour 
in thine eyes, let me get away, I pray thee, and see my 
brethren. Therefore he is not come unto the king^s table. 
Then SauPs anger was kindled against Jonathan, and 
he said unto him, Thou son of a perverse rebellious 
woman, do not I know that thou hast chosen the son of 
Jesse to thine own shame, and unto the shame of thy 
mother^s nakedness? For as long as the son of Jesse 
liveth upon the ground, thou shalt not be stablished, nor 
thy kingdom. Wherefore now send and fetch him unto 
me, for he shall surely die. And Jonathan answered Saul 
his father, and said unto him, Wherefore should he be 
put to death? what hath he done? And Saul cast his 
spear at him to smite him: whereby Jonathan knew 
that it was determined of his father to put David to 
death. So Jonathan arose from the table in fierce anger, 
and did eat no meat the second day of the month : for 
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he was grieved for David, because his father had done 
him shame. 

And it came to pass in the morning, that Jonathan 
went out into the field at the time appointed with David, 
and a little lad with him. And he said onto his lad, Ron, 
find now the arrows which I shoot. And as the lad ran, 
he shot an arrow beyond him. And when the lad was 
come to the jdace of the arrow which Jonathan had shot, 
Jonathan died after the lad, and said. Is not the arrow 
befcmd thee? And Jonathan cried after the lad. Make 
qieed, haste, stay not. And Jonathan's lad gathered up 
the arrows, and came to his master. But the lad knew 
not any thing : only Jonathan and David knew the matter. 
And Jonathan gave his weapons wito his lad, and said 
onto him. Go, carry them to the dty. And as soon as 
the lad was gone, David arose out of a place toward the 
Sooth, and fell on his £ice to the ground, and bowed him- 
self three times : and they kissed one another, and wept 
one with another, until David exceeded. And Jonathan 
said to David, Go in peace, forasmuch as we have sworn 
both of us in the name of the Lord, saying. The Lord 
shall be between me and thee, and between my seed and 
thy seed, for ever. And he arose and departed: and 
Jonathan went into the dty. 

Then came David to Nob to Ahimelech the priest : and 
Ahimelech came to meet David trembling, and said unto 
him. Why art thou alone, and no man with thee? And 
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David said unto Ahimelech the priest, The king hath 
commanded me a business, and hath said unto me, Let no 
man know any thing of the business whereabout I send 
thee, and what I have commanded thee : and I have ap- 
pointed the young men to such and such a place. Now 
therefore what is under thine hand? give me five loaves of 
bread in mine hand, or whatsoever there is present. And 
the priest answered David, and said, There is no common 
bread under mine hand, but there is holy bread ; if only 
the young men have kept themselves from women. And 
David answered the priest, and said unto him, Of a truth 
women have been kept from us about these three da3rs ; 
when I came out, the vessels of the young men were holy, 
though it was but a common journey; how much more 
then today shall their vessels be holy? So the priest 
gave him holy bread : for there was no bread there bnt 
the shewbread, that was taken from before the Lord, to 
put hot bread in the day when it was taken away. Now 
a certain man of the servants of Saul was there that day, 
detained before the Lord ; and his name was Doeg the 
Edomite, the chiefest of the herdmen that belonged to 
Saul. And David said unto Ahimelech, And is there not 
here under thine hand spear or sword? for I have neither 
brought my sword nor my weapons with me, because the 
king^s business required haste. And the priest said, The 
sword of Goliath the Philistine, whom thou slewest in the 
vale of Elah, behold, it is here wrapped in a cloth behind 
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the ephod : if thoa wilt take that, take it : for there is no 
other save that here. And David said. There is none like 
that ; give it me. 

And David arose, and fled that day for fear of Saol, and 
went to Achish the Idng of Gath. And the servants of 
Achish said unto him. Is not this David the king t^ the 
land? did they not sing one to another of him in ^^^^r^^, 
saying, 

Saul hath slain his thousands, 
And David his ten thousands? 

And David laid up these words in his heart, and was sore 
afraid of Achish the king of Gath. And he changed hb 
behaviour b^ore them, and feigned himself mad in their 
hands, and scrabbled on the doors of the gate, and let his 
spittle hm down upon his beard. Then said Achish unto 
his servants, Lo, ye see the man is mad : wherefore then 
have ye brought him to me? Do I lack mad men, that ye 
have brought this fellow to play the mad man in my pres- 
ence? shall this fellow come into my house? 

David therefore departed thence, and escaped to the 
cave of Adullam: and when his brethren and all his 
father's house heard it, they went down thither to him. 
And every one that was in distress, and every one that 
was in debt, and every one that was discontented, gath- 
ered themselves unto him; and he became captain over 
them : and there were with him about four hundred men.

And David said unto Abiathar, I knew on that 
day, when Doeg* the Edomite was there, that he would 
surely tell Saul : I have occasioned the death of all the 
persons of thy father^s house.

And they told David, saying. Behold, the Philistines are 
fighting against Keilah, and they rob the threshingfloors.

And there was a man in Maon, whose possessions were 
in Carmel ; and the man was very great, and he had three 
thousand sheep, and a thousand goats : and he was shear- 
ing his sheep in Carmel.

And David 
sc-nt ten young men, and David said unto the young men, 
Ccl yuu up to Carmel, and go to Nat>al, and greet him in 
my namf : and thus shall ye saj to him that liveth in 
pruvperity, Peace be both unto thee, and peace be to thine 
house, and peace be unto all that thou hast. And now I 
have heard that thou hast shearers : thj shepherdi have 
noiv been with us, and we did them no hurt, ndther wu 
there aught missing unto them, all the while they wen In 
Carmel. Ask (hy young nen, and they wOl tdl due: 
wherefore let (he young men find finonr in tUne eyn; 
for wc come in a good day : give, I pray ibee, i 
Cometh to thine hand, unto thy Mrvants, and 
David, And when David's yoimg men aai 
to Nal>al according to all thi.i-u- words in 
David, and ceased. And N.ili.il anm«nt' 
vants, and said, Who i* Davldfj 
Jc«sc? tlhiTo iip many s 
away every ni-iti from hia j 
bread, and t 
my sheiKn, m 
whenn d 
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on every man his sword. And they girded on every man 
his sword ; and David also girded on his sword : and there 
went up after David about four hundred men; and two 
hundred abode by the stuff. 

But one of the young men told Abigail, Nabal^s wife, 
saying, Behold, David sent messengers out of the wild^- 
ness to salute our master ; and he flew upon them. But 
the men were veiy good unto us, and we were not hurt, 
neith^ missed we anything, as long as we were conversant 
with them, when we were in the fields : they were a wall 
nnto us both by night and by day, all the while we were 
with them keeping the sheep. Now th^efore know and 
^consider what thou wilt do ; for evil is determined against 
oar master, and against all his house : for he b such a son 
of Belial, that one cannot speak to him. Then Abigail 
made haste, and took two hundred loaves, and two bottles 
of wine, and five sheep ready dressed, and five measures 
of parched com, and an hundred clusters of raisins, and 
two hundred cakes of figs, and laid them on asses. And 
she said unto her young men. Go on before me ; behold, I 
come after you. But she told not her husband NabaL 
And it was so, as she rode on h^ ass, and came down by 
the covert of the mountain, that, behold, David and his 
men came down against h^; and she met them. Now 
David had said. Surely in vain have I kept all that this 
fellow hath in the wilderness, so that nothing was missed 
of all that pertained unto him : and he hath returned me 
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evil for good. God do so unto the enemies of David, and 
more also, if I leave of all that pertain to him by the morn- 
ing light so much as one man child. And when Abigail 
saw David, she hasted, and lighted off her ass, and fell 
before David on her face, and bowed herself to the ground. 
And she fell at his feet, and said, Upon me, my lord, upon 
me be the iniquity : and let thine handmaid, I pray thee, 
speak in thine ears, and hear thou the words of thine 
handmaid. Let not my lord, I pray thee, regard this man 
of Belial, even Nabal : for as his name is, so is he ; ' Nabai ' 
is his name, and ' folly * is with him : but I thine handmaid 
saw not the young men of my lord, whom thou didst send. 
Now therefore, my lord, as the Lord liveth, and as thy 
soul liveth, seeing the Lord hath withholden thee from 
bloodguiltiness, and from avenging thyself with thine own 
hand, now therefore let thine enemies, and them that seek 
evil to my lord, be as Nabal. And now this present which 
thy servant hath brought unto my lord, let it be given unto 
the young men that follow my lord. Forgive, I pray thee, 
the trespass of thine handmaid : for the Lord will certainly 
make my lord a sure bouse, because my lord figbteth the 
battles of the Lord ; and evil shall not be found in thee 
all thy days. And though man be risen up to pursue thee, 
and to seek thy soul, yet the soul of my lord shall be 
bound in the bundle of life with the Lord thy God ; and 
the souls of thine enemies, them shall he sling out, as 
from the boUow of a sling. And it shall come to pass. 
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when the Lord shall have done to my lord according 
to all the good that he hath spoken concerning thee, and 
shall have appointed thee prince over Israel; that this 
shall be no grief unto thee, nor offence of heart onto my 
lordy either that thou hast shed blood causeless, or that 
my lord hath avenged himself: and when the Lord shall 
have dealt well with my lord, then remember thine hand- 
maid. And David said to Abigail, Blessed be the Lord, 
the God of Israel, which sent thee this day to meet me : 
and blessed be thy wisdom, and blessed be thou, which 
hast kept me diis day from bloodguiltiness, and from 
avenging mjrself with mine own hand. For in very deed, 
as the Lord, the God of Israel, liveth, which hath with- 
holden me from hurting thee, except thou hadst hasted 
and come to meet me, surely there had not been left unto 
Nabal by the morning light so much as one man child. 
So David received of her hand that which she had brought 
him: and he said unto her, Go up in peace to thine 
house; see, I have hearkened to thy voice, and have 
accepted thy person. 

And Abigail came to Nabal ; and behold, he held a feast 
in his house, like the feast of a long ; and Nabal^s heart 
was merry within him, for he was very drunken : wherefore 
she told him nothing, less or more, until the morning light. 
And it came to pass in the morning, when the wine was 
gone out of Nabal, that his wife told him these things, 
and his heart died within him, and be became as a stone. 
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And it came to pass about ten days after, that the Lord 
smote Nabal, that he died. And when David heard that 
Nabal was dead, he said, Blessed be the Lord, that hath 
pleaded the cause of my reproach from the hand of Nabal, 
and hath kept back his servant from evil : and the evil- 
doing of Nabal hath the Lord returned upon his own head. 
And David sent and spake concerning Abigail, to take her 
to him to wife. And when the servants of David were 
come to Abigail to Carmel, they spake unto her, saying, 
David hath sent us unto thee, to take thee to him to wife. 
And she arose, and bowed herself with her hct to the 
earth, and said. Behold, thine handmaid is a servant to 
wash the feet of the servants of my lord. And Abigail 
hasted, and arose, and rode upon an ass, with five damsels 
of hers that followed her; and she went after the mes- 
sengers of David, and became his wife. David also took 
Ahinoam of Jezreel ; and they became both of them his 
wives. Now Saul had given Michal his daughter, David^s 
wife, to Palti the son of Laish, which was of Gallim. 

And the Ziphites came unto Saul to Gibeah, saying, 
Doth not David hide himself in the hill of Hachilah, 
which is before the desert ? Then Saul arose, and went 
down to the wilderness of Ziph, having three thousand 
chosen men of Israel with him, to seek David in the wil- 
derness of Ziph. And Saul pitched in the hill of Hachilah, 
which is before the desert, by the way. But David abode 
in the wilderness, and he saw that Saul came after him 
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into the wfldemess. David therefore sent out spies, and 
understood that Saul was come of a certainty. And 
David arose, and came to the place where Saul had 
pitched : and Dax-id beheld the place where Saul lay, and 
Abner the son of Ner, the captain of his host : and Saul 
lay within the place of the wagons, and the pteople pitched 
round about him. Then answered David and said to 
Ahimelech the Hittite, and to Abishai the son of Zeruiah, 
brother to Joab, sajdng, Who will go down with me to Saul 
to the camp? And Abishai said, 1 will go down with thee. 
So David and Abishai came to the people by night : and, 
behold, Saul lay sleeping within the place of the wagons, 
with his spear stuck in the ground 3t his head : and Abner 
and the people lay round about him. Then said Abishai 
to David, God hath delivered up thine enemy into thine 
band this day: now therefore let me smite him, I pray 
thee, with the spear to the earth at one stroke, and I will 
not smite him the second time. And David said to Abi- 
shai, Destroy him not: for who can put forth his hand 
against the Lord^s anointed, and be guiltless? And 
David said, As the Lord liveth, the Lord shall smite him ; 
or his day shall come to die ; or he shall go down into 
batde, and perish. The Lord forbid that I should put 
forth mine hand against the Lord's anointed : but now 
take, I pray thee, the spear that is at his head, and the 
cruse of water, and let us go. So David took the spear 
and the cruse of water from Saul's head ; and they gat 
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them away, and no man saw it, nor knew it, neither did 
any awake: for they were all asleep; because a deep 
sleep from the Lord was £dlen upon them. 

Then David went over to the other side, and stood on 
the top of the mountain afar off; a great space being 
between them: and David cried to the people, and to 
Abner the son of Ner, saying, Answerest thou not, Abner? 
Then Abner answered and said, Who art thou that criest 
to the king? And David said to Abner, Art not thou a 
valiant man? and who is like to thee in Israel? wherefore 
then hast thou not kept watch over thy lord the king? for 
there came one of the people in to destroy the king thy 
lord. This thing is not good that thou hast done. As 
the Lord liveth, ye are worthy to die, because ye have 
not kept watch over your lord, the LoRD^s anointed. And 
now, see, where the king^s spear is, and the cruse of water 
that was at his head. And Saul knew David^s voice, and 
said. Is this thy voice, my son David? And David said. 
It is my voice, my lord, O king. And he said. Wherefore 
doth my lord pursue after his servant? for what have I 
done? or what evil is in mine hand? Now therefore, I 
pray thee, let my lord the king hear the words of his 
servant. If it be the Lord that hath stirred thee up 
against me, let him accept an offering: but if it be the 
children of men, cursed be they before the Lord; for 
they have driven me out this day that I should not deave 
unto the inheritance of the Lord, saying, Go, serve other 
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gods. Now therefore, let not my blood £dl to the earth 
away firom the presence of the Lord: for the king of 
Israel is come out to seek a flea, as when one doth hunt 
a partridge in the mouctains. Then said Saul, I have 
sinned : return, my son David : for I will no more do thee 
harm, because my life was precious in thine eyes this day : 
behind, I have played the fool, and have erred ezceedin|^y. 
And David answered and said. Behold the spear, O king! 
kt then one of the young men come over and fetch it. 
And the Lord shall render to every man his righteousness 
and his faithfulness : forasmuch as the Lord delivered 
thee into my hand today, and I would not put forth mine 
band against the Lord^s anointed. And, behold, as thy 
life was much set by this day in mine eyes, so let my life 
be much set by in the eyes of the Lord, and let him de- 
liver me out of all tribulation. Then Saul said to David, 
Blessed be thou, my son David: thou shalt both do 
mightily, and shalt surely prevaiL So David went his 
way, and Saul returned to his place. 

And David said in his heart, I shall now perish one day 
by the hand of Saul : there is nothing better for me than 
that I should escape into the land of the Philistines ; and 
Saul shall despair of me, to seek me any more in all the 
borders of Israel : so shall I escape out of his hand. And 
David arose, and passed over, he and the six hundred 
men that were with hlnu unto Achish the son of Maoch, 
king of Gath. And David dwelt with Achish at Gath, he 
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and his men, every man with his household, even David 
with his two wives, Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, and Abigail 
the Carmelitess, Nabal^s wife. And it was told Saul that 
David was fled to Gath : and he sought no more again for 
him. 

And David said unto Achish, If now I have found grace 
in thine eyes, let them give me a place in one of the cities 
in the country, that I may dwell there : for why should thy 
servant dwell in the royal city with thee ? Then Achish 
gave him Ziklag that day: wherefore Ziklag pertaineth 
unto the kings of Judah unto this day. 

And the number of the days that David dwelt in the 
country of the Philistines was a full year and four months. 
And David and his men went up, and made a raid upon 
the Geshurites, and the Girzites, and the Amalekites : for 
those nations were the inhabitants of the land, which were 
of old, as thou goest to Shur, even unto the land of Egypt 
And David smote the land, and saved neither man nor 
woman alive, and took away the sheep, and the oxen, and 
the asses, and the camels, and the apparel ; and he re- 
turned, and came to Achish. And Achish said. Whither 
have ye made a raid today ? And David said, Against the 
South of Judah, and against the South of the Jerahmeelites, 
and against the South of the Kenites. And David saved 
neither man nor woman alive, to bring them to Gath, 
saying. Lest they should tell on us, saying, So did David, 
and so hath been his manner all the while he hath dwelt 
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in the country of the Philistines. And Achish believed 
David, saying, He hath made his people Israel utteriy to 
abhor him ; therefore he shall be my servant for ever. 

And it came to pass in those days, that the Philistines 
gathered their hosts together for war£ue, to fight with 
Israel. And Achish said unto David, Know thoo assuredly, 
that thou shalt go out with me in the host, thou and thy 
men. And David said to Achish, Therefore thou shalt 
know what thy servant will do. And Achish said to 
David, Therefore will I make thee keeper of mine head 
for evtf . {Continued below ^ page 236.

And the woman said unto Saul, I see a god coming up 
out of the earth. And he said unto her. What form is 
he of ? And she said, An old man cometh up ; and he is 
covered with a robe. And Saul perceived that it was 
Samuel, and he bowed with his face to the ground, and 
did obeisance. And Samuel said to Saul, Why hast thou 
disquieted me, to bring me up? And Saul answered, I am 
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distressed ; for the Philistines make war against me, 
and God is departed firom me, and answereth me no mofc^ 
neither by prv^hetSy nor by dreams: therefore I hare 
called thee^ that tiuw mayest make known onto me iriiat 
I shall do. And Samuel said. Wherefore then dost 
tiioa ask <^ me, seeing the Lord is departed from thee, 
and is beoxne thine adrersary? And the Lord hath 
wi m^h t for himsd^ as he spake by me : and the Lord 
hath rent the kingdom out <^ thine hand, and given it to 
thy neighboor^ eren to David.

Sanl hath slain his thoosands. 
And David his ten thousands? 

Then Achish caDed David, and said onto him. As the 
Lord livedi, thoa hast been npright, and thy going out 
and thy coming in with me in the host is good in my 
sight : for I have not foond evil in thee since the day of 
thy coming onto me onto this day : neverdieless the lords 
£2LYoax thee not. Wherefore now return, and go in peace, 
that thoo di^lease not the lords €3i the Philistines. And 
David said unto Achish, But what have I done? and what 
hast thoa foand in thy servant so loi^ as I have been be- 
fore thee onto this day, that I may not go and fight against 
the enemies of my lord the king? And Achish answered 
and said to David, I know that thoa art good in my sight, 
as an angel of God : notwithstanding the princes of the 
Philistines have said. He shall not go op with as to the 
battle. Wherefore now rise ap early in the morning with 
the savants of thy lord that are come with thee : and as 
soon as ye be op early in the morning, and have light. 
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depart. So David rose up early, he and his men, to de- 
part in the morning, to return into the land of the Philis- 
tines. And the Philistines went up to Jezreel. 

And it came to pass, when David and his men were 
come to Ziklag on the third day, that the Amalekites had 
made a raid upon the South, and upon Ziklag, and had 
smitten Ziklag, and burned it with fire; and had taken 
captive the women and all that were therein, both small 
and great: they slew not any, but carried them off, and 
went their way. And when David and his men came to 
the city, behold, it was burned with fire ; and their wives, 
and their sons, and their daughters, were taken captives. 
Then David and the people that were with him lifted up 
their voice and wept, until they had no more power to 
weep. And David's two wives were taken captives, 
Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, and Abigail the wife of Nabal 
the Carmelite. And David was greatly distressed; for 
the people spake of stoning him, because the soul of all 
the people was grieved, every man for his sons and for 
his daughters: but David strengthened himself in the 
Lord his God. 

And David said to Abiathar the priest, the son of 
Ahimelech, I pray thee, bring me hither the ephod. And 
Abiathar brought thither the ephod to David. And David 
inquired of the Lord, saying, If I pursue after this troop, 
shall I overtake them? And he answered him. Pursue: 
for thou shalt surely overtake them, and shalt without £sul 
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recover all. So David went, he and the six hundred men 
that were with him, and came to the brook Besor, where 
those that were left behind stayed. But David pursued, 
he and four hundred men : for two hundred stayed behind, 
which were so £unt that they could not go over the brook 
Besor: and they found an Egyptian in the field, and 
brought him to David, and gave him bread, and he did 
eat ; and they gave him water to drink : and they gave 
him a piece of a cake of figs, and two clusters of raisins ; 
and when he had eaten, his spirit came again to him : for 
he had eaten no bread, nor drunk any water three days 
and three nights. And David said unto him. To whom 
belongest thou? and whence art thou? And he said, I am 
a young man of Kgypty servant to an Amalekite; and 
my master left me, because three day^ agone I fell sick. 
We made a raid upon the South of the Cherethites, and 
upon that which belongeth to Judah, and upon the South 
of Caleb ; and we burned Ziklag with fire. And David 
said to him. Wilt thou bring me down to this troop? And 
he said. Swear unto me by God, that thou wilt neither kill 
me, nor deliver me up into the hands of my master, and 
I will bring thee down to this troop. And when he had 
brought him down, behold, they were spread abroad over 
all the ground, eating and drinking, and feasting, because 
of all the great spoil that they had taken out of the land 
of the Philistines, and out of the land of Judah. And 
David smote them firom the twilight even unto the 
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evening *of the next day : and there escaped not a man 
of them, save four hundred young men, which rode upon 
camels and fled. And David recovered all that the 
Amalekites had taken : and David rescued his two wives. 
And there was nothing lacking to them, neither small nor 
great, neither sons nor daughters, neither spoil, nor any 
thing that they had taken to them : David brought back 
all. And David took all the flocks and the herds, which 
they drave before those other cattle, and said, This is 
David^s spoil. 

And David came to the two hundred men^ which were 
so faint that they could not follow David, whom also they 
had made to abide at the brook Besor: and they went 
forth to meet David, and to meet the people that were 
with him : and when David came near to the people, he 
saluted them. Then answered all the wicked men and 
men of Belial, of those that went with David, and said, 
Because they went not with us, we will not give them 
aught of the spoil that we have recovered, save to every 
man his wife and his children, that they may lead them 
away, and depart. Then said David, Ye shall not do so, 
my brethren, with that which the Lx^rd hath given unto 
us, who hath preserved us, and delivered the troop that 
came against us into our hand* And who will hearken 
unto you in this matter? for as his share is that goeth 
down to the battle, so shall his share be that tarrieth by 
the stuff: they shall share alike. And it was so from 
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that day forward, that he made it a statute and an ordi- 
nance for Israel, unto this day. 

And when Da^d came to Ziklag, he sent of the spoil 
onto the elders of Judah, even to his friends, sajdng, Be- 
hold a present for you of the spoil of the enemies of the 
Lord ; to them which were in Beth-el, and to them which 
were in Ramoth of the South, and to them which were 
in Jattir ; and to them which were in Aroer, and to them 
which were in Siphmoth, and to them which were 
in E^htemoa; and to them which were in Racal, and 
to them which were in the cities of the Jerahmeelites, 
and to them which were in the cities of the Kenites; 
and to them which were in Hormah, and to them 
which were in Cor-ashan, and to them which were in 
Athach: and to them which were in Hebron, and to 
all the places where David himself and his men were 
wont to haunt. 

Now the Philistines fought against Israel : and the men 
of Israel fled from before the Philistines, and fell down 
slain in mount Gilboa. And the Philistines followed 
hard upon Saul and upon his sons; and the Philistines 
slew Jonathan, and Abinadab, and Malchishua, the sons 
of Saul. And the battle went sore against Saul, and the 
archers overtook him ; and he was greatly distressed by 
reason of the archers. Then said Saul to his armour- 
bearer, Draw thy sword, and thrust me through there- 
with; lest these undrcumcised come and thrust me 
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through, and abuse me. But his armourbearer would not ; 
for he was sore afraid. Therefore Saul took his sword, 
and fell upon it. And when his armourbearer saw that 
Saul was dead, he likewise fell upon his sword, and died 
with him. So Saul died, and his three sons, and his 
armourbearer, and all his men, that same day together. 
And when the men of Israel that were on the other side 
of the valley, and they that were beyond Jordan, saw that 
the men of Israel fled, and that Saul and his sons were 
dead, they forsook the cities, and fled; and the Philis- 
tines came and dwelt in them. 

And it came to pass on the morrow, when the Philis- 
tines came to strip the slain, that they found Saul and his 
three sons fallen in mount Gilboa. And they cut off his 
head, and stripped off his armour, and sent into the land 
of the Philistines round about, to carry the tidings unto 
the house of their idols, and to the people. And they 
put his armour in the house of the Ashtaroth : and they 
fastened his body to the wall of Beth-shan. And when 
the inhabitants of Jabesh-gilead heard concerning him 
that which the Philistines had done to Saul, all the valiant 
men arose, and went all night, and took the body of Saul- 
and the bodies of his sons from the wall of Beth-shan ; 
and they came to Jabesh, and burnt them there. And 
they took their bones, and buried them under the tama- 
risk tree in Jabesh, and fasted seven days. 

And it came to pass iter the death of Saul, when David 
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uras retomed firom the slaughter of the Amalekites, and 
David had abode two days in Ziklag ; it came even to pass 
on the third day, that, behold, a man came out of the camp 
from Saul with his dothes rent, and earth upon his head : 
and so it was, when he came to David, that he fell to the 
earth, and did obeisance. And David said unto him, From 
whence comest thou? And he said unto him. Out of the 
camp of Israel am I escaped. And David said unto him. 
How went the matter? I pray thee, tell me. And 
he answered. The people are fled from the battle, and 
many of the people also are &llen and dead; and Saul 
and Jonathan his son are dead also. And David said unto 
the young man that told him. How knowest thou that 
Saul and Jonathan his son be dead? And the young man 
that told him said. As I happened by chance upon mount 
Gilboa, behold, Saul leaned upon his spear; and, lo, 
the chariots and the horsemen followed hard after him. 
And when he looked behind him, he saw me, and 
called vmto me. And I answered. Here am I. And he 
said vmto me. Who art thou? And I answered him, 
I am an Amalekite. And he said unto me. Stand, 
I pray thee, beside me, and slay me, for anguish hath 
taken hold of me: because my life is yet whole in me.

I, s. Two important sections introductory to the Book oj 
Judges, The first is negative, showing the fiidlttre of the people 
in zeal against the nations of Canaan. The second speaks of 
positive transgressions against the Lord. Both unite in the 
common result, that the nations are left by God as a trial to the 
Israelites. The second section further describes the Judges as 
temporary saviours raised up by God. Note in x that at this 
point the tribe of Judah has a sort of leadership. 

▼1. The hegemony has here passed to the tribes of Zebulun 
and Naphtali, and the enemy is in the northern part of Canaan. 

Deborah* s Song. This important ode, foundation of so much 
of the future poetry of Israel, is in ' Antique Metre ' (see Intro- 
duction to the Genesis volume, page 153). It has further an 
elaborate antiphonal structure, which can be caught at once 
from the arrangement in the text. The opening words suggest 
an antiphony between Deborah leading a chorus of Women, 
and Barak leading a chorus of Men (compare the Song of , 
Moses and Miriam^ Exodus volume, pages 46, 297). This 
arrangement is confirmed by the details of the poem, which as 
given in the text often show special fitness to the respective 
performers. Antiphonal structure is dosely allied to anti- 
strophic structure, but is not identical with it, because the 
strophes may not be equal. In the present case the latter 
part of the poem is strictly antistrophic, and is so marked in 
the text; the earlier part may be so described if allowance be 
made for the passages assigned to the Men and Women singing 
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togedier, wliich {MOBages are analogovs to the epodes or mesodcs 
m antBtropluc poetry. 

Tii-ix. Throii£^ioat the erents ol these sectkms die tribe ol 
^hxaim seems to claim an hegemony; the leaders in these 
episodes do not come firom that tribe, but the ^hraimites make 
it a grievance that they have not been smnmoned as a matter 
of couse. Gideon succeeds in soothing their offended pride, 
but in the case of Jephthah a crrfl war ensues. 

The impoitance of these sections as bringing to a focus the 
floating idea of kingship, which is the link binding tc^ether all 
this portion of the sacred history, has been pointed ont in the 
Introdnction, pages vii-x. 

zrii-zziL The stories of Samson make a continuous ' cycle '; 
compare the Ehsha Qfde in die Bods of Kimgs, The Danites 
now seem in the forefront, as also in the next section (xziii) ; 
but Samson appears as the representative of the Nazirites even 
more than the r e p r esentativ e of his own tribe. 

XTJii. Besides being r epr esent a tiv e of the tribal history of 
Dan, this section has a place in the book as illiistxating the gen- 
eral state of lawkasness, vdien there was no king and every man 
did that which was ri^t in his own eyes. 

zzIt. In this final episode of Boc^ VI, we see an approach 
towards national unity, in the frurt that, though it is a case of 
civil war, yet all Israd is united against a single tribe. In the 
dvil wars of Abimelech, and of Jej^thah with the Man of 
^hraim, the disturbance was much more confined in its area. 

Page 145 : footnote. The sentence So Ae children of Ben- 
jawtin saw thai they were stniiten is evidently continued in the 
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words but six hundred men turned <$nd fled^ etc. What comes 
between is a comment on saw that they were smitten^ explaining 
this by repeating what has already been related. 



BOOK vn 

i-iii. These sections contain the birth and call of Samnelf 
who is the centre of the whole transitional stage which makes 
Book VII (see Introduction, page x). It will be observed 
that an approach towards national unity, in advance of anything 
in previous books, is suggested by the position of Shiloh as a 
recognised national centre, and the ark as the symbol to which 
all look for the emblem of national safety. Eli is however only 
described as a judge. 

Song of Hannah. This is in Antique Metre, without any 
further structure. Like the thanksgivings of 2^charias and of 
Mary in St, Luke, it is a personal thanksgiving merged in a 
hymn of general character. 

4. In this incident the authority of Samuel appears as fully 
established. 

V. Incidentally this story supplies a link in the development 
of the idea of kingship. The notion seems to have vaguely 
established itself, that the authority of a judge descended in his 
family; and the un worthiness of the sons both of Eli and Samuel 
gives an impetus to the demand for a kingly family. 

This section is of course the pivotal incident of the whole 
book: Samuel the judge appoints (with Divine sanction) a 
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king, and retires^ retaining his prophetic position as a check 
upon the kingship in the name of the old theocracy. 

6. This historic section first evidences the success of the 
new king in uniting the whole nation against the foe; and then 
brings out the first breach between the kin^y and prophetic 
anthorities. 

ix. This story brings ont the second and final breach between 
king and prophet; in the next section the kingship is trans- 
ferred to the house of David. In him the prophetic ^irit is to 
be united with the kin^. 

zi, ziii. The two (interrupted by a story personal to Saul) 
make the epic history of the Feud of Saul and David. There 
is the epic interest of a sacred story of adventure; historically 
the fulness of the story is justified by the strug^e between the 
rejected and chosen royal fiunilies, with the beautiful unifying 
efifect of the recognition of David by Jonathan. 

David^s Lament over Saul and Jonaikatu In the note on 
Traditional Poetry {Genesis volume, page 154) this has been 
mentioned as an exception to the law of Antique Metre: its 
structure showing parallel couplets of which both lines are 
strcDgthened, which is of course one way of developing quat- 
rains. It has the further structural interest of an augmenting 
refrain. This beautiful refrain seems to rest for its efiect upon 
the bringing together two ideas, like a crescendo and decres- 
cendo in music : Hew are ike mi^Uy<^ Fallen ! This frag- 
mentary refrain as it appears at the begiiming is enlarged at the 
passage from the section on Saul to that on Jonathan, and still 
further enlarged at the close of the whole. 
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
